Summary. 


The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  gist  of  the  more  important 
matters  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showing  at  a  glance  what 
has  happened  during  the  week.  Seealso  "  Contents"  in  thefirst 
column. 

The  CD. A.  solicitor  explained  to  an  inquirer  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  the  exact  significance  of  a 
warranty  (p.  83). 

"  A  contract  can  only  be  put  an  end  to,  except  for  fraud  or 
some  default  of  the  other  party  to  it,  by  consent,"  is  a  legal 
fact  enunciated  by  an  experienced  lawyer  (p.  83). 

The  continuation  of  the  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  is  given  on  p.  95,  dealing 
chiefly  with  the  annual  dinner  and  conversazione. 

It  has  been  held  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  that  it  is  not  a 
breach  of  the  Fels-Naptha  price-protection  agreement  to  sell 
the  goods  to  another  wholesaler  without  profit  (p.  92). 

The  annual  meetings  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  the  CD. A.  were 
held  in  London  this  week.  The  proceedings  were  enthusiastic 
throughout.  At  the  C.D.A.  meeting  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  pointed 
some  legal  lessons  from  the  past  year's  work  (pp.  82  and  83). 

The  question  of  how  far  a  chemist  may  go  in  supplying 
customers  with  draughts  after  ten  o'clock  at  night  is  dis- 
cussed on  p.  89.  There  need  not  be  the  slightest  hesitation  in 
supplying  after  10  p.m.  draughts  for  the  relief  of  an  ailment. 

The  Therapeutical  Society  held  a  meeting  at  Cambridge 
last  week,  when  Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon  showed  a  series  of  physio- 
logical experiments  at  the  pharmacological  laboratories.  A 
dinner  was  provided  for  the  party  in  Downing  College  Hall 
(p.  86). 

The  General  Board  of  Opticians  sent  out  over  20,000 
appeals  for  subscriptions  and  guarantees  for  the  promotion  of 
the  Sight-testing  Opticians'  Bill  in  Parliament.  The  re- 
sponse was  so  small  that  further  procedure  with  the  Bill  in 
Parliament  has  been  deferred  (p.  84). 

The  word  "  photography  "  cannot  be  traced  further  back 
than  in  the  title  of  a  paper  read  before  the  Royal  Society  by 
Sir  John  Herschel  on  March  14,  1839.  From  the  ready  way 
the  word  is  employed  in  that  paper  "  Xrayser  "  thinks  it  must 
have  been  in  ordinary  use  in  1839  (p.  87). 

The  Latest  News  about  the  arrangements  for  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Birmingham  next  week  is 
given  on  p.  90.  This  includes  an  extension  of  time  at  the 
Grand  Hotel  to  admit  of  the  smoking-concert  on  Tuesday 
being  extended  to  2  a.m.  on  Wednesday. 

We  tell  something  more  about  Birmingham  on  p.  103. 
The  article  deals  with  the  educational  facilities  of  Bourn- 
ville,  Messrs.  Cadbury's  garden  city,  and  gives  some  notes  on 
the  wholesale  druggists'  establishments.  The  portraits  are 
given  of  Mr.  Francis  C.  Clayton  and  Mr.  Charles  Thompson. 

Some  Important  Changes  have  occurred  in  the  markets  this 
week.  Caffeine  and  salts,  chloroform,  lemon  oil,  star-aniseed 
oil,  opium,  and  refined  soda  nitrate  are  dearer.  Citric  acid, 
menthol,  nimento,  and  soy  are  firmer.  Copper  sulphate  is 
easier.  The  auctions  of  new  and  second-hand  drugs  are  fully 
reported  on  p.  101. 

The  Revenue  Bill  came  on  for  second  reading  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  July  18.  This  is  the  Bill  which  pro- 
poses to  grant  increased  facilities  to  manufacturers  to  use 
pure  spirit  for  industrial  purposes.  A  full  report  of  the 
debate  is  given  on  p.  97,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  Mr. 
McKenna  was  well  up  in  the  subject. 

The  Company  Law  Committee  appointed  last  year  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  have  reported  and  call  attention  to  the  falling- 
off  in  registrations  of  new  companies  in  recent,  years.  In  a 
minority  report  it  is  recommended  that  a  fewer  number  than 
seven  persons  should  be  allowed  to  form  a  limited  liability 
company.  The  report  is  well  summarised  by  "  Xrayser  "  on 
p.  87. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Associations  seems  to  indicate  that  the  Executive 
Committee  would  be  willing  to  throw  up  the  sponge.  It  is 
suggested  that  some  sort  of  union  could  be  arranged  between 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  among  the  subjects  to 
be  discussed  is  "  The  Future  Policy  and  Organisation  of  the 
Federation"  (p.  84). 

In  regard  to  pharmaceutical  matters  in  Parliament  we 
show  (on  p.  88)  how  the  Company  Clause  as  proposed  to  be 
amended  by  Mr.  Winfrey  will  read.  The  clause  which  Mr. 
Carse  has  drawn  up  in  regard  to  druggists  who  wish  to 
become  pharmacists  has  also  been  put  down  bv  Mr.  T.  H. 
Sloan,  and  is  given  on  p.  96.  The  clause  hardly  makes  for 
clearness,  as  it  evidently  applies  only  to  Ireland,  but  does  not 
bear  evidence  of  that  in  the  wording.

A  SCHEME  OF  HOME  STUDY. 

By  David  J.  Williams,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 

Inorganic  Chemistry  {continued). 
THE  last  article  ended  with  a  reference  to  equation- 
-L  writing.  The  student  should  early  understand  the  full 
value  of  the  equation;  how  it  does  not  merely  signify  the 
direction  of  reaction,  but  also  the  weights  and  volumes  taking 
part  in  the  chemical  change.  He  must  here  get  a  good  grip 
of  the  doctrine  of  valency  and  its  importance  in  replacement. 
He  should  classify  the  reaction — i.e.,  note  whether  it  is  one 
of  mere  replacement,  or  whether  it  is  a  chemical  interchange. 
He  should  look  up  the  various  solubilities  of  the  substances 
on  both  sides  of  his  equation,  and  note  whether  they  conform 
with  the  law  that  the  direction  of  reaction,  besides  depend- 
ing upon  the  masses  interacting,  is  also  determined  by  the 
relative  insolubility  of  ingredients.  The  equation  is  the 
language  of  chemistry,  and  fully  to  appreciate  its  value  one 
must  master  as  soon  as  possible  the  intricacies  of  the 
language. 

The  task  of  remembering  equations  may  frequently  be 
simplified  if  they  be  split  up  into  several  simpler  reactions. 
Although  not  always  indicating  that  each  of  these  reactions, 
rendered  into  their  simpler  form,  is  completed  before  the 
next  one  comes  into  play,  the  split  equations  give  a  clear 
idea  of  the  tendencies  exerted.  It  must  not  always  be  taken 
that  if  any  three  substances  are  interacting,  and  that  in  the 
simplified  method  of  expression  two  only  are  shown  at  one 
stage,  the  latter  would  actually  proceed  without  the  influ- 
ence of  the  third.  Therefore  when  the  equation  is  broken 
up  the  student  must  clearly  understand  that  each  part  is 
dependent  upon  its  neighbour  in  the  expression  of  the  com- 
plete chemical  reaction. 

As  an  example  of  simplified  method  of  writing,  one  may 
take  the  oxidation-reactions  of  acidified  solution  of  potas- 
sium permanganate.  Here  throughout  a  whole  set  of  equa- 
tions which  are  difficult  for  the  beginner  to  memorise  the 
student  will  be  able  to  note  one  fundamental  fact  which  is 
apparent  in  all — namely,  the  liberation  of  nascent  oxygen 
by  the  interaction  of  the  permanganate  and  acid.  He  must, 
however,  note  that  this  reaction  is  wholly  dependent  upon 
the  presence  of  the  substance  undergoing  oxidation,  and 
taken  by  itself  would  indicate  very  little,  thus  : 

(1)  KJVhuO.+SH^O. =KiS04+2MnSO, +3H.0 +50. 
This  fundamental  reaction,  as  it  may  be  termed,  should 

always  be  written  first,  and  then  the  whole  completed  with 

the  oxygen — e.g. : 

(2)  10FeSO4+5O  +  5HiSO,=5Fea(SO0=+5H2O. 

Written  in  one  it  would  be — 

(3)  10FeSOJ+KaMn2Os+8H2SO4=5Fe2(SO,)3+K2MnSO,+ 
2MnS04+8H£O. 

As  equation  (1)  occurs  very  _  frequently  in  oxidising-re- 
actions  (especially  in  volumetric  analyses),  no  great  feat  of 
memory  is  required  to  write  it  down,  while  equation  (2)  is 
more  easily  balanced  than  (3). 

Many  examples  of  the  same  style  of  thing  might  be  quoted, 
but  the  student  is  advised  to  hunt  them  out  for  himself  in 
his  text-book.  To  do  this,  however,  he  must  thoroughly 
understand  the  chemical  nature  of  the  substances  whose 
interaction  he  endeavours  to  express. 

Space  does  not  permit  the  full  discussion  of  the  matter  in 
this  issue,  so  we  reserve  further  observations  for  the  next 
article.

Brevities. 

A  council-meeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians 
will  be  held  at  St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgarte  Circus, 
London.  E.C.,  on  July  25. 

On  July  14  the  body  of  Mr.  Maurice  George  Harvey, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  Claremont  Road,  Surbiton,  was 
recovered  from  the  Thames,  off  Raven's  Ait,  Surbiton  (see 
0.  JL-D.,  July  14,  p.  37). 

A  circular  has  been  issued  by  Messrs.  Hodgson  &  Simp- 
sons, of  the  Calder  Soapworks.  Wakefield,  announcing  that 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  amalgamation  of  their 
business  with  that  of  Messrs.  Lever  Bros.,  of  Port  Sunlight. 

The  Northwich  Brine-pumping  Compensation  Board  has 
adjudicated  upen  112  claims  for  compensation  on  account 
of  damage  done  by  subsidence.  The  total  amount  claimed 
was  3,864?.  The  amount  eventually  allowed  by  the  Board 
was  1,523?. 

An  extraordinary  petition  for  separation  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Divorce  Court  for  seven  days,  concluding 
on  July  14.  The  wife  of  Mr.  John  Thomas  Norman,  an 
analytical  chemist  in  the  City,  was  the  petitioner,  and  she 
was  successful. 

At  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Royal  Veterinary 
College,  held  in  London  on  July  16,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Governors  announced  that  Messrs.  Elliman,  Sons  &  Co.,  of 
Slough,  had  sent  a  donation  of  500?.  to  the  College,  and 
had  promised  100?.  a  year,  and  Spratts,  Ltd.,  have  also  given 
100  guineas. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  South  Norwood,  on  July  12,  on- 
the  body  of  Percy  Whyatt  (26),  described  as  a  chemist, 
carrying  on  business  at  27  London  Road.  Croydon.  Death 
occurred  suddenly,  and  the  jury  found  that  it  was  due  to 
asphyxia  and  heart-failure,  and  returned  a  verdict  of  death 
from  natural  causes. 

When  the  "Pharaoh's  serpents'  eggs"  case,  in  which  a 
railway  porter  named  Hunt  was  charged  with  causing  the 
death  of  Leslie  Whitby  (3)  by  selling  him  pellets  containing 
cyanide  of  mercury,  came  on  at  the  Notts  Assizes  on  July  16, 
on  the  Coroner's  warrant,  no  evidence  was  offered  by  the 
prosecution  and  the  man  was  discharged. 

The  Local  Government  Board  having  intimated  their  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  recent  decision  of  the  Winchcombe 
Board  of  Guardians  to  allow  the  medical  officers  10?.  a  year 
each  for  expensive  drugs  and  medicines,  and  having  urged 
that  the  Guardians  should  themselves  provide  the  drugs 
and  medicines,  this  course  has  now  been  adopted  by  the 
Guardians. 

At  the  resumed  inquiry,  at  Uxbridge.  on  July  17,  into  the 
deaths  of  Edward  Montague  Williams  ( formerly  a  represen- 
tative of  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.).,  his  wife,  and  two  children  (see 
C.  &  D.,  July  14,  p.  35),  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  gave  evidence 
of  finding  enough  morphine  in  the  stomach-contents  of  the 
wife  and  children  to  cause  death.  The  husband  died  from 
coal-gas  poisoning,  and  the  jury  found  that  Williams  had 
murdered  his  wife  and  children  and  then  committed  suicide. 

With  reference  to  the  allegation,  made  at  the  Cardiff 
Police  Court  last  week,  that  Mr.  A.  Hagon,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  the  landlord  of  a  house  which  was  used  for 
improper  purposes,  a  solicitor  explained  to  the  Bench  on 
July  13  that  Mr.  Hagon  had  not  the  slightest  idea  that  the 
tenant  was  an  undesirable  one.  He  accepted  the  man  on 
the  faith  of  testimonials  from  his  employer  (with  whom  he 
had  been  for  twelve  years)  and  his  previous  landlord.  Mr. 
Hagon  took  every  precaution  to  keep  his  property  in  a  satis- 
factory way. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  July  16  Henry  Ancher 
(43)  was  sent  for  trial  on  charges  of  robbery  and  assault. 
It  was  stated  that  prisoner  pulled  up  his  barrow  outside  the 
shop  of  Mr.  Albert  Honiatt,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
35  Junction  Road,  Holloway,  and  coolly  took  four  empty 
soda-water  syphons  which  were  on  the  floor  of  the  shop. 
The  theft  wa's  seen  by  a  neighbouring  shopkeeper,  who  told 
Mr.  Honiatt,  and  between  them  they  detained  the  man 
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until  the  arrival  of  the  police.  Prisoner  struggled  violently, 
assaulting  his  captors  and  the  police. 

Brother  Chemists. 

Mr.  Morgan  W.  James,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Stepney 
Street,  Llanelly,  has  issued  the  following  version  of  a  dispute 
between  Mr.  John  Davies,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  him- 
self : 

Having  failed  to  secure  any  reasonable  terms  from  Mr. 
John  Davies,  chemist,  who  purchased  these  premises  over 
my  head,  a  lease  of  five  years  only  being  offered,  and  his 
own  expiring  about  that  time,  I  wrote  him  I  would  accept 
the  offer  made  me  by  Mr.  William  Howell,  his  solicitor, 
some  few  weeks  ago,  to  take  over  the  premises  at  the  prico 
he  bought,  with  the  usual  costs,  and  that  I  would  retain  a 
quarter's  rent  until  I  got  particulars  of  the  amounts,  so 
that  the  whole  could  be  settled  at  once.  The  reply  to  this 
was  a  letter  from  his  solicitor  demanding  possession  on  the 
25th,  failing  which  a  writ  would  be  issued  to  obtain 
possession  of  the  premises.  This  writ  from  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  has  this  afternoon  (July  4)  been  served 
upon  me. 

Mr.  James  concludes  by  stating  that  he  thinks  it  only  fair  to 
himself  that  he  should  let  his  fellow-townspeople  know  what 
is  taking  place. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Maynard,  chemist,  Wymondham,  was  a  suc- 
cessful exhibitor  at  a  local  flower-show  last  week,  securing 
two  first  prizes. 

Mr.  F.  E.  Buckingham,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Aylsham, 
Hon.  Secretary  of  Aylsham  Lawn  Tennis  Club,  captured  the 
premier  prize  in  the  gentlemen's  singles  at  the  club's  annual 
tournament. 

Messrs.  Hills  &  Underwood's  employes  visited  Southwold 
last  week,  travelling  by  train  to  Yarmouth,  thence  by  boat. 
The  occasion  was  the  annual  outing,  and  the  firm  bore  all 
expenses. 

"  Vena's  Lightning  Cough-cure  "  is  the  legend  on  a  poster 
prominently  displayed  by  a  quack  doing  the  markets  in  this 
district.  His  stock-in-trade  is  2d.  sticks  of  liquorice  and 
some  ghastly  lozenges. 

To  stimulate  county  interest  in  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital  and  so  increase  the  funds  of  that  institution,  the 
Board  of  Governors  are  holding  meetings  in  the  chief  towns 
and  securing  the  appointment  of  local  committees.  Mrs.  E. 
Peck,  wife  of  the  local  P.A.T.A.  Secretary,  has  been  invited 
to  serve  on  the  East  Dereham  Committee. 

The  many  pharmaceutical  friends  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Heyhoe, 
chemist,  Fakenham,  will  congratulate  him  on  the  honour 
just  conferred  upon  him  in  being  gazetted  Lieut. -Quarter- 
master, 3rd  Battalion  Norfolk  Volunteer  Regiment.  It  is 
no  secret  that  this  appointment  is  the  result  of  arduous  and 
devoted  work  for  his  company.  The  new  officer  proceeded 
to  camp  at  Aldershot  last  week  in  advance  of  the  main 
body,  having  to  superintend  all  preliminary  arrangements. 

Embezzling  P.A.T.A.  Funds. 
At  the  Mansion  House  on  July  17,  before  the  Lord  Mayor, 
William  Dale  was  charged  with  embezzling  money  belong- 
ing to  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  of  Temple 
Chambers,  E.C.  Evidence  was  given  that  on  October  3. 1905, 
Dale  was  sent  to  the  bank  with  a  cheque  for  50/.  with  in- 
structions to  get  it  cashed.  He  was  then  told  to  get  a  money 
order  with  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  cheque,  to  send 
it  to  one  of  the  Association's  representatives  at  Liverpool, 
and  to  bring  the  balance  of  the  money  obtained  from  the 
bank  back  to  the  office.  He  carried  out  these  instructions 
and  went  back  to  the  office,  but  subsequently  left  with  the 
balance  (43/.  19.?.  2d.)  and  did  not  return.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby, 
who  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  said  it  was  not 
the  wish  of  the  Executive  of  the  Association  to  deal  harshly 
with  the  prisoner,  but  they  were  compelled  as  a  public  body 
to  prosecute.  The  prisoner  pleaded  guilty,  stating  that  he 
yielded  to  a  sudden  temptation.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
he  had  been  for  five  years  a  trusted  servant  of  the  Associa- 
tion, the  Lord  Mayor  passed  the  lenient  sentence  of  three 
months'  imprisonment  in  the  second  division. 

Eires. 

A  destructive  fire  occurred  at  Buckland  Mills.  Dover, 
last  week,  at  which,  it  was  generally  admitted,  the  most 
energetic  fireman  was  Mr.  W.  Cadman,  chemist's  assistant. 
Mr.  Cadman  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  J.  Pearson, 


of  Dover,  and  is  now  senior  assistant  to  Mr.  G.  B.  Barnard, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  309  Hackney  Road,  London,  N.E. 

Fire  broke  out  ki  Picton's  Drug-stores,  High  Street, 
Thornton  Heath,  on  July  11,  but  the  prompt  arrival  of  the 
fire-brigade  saved  the  premises. 

Midland  Notes. 

Birmingham  fared  badly  at  the  pharmaceutical  examina- 
tions in  London  last  week.  It  was  a  veritable  "turn  'em 
out." 

Mr.  T.  Slator  Price,  who  is  to  read  a  paper  before  the 
Conference,  has  invented  a  rotating  cathode  for  an  improved 
apparatus  for  the  electrolytic  deposition  of  metals. 

It  is  rumoured  that  junior  pharmacy  is  to  be  allowed  to 
attend  the  reading  of  papers  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  in  order  to  foster  an  interest  in  the  meetings. 

The  New  Street  shop  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  in  Birmingham,  is 
almost  obscured  by  scaffolding  and  boards.  The  whole 
block  is  being  pulled  down,  but  the  business  will  not  be 
disturbed  until  absolutely  necessary. 

The  Birmingham  pharmacists  in  the  route  of  last  week's 
Chamberlain  festival  invited  their  clients  and  friends  to 
witness  the  procession  from  their  balconies  and  windows, 
and  supplied  light  refreshments. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  in  West  Bromwich  to  present  Sir 
Ernest  Spencer,  the  former  Parliamentary  representative, 
with  a  testimonial  for  his  services  during  his  long  tenure 
in  Parliament.  Sir  Ernest  will  be  remembered  as  being  at. 
one  time  among  the  workers  at  17  Bull  Street. 

Mr.  N.  G.  Blackwell,  son  of  the  principal  of  the  firm  of 
Blackwell,  Hayes  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  Birmingham, 
was  among  those  who  received  the  B.Sc.  degree  in  connec- 
tion with  Birmingham  University  last  week.  He  is  the 
third  man  connected  with  this  firm's  laboratory  who  has 
taken  the  B.Sc.  degree  during  recent  years. 

The  Birmingham  Central  and  Suburban  Allied  Early- 
closing  Associations  have  issued  a  circular  to  the  proprietors 
of  shops  within  the  central  area  of  the  city  which  suggests 
the  making  of  an  application  to  the  City  Council  for  the 
provisional  closing  of  shops  on  Saturdays,  with  a  contraet- 
ing-out  clause  for  those  who  prefer  to  close  on  Wednesday. 

The  Biblical  saying  is  "  By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know 
them,"  but  a  friendly  visitor  has  been  the  round  of  the 
drug-shops  and  says  that  pharmacists  are  known  by  the 
quality  of  their  string.  The  critic  was  very  wroth  at  the 
use  of  so  much  sealing-wax,  and  vowed  vengeance  on  the 
man  who  fastened  the  ends  of  a  small  package  down  with 
an  adhesive  label  which  he  had  damped  with  his  tongue. 

Pharmacy  must  be  looking  up  lately,  for  the  local  drug- 
travellers  are  at  their  wit's  end  owing  to  the  difficulty  in, 
fitting  their  customers  with  suitable  assistants,  wholly  or 
for  part  time.  The  utilisation  of  pharmacies  as  agencies  is 
increasing,  the  city  authorities  employing  them  as  centres 
for  the  collection  of  gas-accounts,  and  it  is  mooted  that  the 
Water  Committee  are  about  to  adopt  the  same  method. 

In  view  of  the  Conference,  pharmacists  are  vying  with 
each  other  in  elaborate  window-dressing.  Some  are  par- 
ticularly artistic  in  the  employment  of  their  wares  as  decora- 
tions. "  Snowland,"  with  dried  plants  in  vases,  is  popular 
in  the  suburbs  of  Birmingham.  Mr.  Beech's  old  shop  at 
King's  Heath  is  being  modernised,  and,  when  finished,  it 
will  be  once  again  a  handsome  business  establishment. 

The  Explosion  on  a  Liner. 

At  the  resumed  inquiry,  on  July  13,  into  the  deaths  caused 
by  the  explosion  on  board  the  American  liner  Havcrford 
while  lying  in  Liverpool  Docks  (see  C.  cfc  D..  July  7,  p.  5), 
Mr.  Collingwood  Williams,  city  analyst  for  Liverpool,  said 
that  since  the  previous  hearing  he  had  made  experiments 
with  an  original  unopened  package  of  Fels-Naptha  soap. 
He  put  it  in  a  bottle  and  after  it  had  been  closed  thirty 
hours  he  applied  a  flame,  with  the  result  that  there  was  a 
flash.  The  Havcrford  had  on  board  75.000  lb.  of  soap,  and 
he  calculated  that  the  quantity  of  naphtha  contained  therein 
would  amount  to  upwards  of  3.000  lb.  Sufficient  vapour 
would  be  given  off  by  the  cargo  during  the  voyage  to  cause 
an  explosion.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Rufus  Isaacs,  K.C.  (who 
appeared  for  the  Proprietors  of  Fels-Naptha  soap),  Mr. 
Williams  would  not  admit  that  the  effect  of  the  outer  skin 
of  the  soap  would  be  to  prevent  exudation  of  naphtha,  but  he 
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agreed  that  there  was  a  thickness  on  the  outside  of  the  soap 
which  had  lost  its  vapour. — Mr.  Gordon  Salamon  said  it 
was  impossible  for  the  explosion  to  have  been  caused  by  a 
spark.  A  temperature  of  over  2,000°  F.  was  necessary. 
He  described  the  process  of  the  manufacture  of  Fels-Naptha 
soap — a  process  designed  to  bring  the  soap  into  commerce 
without  the  naphtha  having  evaporated.  For  all  practical 
purposes  the  outer  skin  of  the  soap  prevented  the  naphtha 
exuding.  Indications  of  the  explosion  led  him  to  believe 
that  the  question  of  its  cause  was  involved  in  extreme 
doubt.— -The  jury  found  that  the  deaths  were  caused  by  the 
explosion  of  inflammable  vapour  from  naphtha  soap  stowed 
in  the  ship's  hold.  They  recommended  that  the  attention  of 
steamship-owners  and  others  should  be  called  to  the  ventila- 
tion of  all  boats  carrying  doubtful  cargoes. 

Disinfectants  and  Antiseptics. 

At  the  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  held  at 
Bristol  on  July  13,  Mr.  Oliver  C.  M.  Davis  read  a  paper 
on  "Disinfectants  and  Antiseptics,"  in  the  course  of  which 
he  stated  that  with  scientific  bacteriology  began  the  study 
of  scientific  methods  of  disinfection.  He  traced  the  various 
method  of  disinfection  used,  and  said  that  the  market  of  late 
years  had  been  flooded  with  synthetic  compounds.  One  of 
the  most  potent  stimulants  to  the  multiplication  of  synthetic 
compounds,  especially  proprietary  articles-,  was  trade  com- 
petition. Provided  that  the  articles  produced  ful- 
filled all  the  makers  claimed  for  them,  this  was  a 
just  stimulus;  but  it  was  to  be  feared  that  in 
many  cases  activity  was  sacrificed  to  profit. — In  the 
discussion  which  followed  Dr.  W.  H.  Symonds  expressed 
the  opinion  that  laboratory  experiments  did  not  tell 
the  true  value  of  disinfectants  and  antiseptics  in  actual 
practice,  because  in  laboratory  experiments  an  almost  pure 
culture  of  bacteria  was  used,  while  in  actual  practice  they 
had  a  great  deal  of  inert  matter  mixed  with  the  bacteria. — 
Colonel  Firth  said  it  was  a  subject  to  which  he  had  devoted 
a  certain  amount  of  attention,  and  Mr.  Davis  had  put  for- 
ward a  plea  for  honesty  as  regarded  the  preparations  which 
were  called  disinfectants.  He  saw  great  dangers  ahead  the 
moment  they  began  to  lay  down  standardising  methods,  but 
if  the  public  laid  them  down  it  was  quite  easy  to  do  so.  He 
supposed  standardisation  must  come,  for  the  public  would 
want  to  know  what  were  good  general  disinfectants. 

Not  Beecham's. 
At  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  July  17,  Rowland  Hill 
was  charged  with  defrauding  William  Harries,  drysalter, 
120  Ladsam  Street.  Birmingham,  of  3s.  6d.  Prisoner, 
according  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Hill,  the  prosecuting  solicitor, 
hawked  medicines  and  pills  among  chemists  and  drysalters. 
On  July  7  he  called  on  Mr.  Harries  and  sold  him  a  box  of 
"  Bile  Beans."  He  subsequently  pressed  Mr.  Harries  to  buy 
three  boxes  of  Beecham's  pills  at  2s.  3d.  a  box.  He  declined, 
but  accepted  prisoner's  offer  of  two  boxes  at  Is.  9d. 
each.  After  prisoner's  departure  Mr.  Harries  noticed 
that  the  labels  had  been  cut,  and,  suspecting  that 
the  pills  were  not  Beecham's,  he  sent  a  sample  to 
that  firm,  and  was  informed  by  them  that  the  pills  were 
not  of  their  manufacture.  Prisoner  called  cn  Mr. 
Harries  again  on  July  10  and  offered  six  more  boxes  of 
Beecham's  pills.  The  police  were  communicated  with,  and 
prisoner  was  arrested.  He  stated  that  he  bought  a  dozen 
boxes  of  pills  from  a  man  named  Williams  for  10s.  That, 
said  Mr.  Hill,  was  pretty  cheap,  for  the  proper  price  is  2s.  Id. 
per  box  wholesale.  Beyond  defrauding  the  chemist,  the  In- 
land Revenue  were  defrauded  of  3d.  on  each  box,  and  then 
the  shopkeeper  was  liable  to  prosecution  for  selling  an  article 
not  of  the  nature  and  substance  required. — Mr.  Harries  gave 
evidence,  and  in  the  course  of  his  cross-examination  he  said 
it  did  not  strike  him  when  he  purchased  them  at  a  low  price 
that  they  might  not  be  genuine.  He  thought  the  man  wanted 
money. — Edward  Glover,  a  representative  of  Mr.  Beecham, 
St.  Helens,  said  the  wholesale  price  of  Beecham's  pills  was 
2s.  Zd.  a  box,  and  the  retail  price  about  2s.  4(Z.  The  chemist 
had  little  profit.  He  believed  the  pills  submitted  were  made 
by  Gibson's,  of  Birmingham. — William  Henry  Hornby, 
manager  to  Mrs.  Frederick  Gibson,  wholesale  chemist, 
Gooch  Street,  Birmingham,  said  the  pills  were  lighter  in 
colour  than  Beecham's,  and  more  resembled  Gibson's  pills 
in  colour  and  general  appearance.  He  would  not  swear,  how- 
ever, that  they  were  Gibscn's.    Gibson's  pills  were  sold  at 


2s.  6d.  a  dozen,  and  were  retailed  at  Is.  per  box. — Prisoner, 
on  his  own  behalf,  said  he  was  a  machinist  out  of  work, 
and  two  months  ago  started  hawking  pills.  He  purchased 
the  pills  in  question  from  a  man  named  Williams,  and  did 
not  notice  the  labels  had  been  cut.  He  sold  the  boxes  to 
Harries  as  he  received  them.  He  had  searched  for  Williams, 
but  could  not  find  him. — The  case  was  adjourned. — Hill  was 
again  before  the  Stipendiary  on  July  18,  when  another 
tradesman,  named  Thomas  Williams,  said  prisoner  sold 
him  a  box  of  pills  which  he  represented  to  be  Beecham's, 
but  witness  subsequently  noticed  it  had  been  tampered  with. 
Prisoner  represented  himself  as  the  agent  of  Messrs. 
Gibson,  and  to  be  selling  off  their  old  stock. — Mr.  Thomas 
Johnson,  assistant  to  his  father,  a  drysalter  and  agent  for 
Gibson's,  said  that  prisoner  was  in  the  habit  of  buying 
pills  wholesale.  It  was  stated  that  the  man  from  whom 
prisoner  alleged  he  bought  the  pills  could  not  be  found. — ■ 
The  Stipendiary  imposed  a  fine  of  40s.,  and  costs,  with  the 
alternative  of  a  month's  imprisonment. — Mr.  J.  E.  Hill  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  case  said  the  authorities  wished  to  place 
on  record  their  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Hornby,  the  manager 
for  Messrs.  Gibson,  who  had  rendered  every  possible 
assistance  in  connection  with  the  case. 

A  Will  Wanted. 
Some  inquiries  are  taking  place  in  England  and  Wales 
regarding  the  testamentary  disposition  of  Mr.  Benjamin 
Phillips,  who  died  in  Poona  on  August  16,  1905  (see  C.  &  D., 
September  9,  1905,  p.  437).  Mr.  Phillips  was  formerly  a 
resident  in  England,  but  many  years  ago  he  went  to  India 
and  became  the  managing  director  of  Phillips  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
wholesale  chemists  and  druggists  and  general  merchants, 
Bombay,  Byculla,  and  Poona.  From  time  to  time  Mr. 
Phillips  visited  England,  the  last  occasion  being  in  1898, 
when  he  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  year  in  or  near  London. 
During  this  stay  he  occupied  24  Peak  Hill  Gardens,  Syden- 
ham. In  1889  Mr.  Phillips  had,  in  connection  with  his 
Indian  business,  an  office  at  3  Cross  Street,  Finsbury  Circus, 
London,  E.C.,  and  subsequently,  in  connection  with  the 
business  of  Phillips  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  he  was  interested  in  the 
business  carried  on  under  the  style  of  Phillips  &  Co.  ai 
16  Finsbury  Circus.  Legal  inquiry  is  now  being  made  for 
any  person  having  any  will  or  testamentary  document  of 
deceased  made  since  December  11,  1899,  or  knowing  of 
the  whereabouts  of  the  said  will.

Selling  Diachylon  Pills. 

At  the  Notts  Assizes  on  July  17  and  18,  the  trial  took  place 
•before  Mr  Justice  Walton  of  Sarah  Wardle  (47),  the  wife 
of  a  Lulwell  collier,  for  selling  to  women  pills  for  an  un- 
lawful purpose.  It  was  proved  by  the  city  analyst  that  the 
pills  contained  50  per  cent,  of  diachylon,  and  some  of  the 
women  who  took  them  suffered  severely  from  lead-poison- 
ing 1-or  the  defence  complete  ignorance  of  the  fact  that 
diachylon  contained  lead  was  pleaded,  and  it  was  urged 
that  as  it  was  not  a  scheduled  poison  it  could  be  obtained 
without  any  difficulty  from  chemists.  The  prisoner  said 
she  had  made  and  taken  the  pills  herself  for  twenty-eight 
years.  The  diachylon,  she  said,  was  used  because  it  was  an 
TmI  andT£heaP  .stance  for  making  the  pills  hold  to- 
gether. The  pills  were  simply  for  corrective  purposes. 
±ne  jury  found  prisoner  guilty,  with  a  strong  recommenda- 
tion to  mercy,  and  she  was  sentenced  to  eighteen  months' 
hard  labour.     Hilda  Atkins,  a  niece  of  Wardle's,  was

Assistant  Wanted. 

Professor  Barklie,  analyst  for  Belfast,  has  presented  a 
report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  asking  that  either 
an  assistant  should  be  appointed  to  him  or  an  allowance 
made  for  one.  He  points  out  that  during  the  last  quarter 
he  had  401  samples  from  the  city  to  deal  with,  some  of  which 
were  subjects  for  a  skilled  bacteriologist,  as  chemical  analysis 
could  do  little  beyond  indicating  the  presence  of  preserva- 
tives and  colouring-matter.  A  properly  qualified  assistant 
could  devote  much  more  time  to  that  kind  of  investigation 
than  he  could. — The  committee  will  consider  the  matter. 
Reason  for  Delay. 

In  the  C.  tt'  D.,  July  14,  p.  37,  there  was  a  note  referring 
to  the  delay  of  the  drug-contractor  to  the  Glenties  Guardians 
in  filling  an  order.  Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Liverpool, 
inform  us  that  they  sent  the  following  letter  to  Dr.  Falls  on 
June  26  : 

We  regret  to  say  we  cannot  supply  you  with  the  stock- 
bottles,  etc.,  you  now  order,  unless  you  supply  us  with  an 
official  requisition  for  them,  for  we  have  explicit  instruc- 
tions not  to  send  anything  but  trusses  and  serum,  unless 
we  receive  an  official  form  duly  signed  by  the  Clerk  and 
presiding  Chairman  as  well  as  yourself.  If  you  will  let  us 
have  this  in  due  course,  we  will  give  the  matter  our  imme- 
diate attention. 

Empties  Again. 
Mr.  C.  Harvey,  dispenser  at  the  Clonmel  Dispensary,  has 
complained  to  the  L.G.B.  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  wants 
him  to  perform  an  impossible  feat — that  of  returning  all 
medicine-empties  within  three  weeks  of  the  receipt  of  sup- 
plies;  and  the  L.G.B.  state  they  consider  Mr.  Harvey's 
complaint  a  reasonable  one. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Guardians  the  Clerk  explained  that  he  got  a  return  of 
empties  which  did  not  agree  with  the  invoice,  and  he  only 
wrote  to  Mr.  Harvey  for  an  explanation.  The  contractors 
have  sent  in  a  bill  for  3/.  16s.  for  empties.  He  meant  no 
harm  to  Mr.  Harvey,  but  wanted  a  proper  account. — Mr. 
Harvey  (who  was  present)  said  he  would  not  be  dictated 
to  by  the  Clerk.  The  L.G.B.  were  his  masters,  not  the 
Clerk — an  assertion  with  which  some  of  the  Guardians 
agreed. 

A  number  of  Boards  of  Guardians  have  adopted  the  Cavan 
Board's  resolution  placing  on  the  dispensary  doctors  the 
responsibility  for  the  removal  of  medicine-empties  from  the 
dispensaries — these  including  Granard,  Downpatrick, 
Clones,  Portumna,  Monaghan,  and  Mountmellick.  But  other 
Boards  of  Guardians  have  either  not  entertained  the  resolu- 
tion or  have  marked  the  communication  "  Read,"  the  latter 
embracing  Wexford.  Trim,  and  Oldcastle.  The  principal 
reason  operating  with  the  latter  Boards  was  that  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution  would  cast  a  slur  on  the  doctors  for 
not  doing  a  duty  which  (say  these  Guardians)  is  one  that 
devolves  on  the  medicine-contractors,  and  some  go  so  far 
as  to  say  that  the  L.G.B.  should  be  asked  to  have  a  special 
clause  to  that  effect  inserted  in  the  contract-bonds.  With 
regard  to  Cavan  Union,  whose  Guardians  initiated  this 
movement,  the  L.G.B.  have  given  them  very  little  encourage- 
ment as  reformers ;  and  it  would  appear  that  the  former 
medicine-contractors — Messrs.  Hunt  &  Co.  and  Messrs. 
Sumner  &  Co. — are  clamouring  for  empties  to  be  returned, 
the  present  contractors  being  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co. — 
At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board  it  was  stated  that  at 
Ballinagh  Dispensary  there  were  some  empties  lying  over 
tor  fifteen  years  !

A  Leith  Suicide. 

On  July  13,  Robertson  Borthwick,  described  as  a  chemist, 
residing  at  7  Starbank  Road,  Leith,  committed  suicide  by 
cutting  his  throat  with  a  razor.  Borthwick,  who  was  a 
native  of  Ross-shire,  was  thirty  years  of  age,  and  was 
unmarried.  He  took  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  at  Edinburgh 
University  about  twelve  years  ago.  Since  then  he  had  been 
a  demonstrator  in  chemistry  at  the  Heriot  Watt  College, 
Edinburgh,  and  had  filled  other  responsible  positions  as  an 
analytical  chemist. 

Co-operative  Drug-trading. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Dunfermline  Co-opera- 
tive Society  held  last  week,  the  Chairman  said  the  drug- 
department  had  been  open  for  three  months,  and  during 
that  time  had  taken  on  an  average  22/.  10-s.  a  week ;  15?. 
would  have  been  considered  a  very  fair  turnover  in  cash. 
The  possibility  was  that  the  22Z.  10s.  would  even  be  increased 
as  time  went  on.  The  members  of  the  Society  consider  they 
have  a  grievance  against  the  medical  faculty,  whose  pre- 
scriptions are  written  in  cypher,  and  Mr.  Boag  expressed 
the  feelings  of  a  large  number  of  those  present  when  he 
suggested  that  the  best  way  to  act  would  be  to  set  apart 
portion  of  the  funds  to  subsidise  two  gentlemen  who  would 
come  to  the  town  and  make  a  position  there,  giving  members 
the  benefit  of  their  skill. 

The  Professor  Retires. 

Professor  McKendrick,  who  is  retiring  from  the 
chair  of  physiology  in  Glasgow  University,  delivered 
his  farewell  address  at  the  Medical  Graduation  cere- 
mony on  July  17.  Addressing  the  newly  "capped" 
graduates  Dr.  McKendrick  said  the  new  laboratories 
in  Glasgow  University  for  medical  jurisprudence  and 
public  health,  for  materia  medica  and  pharmacology, 
and  for  physiology  would,  he  doubted  not,  soon  be 
provided  with  necessary  funds  to  meet  the  increased  ex- 
penditure. The  advancement  of  all  universities  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  our  national  well-being.  Our  states- 
men are  becoming  more  and  more  alive  to  that  consideration, 
and  if  the  British  people  are  to  hold  their  own  among  the 
nations  of  the  world,  and  contribute  their  share  to  science 
and  to  the  world's  progress,  they  must  cultivate  the  best 
brains  to  be  found.  This  will  be  done  by  increased 
facilities,  in  all  technical  colleges  and  universities,  for  effi- 
cient teaching  and  for  research.  In  the  course  of  a  review 
of  medicine  during  the  forty-two  years  of  his  knowledge  of 
it,  the  professor  confessed  that  as  he  had  become  older  the 
crude  scepticism  of  earlier  years  as  to  therapeutic  measures 
had  given  place  to  a  recognition  of  how  much  may  be  done 
by  the  judicious  use  of  our  materia  medica.  He  urged 
students  to  keep  up  their  knowledge  of  physiology,  path- 
ology, and  pharmacology.

Tariff  War. — Retaliatory  tariffs  are  being  drawn  up  and 
placed  before  the  French  Parliament  in  view  of  the  possible 
failure  to  negotiate  commerical  treaties  with  Spain  and 
Switzerland.  Among  the  Spanish  products  affected  by  the 
new  French  law  are  olive  oil  and  mineral  waters. 

Mme.  Curie  has  declined  the  proposed  demonstration 
in  her  honour,  which  was  to  take  the  form  of  a  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  M.  Curie.  Mme.  Curie  says  that  M.  Curie 
was  opposed  to  the  habit  of  honouring  the  memoTy  of  the 
dead  by  means  of  monuments,  medals,  or  busts,  and  she 
associates  herself  with  this  view. 

Kelvin  and  Curie. — The  "  Temps  "  relates  the  following 
anecdote  :  "An  illustrious  English  scientist,  Lord  Kelvin, 
interrupted  our  great  Curie  at  the  close  of  a  lecture,  and 
contradicted  his  conclusions.  On  the  morrow  the  veteran — 
he  was  then  nearly  seventy-five — came  to  call  on  the  young 


savant.  '  I  have  examined  your  proofs,'  said  he;  'you  are 
right,  and  I  am  wrong.'  They  became  friends.  Curie  had 
a  filial  affection  for  Kelvin,  and  Kelvin  admiration  for 
Curie." 

Commercial  Pharmacy  has  not  so  far  been  unduly  in 
evidence  at  Lyons,  except  perhaps  in  the  Rue  Lanterne  (the 
Mincing  Lane  of  the  French  Silkopolis,  in  which  about 
every  second  house  is  a  drug-store)  and  some  parts  of  the 
Guillotiere  (working-class  quarter).  I  noticed,  however, 
when  recently  passing  through  the  city,  that  one  of  the 
most  commanding  corners  on  the  Place  de  la  Republique 
(the  Trafalgar  Square  of  Lyons)  is  to  be  opened  as  a  phar- 
macy, and  doubtless  the  present  professional  and  unpre- 
tending style  of  the  establishments  in  this  and  other  quarters 
will  in  due  time  feel  the  influence  of  the  new  regime. 

A  Marine  Drug-store. — Among  the  French  Mediter- 
ranean sea-ports  Cette  ranks  next  to  Marseilles.  Walking 
down  its  somewhat  narrow  and  dingy  streets  when  there 
on  business  last  week  I  noticed  the  inscription  "  Droguerie 
Maritime,"  and  crossed  the  road  to  see  what  a  seafaring 
drug-store  might  be  like.  It  turned  out  to  be  a  sort  of 
ship-chandler's — one  could  buy  anything,  from  a  sou'-wester 
to  a  pot  of  paint — which  specialised  in  the  oil  and  drug 
business.  There  were  a  few  drugs  used  for  external  pur- 
poses— boric  acid  and  so  on — but  the  main  show  was  gigantic 
packages  of  insecticides.  Evidently  the  French  skippers 
who  deal  at  the  store  are  "  whole  hoggers  "  on  the  question 
of  the  exclusion  of  undesirable  aliens. 

The  New  "Weekly  Rest"  Law,  just  passed  by  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies,  provides  that  no  employe  or  work- 
man shall  be  occupied  more  than  six  days  a  week,  and  that 
the  weekly  rest  shall  be  a  period  of  twenty-four  consecutive 
hours.  In  principle,  Sunday  is  adopted,  but  numerous  ex- 
ceptions are  provided  for.  Pharmacies  come  under 
Article  III.,  which  is — 

Establishments  belonging  to  the  following  categories  have 
the  right  to  arrange  the  weekly  rest  by  turns  ("  roule- 
ment ") :  Hospitals,  hospices,  asylums,  dispensaries,  in- 
valid homes,  pharmacies,  druggists'  shops  ("  drogueries  "), 
and  shops  for  the  sale  of  medical  and  surgical  appliances. 

The  fine  for  a  first  offence  is  5f.  to  15f.,  for  a  second  16f. 
to  lOOf.  for  each  employe.  The  factory  inspectors  and 
police  are  to  see  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  law. 

A  Magistrate  on  Pharmaceutical  Ethics. — The  follow- 
ing homily  formed  part  of  the  "motives"  (as  the  preambl* 
is  called  in  French  law)  of  a  judgment  in  a  libel  case 
between  pharmacists': 

Man,  in  the  exercise  of  his  varied  callings,  should  not  look 
to  and  aim  at  lucre  as  his  exclusive  object,  and  even  in 
ordinary  business  (the  soul  of  which  is  competition)  it  is  not 
permitted,  under  pain  of  damages,  to  overstep  certain  limits 
which  have  been  fixed  in  the  public  interest  by  loyalty,  if 
not  by  courtesy.  These  rules  are  still  more  imperative  in 
the  case  of  those  who,  while  carrying  on  a  business,  accom- 
plish at  the  same  time  a  humanitarian  and  social  work. 
Pharmacists  aid  in  the  most  useful  and  even  necessary 
manner  in  the  work  of  medicine  and  even  surgery.  The 
cure  of  the  ills  to  which  flesh  is  heir  is  greatly  facilitated  by 
the  moral  state  of  the  patient,  and  on  this  account  it  is  of 
the  highest  importance  that  he  should  have  confidence  not 
only  in  the  doctor,  but  also  in  the  pharmacist  who  makes  up 
the  prescriptions  and  prepares  the  medicaments.  Pharma- 
cists should  therefore,  like  doctors,  retain  their  respecta- 
bility with  jealous  care. 
Seldom  do  British  magistrates  read  altruistic  lessons  of  this 
kind. 

The  Central  Pharmacy  of  the  French  Army. — A  bio- 
graphy of  Michel  Jean  Jerome  Dize  has  just  been  published, 
the  joint  authors  being  M.  Balland,  the  eminent  Hea'd  Army 
Pharmacist  (now  on  the  retired  list),  and  M.  A.  Pillas, 
Dize's  grandson.  Born  at  Aire  (Landes)  in  1764,  Dize  came 
to  Paris  at  sixteen  years  of  age  and  became  the  preparator 
and  favourite  pupil  of  Darcet.  He  collaborated  with 
Leblanc  in  the  first  production  of  soda,  and  the  authors 
claim  that  the  role  Dize  played  in  this  important  discovery, 
as  well  as  in  that  of  the  preservation  of  meat  by  desiccation, 
is  far  greater  than  is  generally  allowed.  In  1792,  under 
the  Revolution,  his  close  connection  with  the  Duke  of 
Orleans  (who  appears  to  have  taken  an  active  and  kindly 
interest  in  his  researches)  rendered  Dize  "suspect."  To 
prove  his  patriotism  he  entered  the  army  as  a  pharmacist, 
and  in  this  capacity  was  charged  to  create  and  direct  the 
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Central  Military  Pharmacy,  which  still  exists  at  the  In- 
valides.  In  1795  he  was  received  as  "  Maitre  en  Phar- 
macie"  and  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. 
Darcet  died  in  his  arms  in  1801,  and  Dize  pronounced  a 
funeral  oration  on  his  master  and  friend  in  the  name  of  the 
"  Lycee  des  Arts."  In  1823  he  became  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Medicine.    He  died  in  1852. 

Fioravanti's  Balsam. — A  pharmacist,  M.  Joseph  Faucon, 
gives  details  as  to  this  ancient  remedy,  which,  introduced 
in  the  days  of  Good  Queen  Bess,  still  figures  in  the  French 
Pharmacopoeia.  Count  Leonardo  Fioravanti  was  a  doctor 
of  Bologna  (Italy),  and  possibly  owed  his  success  as  much 
to  his  self-confidence  as  to  his  scientific  knowledge.  He 
tells  how  he  grafted  torn-off  noses,  cut  out  spleens,  and 
healed  enormous  sores,  and  the  way  in  which  he  describes 
the  virtues  of  his  elixir  and  balm  is  salutary  reading  for 
those  who  talk  of  the  "shameless  puffing"  of  modern 
remedies.  But  nothing  succeeds  like  success,  and  his 
reputation  was  prodigious.  His  balm  was  first  described 
in  "  De  C'apricii  Medicinale  dell'eccelente  Medico  e  Cirur- 
gico,  M.  Leonardo  Fioravanti  Bolognese,"  and  also  in  "II 
Compendio  dei  secreti  razionali  intorno  alia  medicina  ehirur- 
gia  et  alchimia."  Lemery  tells  us  the  balm  was  "greatly 
used  in  surgery "  in  his  time,  and  it  now  figures  in  the 
Codex  as  the  "  Alcoolat  de  Fioravanti." 

Wedding -bells. — Few  of  the  younger  men  in  pharmacy 
are  better  known  than  M.  Georges  Oudin,  who,  as  President 
of  the  Students'  Club,  received  the  British  Conference  party 
last  year  at  the  Amical  Association  of  Students  in  Pharmacy. 
His  wedding,  on  July  11.  aroused  much  interest  in  pharma- 
ceutical circles,  the  bride  being  the  only  daughter  of  M.  Paul 
Fourche.  of  Houdan,  who  cultivates  and  prepares  medicinal 
plants  at  that  place.  Our  representative,  who  was  bidden 
to  the  wedding,  writes  : 

Houdan  is  a  little  place  of  some  2.000  inhabitants,  aboui 
forty  miles  from  Paris.  All  the  Parisian  guests,  there- 
fore, were  necessarily  early  risers.  It  was  a  curious  sight 
to  English  eyes  to  see  the  platform  studded  with  men  in 
evening  dress  at  8.30  a.m.,  and  later  on  to  meet  the  bride- 
groom, in  the  same  correct  and  immaculate  costume, 
driving  down  the  village  street  in  an  open  pony-cart  to 
meet  us. 

We  were  received  at  the  goods-entrance  of  the  drug- 
warehouse — verdant  and  fragrant  with  orange-trees  and 
ferns — by  the  bride's  parents.  The  procession  to  the 
church  was  on  foot,  as  is  usual  at  village  weddings ;  the 
bride — a  pretty  girl  of  eighteen,  with  the  usual  veil  and 
orange-blossoms — leading  the  way,  followed  by  some  fifty 
couples,  the  men  mostly  in  full  evening  dress,  the  ladies 
in  summer  toilettes.  Half  the  village  population  lined 
the  route. 

The  church  of  St.  Jacques  de  Houdan  is  a  noble  old  pile, 
and  the  lofty  choir,  where  we  sat.  was  garlanded  with 
wreaths  and  flowers ;  the  nave  was  left  free  for  the  women 
of  Houdan. 

A  collection  was  made  by  the  bridesmaids,  escorted  by 
youthful  cavaliers,  this  pretty  band  being  led  by  M. 
Mauvais,  of  the  Amical  Association  of  Students  in  Phar- 
macy (M.  Odent.  the  President,  was  sitting  for  an 
examination,  and  was  therefore  absent).  A  violent 
thunderstorm  accompanied  the  ceremony,  but  our  ener- 
getic host  rose  to  the  occasion,  and  sufficient  vehicles  were 
commandeered  to  convey  the  ladies  back  to  the  warehouse. 
Hero  breakfast  was  served  on  the  upper  floor.  In  a  place 
of  honour  near  the  bride  I  noticed  M.  Vaudin,  President 
of  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists.  M. 
Labori,  of  the  Pharmaeie  Centrale.  and  several  other  faces 
well  known  in  wholesale  and  retail  pharmacy.  Speeches 
are  rarely  made  at  French  weddings,  but  a  compliment 
in  verse  was  read  by  its  author  to  the  bride  and  bride- 
groom. The  civil  ceremony  (as  is  usual  at  weddings  of 
any  importance)  had  been  performed  on  the  previous  day. 
The  breakfast  over,  the  hall  was  cleared  for  music  and 
dancing,  and  a  number  of  notabilities  in  the  pharmaceu- 
tical world  of  Paris  (who  had  been  prevented  by  the 
distance  and  the  early  hour  from  "  assisting "  at  the 
wedding)  were  received  in  the  evening.  M.  Georges 
Oudin  has  been  taken  into  partnership  by  his  father-in- 
law. 


According  to  the  "Practitioner."  occasional  doses  of 
Apenta  water  taken  hot  the  first  thing  in  the  morning,  and  a

Cape  Colony 

During  May  the  imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  dye- 
stuffs  into  Cape  Colony  amounted  to  38,387/.,  against 
26,414/.  in  April  and  38,429/.  in  March. 

General-dealers'  Licence  Bill. — This  Bill,  which  i3 
directed  against  the  increase  in  Indian  traders,  has  passed 
its  second  reading  in  the  Cape  Legislature,  and  has  been 
referred  to  a  Select  Committee. 

The  Amalgamated  Chemists  gave  a  dance  in  the  Goede 
Trouw  Hall,  Cape  Town,  on  the  evening  of  June  22.  It  was 
most  successful  in  every  respect.  Over  a  hundred  were 
present,  and  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent. 

Messrs.  Aitken  &  Peck,  chemists,  Long  Street,  Cape 
Town,  have  purchased  the  business  until  recently  conducted 
under  the  firm  name  of  G.  A.  Deans  &  Co.,  at  the  corner  of 
Long  and  Leeuwen  Streets.  Messrs.  Aitken  &  Peck,  whose 
business  is  located  a  little  higher  up  the  street,  will  combine 
the  two,  using  the  Long  and  Leeuwen  Street  premises,  which 
are  more  commodious  and  suitable. 

The  Catalogue-duty  at  Work. — All  oversea  catalogues 
and  circulars  received  by  the  Cape  postal  authorities  for  dis- 
tribution by  mail  steamer  arriving  at  Cape  Town  on  June  19 
were  surcharged  Id.  plus  6d.  clearance-charges.  A  chorus 
of  complaints  came  from  all  sections  of  the  business  com- 
munity, and  the  absurdity  of  the  whole  thing  was  pointed 
out  to  the  Treasurer,  who  retorted  by  saying  "  that  he  could 
not  sit  at  the  Post-office  all  day  receiving  newspapers  and 
parcels — he  was  too  busy."  At  the  same  time,  he  admitted 
that  somebody  had  blundered.  Catalogues  and  circulars 
that  arrived  at  the  Cape  on  June  26  were  all  surcharged  Id. 
if  under  2  lb.  in  weight,  over  that  2d.  per  lb.  [The  British 
Board  of  Trade  have  now  received  a  communication  stating 
that  the  Colonial  Treasurer,  in  reply  to  a  deputation  of 
the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  June  16  last  agreed  to 
communicate  with  the  other  South  African  Governments 
with  the  object  of  coming  to  a  common  agreement  for  a 
composite  charge  of  Id.  (to  include  both  duty  and  clearance) 
if  under  2  lb.  in  weight,  over  that  2d.  per  lb. 

Pure  Drinks. — The  Cape  "Government  Gazette"  for 
June  22  contains  the  full  text  of  the  Bill  which  prohibits 
the  possession  or  sale  of  anything  under  the  name  of  wine 
to  which  a  "  foreign  substance  "  has  been  added.  The  term 
"foreign  substance"  includes  ethers,  essential  oils,  bitter 
almond,  cherry  laurel,  flavouring-substances,  alkaloidal 
substances,  compounds  of  barium,  fluorine,  magnesium, 
strontium,  bismuth,  lead,  arsenic,  zinc,  aluminium,  tin, 
copper,  boron,  derivatives  of  naphthol  (abrastol,  etc.),  sul- 
phuric acid,  formalin  or  formaldehyde,  salicylic  acid,  or 
other  antiseptics  (except  sulphurous  oxide  in  certain  events), 
glycerin,  saccharin,  dulcine,  sucrovin.  oxide  sugar,  invert 
sugar,  cane  sugar  (except  in  the  case  of  champagne),  impure 
spirits  containing  fusel  oil  or  aldehydes,  organic  or  mineral 
colouring-matters,  gums,  and  any  mixture  containing  any 
of  these  substances.  The  permissible  substances  include 
yeast  or  leaven  ;  clarifiers  such  as  isinglass,  gelatin,  eggs, 
albumen.  Spanish  clay,  kaolin  or  tannin  :  common  salt  (pro- 
vided the  total  amount  of  chlorine  in  the  wine,  calculated  as 
sodium  chloride,  does  not  exceed  half  a  gram  per  litre  or 
35  grains  per  gal.),  sulphate  of  lime  or  sulphurous  oxide 
(provided  the  total  amount  of  sulphuric  oxide,  calculated  as 
potassium  sulphate,  does  not  exceed  2  grams  per  litre  or 
140  grains  per  gal.),  tartaric  acid,  natural  products  of  grape- 
wine  leaves  or  flowers  and  pure  wine  spirit  of  specified 
strength.  The  limit  of  free  and  combined  sulphurous  oxide 
in  dry  wine  is  200  milligrams  per  litre,  and  in  sweet  wine 
560  milligrams.    In  the  case  of  both  dry  and  sweet  wine  up 
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to  200  milligrams  of  free  sulphurous  oxide  per  litre  is 
allowed.  The  colouring  or  flavouring,  or  both,  of  pure  wine 
spirit  or  any  neutral,  silent,  or  rectified  spirit  to  represent 
brandy  is  prohibited. 

Senior  Analyst's  Beport. — The  report  of  the  Senior 
Analyst  for  the  Colony,  Mr.  C.  F.  Juritz,  for  1905,  states 
that  2,565  samples  were  analysed  during  the  year,  the  bulk 
of  them  being  dealt  with  at  the  principal  laboratory  at  Cape 
Town.     These    included   cordials    (36),    sheep-dip  (15) 
pigeon-pills  (13),  dip-washes  (13),  castor  oil  (12),  Kaffir 
beer  (11),  aerated  beverages  (10),  linseed  oil  (9),  honey  (8) 
spirit  of  wine  (7),  cattle-dip  (6),  Epsom  salts  (5),  sulphur 
(5),  white-lead,  Paris  green,  perfumes,  ammonia,  and  olive 
oil  (4  each),  lead  arsenate  and  curry-powder  (3  each),  sul 
phuric  acid,  mochow,  compound  rhubarb  powder,  colza  oil 
and  cinnamon  (2  each),  fruit  essence,  turmeric,  ginger 
liqueur,  bleaching-powder,  formaldehyde,  red-lead,  Malvina 
powder,   glycerine-and-cucumber   extract,    absinthe,  sac 
charum,  strychnine,  phenol,  lead  acetate,  sodium  arsenate 
carbosil,  bay  rum,  capsules,  Chaulmoogra  oil,  arrowroot 
quinine-wine,  compound  ipecacuanha  powder,  compound 
liquorice  powder,  maag  bitters  and  "medicine"  (1  each) 
Of  these,  one  sample  of  honey  and  two  samples  of  com- 
pound rhubarb  powder  were  adulterated,  the  first  with 
sugar  and  the  second  with  magnesium  carbonate.  Several 
of  the  cordials,  the  lemon  squash,  and  the  ginger  liqueur 
contained  salicylic  acid.    With  reference  to  non-intoxicat 
ing  beverages,  the  report  states  that  of  27  samples  examined 
in  connection  with  the  Cape  Town  Exhibition,  15  so-called 
fruit  cordials  contained  salicylic  acid,  the  maximum  quan 
tity  found  being  56  grains  per  gal.    It  continues  : 

On  a  subsequent  occasion  samples  of  Montserrat  lime 
fruit  juice  cordial,  Rose's  lime-juice  cordial,  and  Lazenby's 
lemon  squash  were  found  to  contain  salicylic  acid  ;  Rose's 
lime-juice  was  free  from  salicylic  acid,  and  Crosse  &  Black- 
weirs  syrup  of  lemons  was  tested  for  the  following  pre- 
servatives: Sulphites,  sulphates,  formaldehyde,  bjfic  acid, 
benzoic  acid,  salicylic  acid,  saccharin,  dulcin,  abrastol,  and 
naphthol.    All  these  were  absent. 
Regarding  curry-powder,  Mr.  Juritz  explains  that,  being 
an  article  for  which  there  is  no  prescribed  composition,  it 
is  difficult  to  see  what  adulteration  could  be  practised, 
unless  it  be  in  the  addition  of  some  substance  which  would 
procure  distinctly  harmful  results  when  consumed.    As  a 
matter  more  of  curiosity  than  anything  else,  samples  re- 
ceived from  various  sources  were  partially  analysed  in  the 
Grahamstown  Laboratory,  with  satisfactory  results.  A 
sample  of  quinine-wine  was  found  to  contain  l£  grain  of 
quinine  sulphate  per  fl.  oz.    Some  compound  ipecacuanha 
powder  proved  to  contain  1.132  per  cent,  of  anhydrous 
morphine,  equivalent  to  11.32  per  cent,  of  opium,  and  com- 
pound^ liquorice  powder  yielded  9.71  per  cent,  of  sulphur, 
while  in  a  sample  of  compound  rhubarb  powder  magnesium 
carbonate  had  been  substituted  for  magnesium  oxide  in  the 
preparation  of  the  article,  which  contained  66.1  per  cent, 
of  the  former  substance.    As,  however,  the  rhubarb  powder 
had  been  sent  in  an  ordinary  blue  envelope  from  Somerset 
East,  where  all  the  drugs  above  mentioned  had  been  pro- 
cured, to  the  Laboratory  at  Grahamstown,  it  was  thought 
advisable  not  to  issue  a  certificate  of  adulteration,  but  to 
purchase  a  fresh  quantity  at  the  same  place,  taking  the  pre- 
caution to  enclose  it  immediately  in  a  sealed  bottle  and  to 
forward  it  in  that  condition.     This  was  done,,  and  the 
sample  so  analysed  was  found  to  contain  37  per  cent,  of 
magnesium  carbonate  and  only  29  per  cent,  of  light  mag- 
nesia.    A  variety  of  sheep-dips,  insecticides,  and  indi- 
genous plants  (suspected  of  poisonous  properties)  was  like- 
wise analysed  and  reported  upon.    A  cancer-cure  submitted 
for  examination  was  a  mixture  of  potassium  antimony  tar- 
trate, with  a  slightly  larger  proportion  of  fat — probably 
lard — together  with  a  small  percentage  of  chalk.

Yet  Another  Side-line. — "A  somewhat  unusual  side- 
line for  a  chemist  to  adopt,"  is  the  comment  accompanying 
No.  11  of  Vol.  I.  of  the  "  Livingstone  Mail,"  sent  to  us  by 
a  Rhodesian  subscriber.  The  paper  is  issued  by  Mr.  L.  F. 
Moore,  chemist_  and  druggist,  Livingstone,  the  recently 
founded  township,  some  five  or  six  miles  north  of  the  Vic- 
toria Falls.  The  "Livingstone  Mail"  is  somewhat  of  a 
curiosity  in  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  title  heading 
(which  is  an  impression  from  a  rubber  stamp),  the  entire 


contents,  literary  and  advertising,  are  typewritten.  The- 
"  Mail  "  is  published  weekly,  and  the  price  is  bd. 

In  Bulawayo. — Pharmaceutical  affairs  have  shown  little 
of  interest  here  of  late,  writes  a  Bulawayo  correspondent. 
The  new  Customs  regulations,  as  summarised  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  June  2  (p.  850),  are  now  in  force. 
In  this  connection  I  would  point  out  that  Rhodesia  derives 
some  slight  advantages,  as  compared  with  the  other  Colonies 
contributory  to  the  Union,  from  the  incidence  of  what  is 
known  as  the  "  Rhodes  clause."  This  was  embodied  in  the- 
Order  in  Council  of  Southern  Rhodesia,  1898  (Clause  47),. 
and  reads  as  follows  : 

No  Customs-duties  levied  on  any  articles  produced  or 
manufactured  in  any  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions  or  in. 
any  British  protectorate  and  imported  into  Southern 
Rhodesia  shall  exceed  in  amount  the  duties  levied  on  such' 
articles  according  to  the  tariff  in  force  in  the  South  Africa 
Customs  Union  at  the  commencement  of  this  Order  or  the 
tariff  contained  in  the  Customs  Union  Convention  con- 
cluded between  the  Colony,  the  Orange  Free  State,  and 
Natal  in  May  1898,  whichever  are  the  higher. 

Therefore,  in  not  a  few  cases  where  the  Customs-tariff  has- 
been  increased,  Rhodesia  benefits  under  this  saving  clause. 

Transvaal. 

During  May  drugs,  chemicals,  and  dye-stuffs  valued  at 
43,6307.  were  imported  into  the  Transvaal. 

Cheerful  under  Difficulties. — Your  periodical  turns- 
up  regularly  with  the  post-cart  (writes  a  chemist  in  Rusten- 
burg),  and  is  very  wslcome.  Business  remains  bad  on 
account  of  drought,  locusts,  and  the  restrictions  as  to  travel- 
ling with  oxen  by  reason  of  that  cattle-scourge,  Rhodesiar* 
red- water.  In  spite  of  bad  times  I  have  had  a  shop  built  for 
me,  and  am  moving  in  at  the  end  of  the  month.  One  is  apt 
to  forget  one's  dispensing  here,  for  though  there  are  four 
doctors  in  the  town — three  English  and  one  German — they 
all  do  their  own  dispensing. 

New  Prices. — A  circular  has  been  issued  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  the  Transvaal  stating  that  owing  to 
recent  alterations  in  the  Customs  tariff  the  following  changes, 
in  retail  prices  come  into  force  immediately  :

Dr.  Sutherland,  in  an  essay  on  the  treatment  of  piles,  says 
that,  when  the  action  of  the  liver  is  sluggish,  as  in  the  plethoric 
and  obese,  a  draught  of  Apenta  water,  taken  in  the  early 
morning,  may  be  advised. — Practitioner. 

Another  Side-line. — A  subscriber  sends  us  an  advertise- 
ment by  Boots.  Ltd.,  for  a  "  tea-room  manageress  "  for  "  high- 
class  tea-and-luncheon  rooms "  at  new  prermscs  recently 
opened  by  the  company  at  a  seaside  resort. 
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Shellac- — The  extraordinary  development  of  India's 
shellac-trade  in  recent  years  continued  in  1905-6,  the  quan- 
tity exported  being  263,331  cwt.,  as  compared  with  228,979 
cwt.  in  1904-5.  The  average  price,  however,  was  lower. 
The  United  States  bought  one-half  of  the  total  shellac, 
while  England  and  Germany  took  most  of  the  remainder. 

The  Cocaine-habit. — From  inquiries  made  in  Delhi,  there 
is  no  doubt,  according  to  a  Calcutta  paper,  that  the  cocaine- 
habit  there  has  assumed  alarming  proportions.  The  local 
paper  has  deputed  a  special  man  to  investigate  the  matter, 
and  his  report  states  that  all  classes,  rich  and  poor,  are 
addicted  to  the  habit.  The  price  locally  was  formerly  Rs.  18 
for  thirty-two  small  phials;  now  it  is  Rs.  40  for  the  same 
quantity.  The  demand  for  the  drug  is  so  great  that  the 
iprice  is  steadily  going  up. 

Indian  Turpentine. — The  German  Consul-General  at 
Calcutta  reports  the  probability  of  expansion  in  the  produc- 
tion of  turpentine  in  the  pine-forests  of  Kumaon  Himalaya. 
In  the  year  1904-5,  62,000  trees  were  tapped  in  the  Forest 
District  of  Naini  Tal,  and  yielded  4,260  maunds  of  raw 
resin.  More  than  6,000  gals,  of  turpentine  was  manufac- 
tured, and  also  3,300  maunds  of  colophony,  for  which  there 
was  a  good  demand.  The  cost  of  working  amounted  to 
Rs.  14,000,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  were  nearly 
Rs.  30,000. 

Forestry  Research. — The  Government  of  India  has 
■decided  to  raise  the  status  of  the  existing  Imperial  Forest 
School  at  Dehra  Dun  and  its  staff.  The  school  will  in  future 
be  known  as  the  Imperial  Forest  Research  Institute,  and  the 
College  and  staff  will  include  six  officers  of  the  Imperial 
Service,  holding  the  posts  of  (1)  silviculturist,  (2)  super- 
intendent of  forest  working  plans,  (3)  forest  zoologist, 
{4)  forest  botanist,  (5)  forest  chemist,  and  (6)  forest  econo- 
mist. The  first-named  will  make  silviculture  his  special 
study;  the  second  will  collect  and  collate  the  statistics  of 
the  results  of  forest-management  throughout  India;  the 
zoologist  will  investigate  the  damage  done  by  insects  and 
other  pests,  and  suggest  remedies ;  the  botanist  will  study 
the  botany  of  forest-plants,  the  diseases  of  trees,  and  the 
distribution  of  species;  and  the  chemist  will  investigate  the 
chemical  properties  of  soils  and  of  forest  products. 

Morphine-importation  into  the  Straits  Settlements. — 
The  Colonial  Office  has  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  the  fact  that  considerable  quantities  of  morphine 
have  been  shipped  to  the  Straits  Settlements  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  Morphine  Ordinance,  1904 
(No.  14  of  1904),  which  regulates  the  importation,  sale, 
and  use  of  morphine  in  the  Colony.  Under  this  Ordinance 
(C.  <fr  D.,  October  29,  1904,  p.  722,  and  December  10,  1904, 
p.  947)  it  is  provided  that — 

No  person  shall  import  morphine  into  any  Settlement  for 
the  purpose  of  landing  the  same  in  the  Colony,  or  shall 
export  morphine  from  any  Settlement  to  another  Settlement 
or  to  any  place  in  the  Federated  Malay  States,  except  with 
the  permission  in  writing  of  the  Principal  Civil  Medical 
Officer,  or  in  his  absence  from  any  Settlement,  of  a  Govern- 
ment medical  officer,  authorised  in  writing  by  him,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  such  permis- 
sion. 

Every  person  who  imports,  or  attempts  to  import,  any 
morphine  in  contravention  of  the  above  conditions  shall  be 
liable,  on  conviction,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  to 
imprisonment  of  either  description  not  exceeding  six  months, 
or  to  both  such  punishments,  or  for  a  second  or  subsequent 
offence,  on  conviction  before  a  Bench  Court,  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $2,000,  or  imprisonment  of  either  description 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months.  All  morphine 
and  syringes  with  respect  of  which  any  offence  has  been 
committed  against  the  above-mentioned  Ordinance,  together 
with  the  vessels  and  packages  in  which  such  morphine  or 
syringe  may  be  found,  may  be  seized  by  any  police  or 
Revenue  officer  and  may  be  forfeited  by  order  of  a  Police 
Court,  and  upon  such  forfeiture  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Principal  Civil  Medical  Officer.  The  Ordinance  provides 
that  ''morphine"  shall  include  morphia  and  all  salts  of 
morphine,  and  any  alkaloid  or  salt  of  an  alkaloid  of  opium, 
and  any  solution  thereof. 
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Not  Bigoted. — "El  Memorandum"  reports  that  on 
June  11  Don  Antonio  Novellas  opened  in  Barcelona  a  homoeo- 
pathic section  in  his  pharmacy,  the  installation  of  which 
delighted  his  friends,  both  allopathic  and  homoeopathic, 
who  went  to  its  inauguration,  which  was  celebrated  by  a 
lunch  in  the  midst  of  floral  decoration. 

The  Town  of  Liebenstein,  in  Saxe-Meiningen,  is  noted 
for  its  ferro-arsenious  baths.  The  Liebenstein  springs  were 
known  many  centuries  ago.  The  "  Duke-George  Well  "  and 
the  "  Charlotte  Spring,"  the  latter  of  which  was  bored  in 
1903,  are,  according  to  chemical  analyses,  the  strongest  car- 
bonated ferro-arsenious  springs  in  Germany.  The  town  is 
surrounded  by  extensive  pine-forests. 

Swiss  Ph.D. — The  Prussian  Government  threatened  not 
to  recognise  the  Berne  University's  Ph.D.,  because  the 
preliminary  examination  was  not  quite  up  to  the  Berlin 
mark.  The  matter  has  now  been  satisfactorily  adjusted  by 
the  Berne  University  requiring  candidates  for  the  degree 
to  show  a  higher  standard  of  education,  subject  to  the  Senate 
waiving  this  condition  in  special  cases. 

The  Government  of  Wurtemberg  intend  to  give  tha 
right  of  membership  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  all  qualified  pharmacists  who  belong  to  the  German 
Empire.  The  committee  of  this  Society  will  accordingly 
be  increased  by  two  members,  who  are  to  be  chosen  from 
among  managers  and  assistants,  while  the  director  and  his 
representative  will  be  selected  from  pharmacy-owners,  as 
before. 

German  Notes. — The  Chief  President  of  Hesse-Nassau 
has  sanctioned  the  foundation  of  three  new  pharmacies  at 
Frank fort-on-Maine  in  specified  localities. — Apothekers  in 
Germany  complain  of  unfair  competition  by  army  pharma- 
cists who  retire  on  the  usual  pension  because  they  are  no 
longer  fit  for  field  service.  They  get  concessions  to  start  or 
acquire  pharmacies,  and  are  so  smart  and  active  in  carrying 
on  business  that  apothekers  think  there  is  a  case  for  inquiry. 

A  Diverting  Incident  occurred  on  July  1  at  the  Tchepele- 
vetsk  Perfumery-factory,  Moscow,  where  two  masked  men 
entered,  and,  calling  out  "  Hands  up,"  proceeded  to  rob 
the  office  of  3.000r.  On  their  way  out  they  threw  a  bomb 
among  the  affrighted  employes,  but  it  failed  to  explode. 
The  employes  took  up  the  pursuit,  and  succeeded  in  cap- 
turing one  young  man  twenty- four  years  of  age,  who,  when 
the  mask  was  torn  off  his  face,  turned  out  to  be  an  em- 
ploye in  the  counting-house  of  the  factory  robbed.  He 
promptly  disgorged  2,600r. 

Spanish  Notes. — Eleven  petitions  against  the  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  portion  of  the  new  Spanish  Customs 
tariff  were  handed  in  from  Barcelona — one  from  the  local 
Association  of  Pharmacists,  another  from  the  Proprietary- 
medicine  Makers'  Union,  a  third  from  the  chemical-manu- 
facturers, and  eight  from  individual  pharmacists,  etc.  From 
Madrid  eight  protests  were  sent  in,  and  one  from  Leon, 
the  petitioning  body  in  this  last  case  being  the  Sociedad 
Leonesa,  an  important  chemical-works. — The  death  of 
Seiior  D.  Ramon  Villeron  y  Arenas  is  reported  from  Madrid. 
He  was  a  subdelegado  of  pharmacy  and  the  pharmaceutical 
head  of  the  Beneficiencia  Municipal,  and  a  provincial 
deputy  (county  councillor).  He  sat  for  many  years  on  the 
Board  of  the  Madrid  Pharmacists'  Association. — Seiior  Don 
Jose  Rodriguez  Carracido,  Professor  of  Organic  Chemistry 
at  the  Madrid  Faculty  of  Pharmacy,  has  been  officially 
received  as  a  member  of  the  Royal  Spanish  Academy  of 
Medicine.  He  discoursed  on  the  pharmacodynamics  of 
organic  oxidation,  and  made  a  neat  and  appropriate  allusion 
to  the  late  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy,  Dr.  Fausto 
Garagarza. — Spain  boasts  5,811  pharmacies,  or,  roughly 
speaking,  one  to  every  3,000  inhabitants. — "  El  Restaurador 
Farmaceutico  "  relates  with  great  complacency  the  devotion 
of  some  Spanish  chemists  to  "more  elevating  chemical 
studies  than  the  preparation  of  specifics."  In  Premia  de 
Mar  there  is  one  Don  Francisco  Cahue,  a  modest  man,  who 
is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric  ether,  which  he 
produces  of  great  purity ;  and  he  has  so  far  succeeded  that 
some  Government  powder-factories  hitherto  dependent  on 
foreigners  now  get  supplies  from  him.  His  ether  is  also 
used  for  the  preparation  of  collodion  for  Auer  mantles.

Protection. 

THE  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  was  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet 
Street,  London.  E.G.,  on  July  18,  with  Mr.  H.  Gadd  (Evans, 
Gadd  &  Co.),  President  of  Council,  in  the  chair. 

Among  those  supporting  the  Chairman  were  Messrs.  W. 
Edwards,  jun.  (W.  Edwards  &  Son),  C.  J.  G.  Bunker,  A. 
Tebbutt  (W.  Sutton  &  Co.),  P.  F.  Rowsell  (Holman,  Ham 
&  Co.),  E.  S.  Pickering  (Francis  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.), 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  and  W.  Johnston.  Among  others  present 
were  Messrs.  Geo.  R.  Barclay  (Barclay  &  Sons,  Ltd.), 
Albert  Cooper,  Theophilus  Nicholls,  H.  Stanley  and  F. 
Godbor  (Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.,  Ltd),  W.  C.  Ashby 
(F.  A.  Stuart  Co.  and  Paris  Medicine  Co.),  C.  K.  Macono- 
chie  (Oatine  Co.),  E.  Taylor,  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  F.  D. 
Goodhue  (Iron-Ox  Remedy  Co.),  G.  H.  Burroughs  (John 
Thompson,  Ltd.),  Benjamin  Hirst  (Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst, 
Ltd.),  B.  W.  Powell  (Thomas  Powell,  Ltd.),  H.  W.  Colley 
(Grimsby),  R.  Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend),  J.  P.  Taylor, 
W.  R.  Barnes  (Plaistow),  F.  J.  Hetherington  (Vita  Ore  Co.), 
G.  J.  Knight  (Windle  &  Co.),  G.  P.  Pond,  A.  R.  Keith,  R. 
Willson,  and  representatives  of  Chapman's  Food  Co.  and  of 
S.  Kutnow  &  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  annual 
report  and  balance-sheet  (0.  db  D.,  July  14,  p.  50),  said  the 
Association  was  entering  upon  its  eleventh  year  with  very 
good  prospects  for  the  future.  It  was  never  stronger  nor 
more  hopeful  than  to-day,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there 
were  still  difficulties  to  be  overcome.  In  glancing  over  the 
list  he  could  not  help  feeling  that  if  the  proportion  of 
retailers  on  the  list  were  only  as  great  as  that  of  wholesalers, 
the  Association  would  be  in  even  a  stronger  position.  But 
when  one  considered  how  great  a  proportion  of  the  total 
number  of  chemists  held  aloof  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  it  was  perhaps  not  surprising  that  some  should 
also  hold  aloof  from  the  P.A.T.A.  He  held  it  to  be  the 
duty  of  every  chemist  on  the  register,  however,  to  join  the 
P.A.T.A.  and  to  contribute  5s.  yearly  for  benefits  which 
were  returned  to  them  by  the  work  of  the  Association.  Mr. 
Gadd  paid  generous  tribute  to  the  industry  of  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  and  Mr.  Johnston,  saying  that  the  work  of  the 
Association  could  not  be  better  done  than  it  is.  The  Asso- 
ciation, in  the  pursuance  of  the  objects  of  its  inception,  had 
been  successful  up  to  a  certain  point.  He  was  confident  that 
as  time  went  on  it  would  be  even  more  successful  and  the 
problem  of  a  living  profit  would  be  solved  by  its  aid.  The 
task  of  Sisyphus  in  rolling  his  stone  uphill  was  as  nothing 
compared  with  the  apparently  unsurmountable  objects 
which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  and  the  Association  had  surmounted. 
The  success  of  the  Association  was  a  monument  to  the 
industry,  tact,  intelligence,  and  perseverance  of  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones.  With  regard  to  the  balance-sheet,  it  had  been  said 
that  seeing  there  is  a  cash  balance  of  1,327?.,  why  should  the 
Association  ask  for  more.  His  reply  was  that  one  never 
knew  when  a  crisis,  commercial  or  otherwise,  might  arise, 
and  it  was  necessary  for  the  Association  to  have  money  to 
spend  at  an  emergency.  It  had  been  arranged  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Council  that  afternoon  to  invest  any  balance  in  the 
names  of  the  President,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary,  in 
selected  securities — probably  Consols.  The  Association 
would  thus  have  something  to  fall  back  upon  without 
begging  from  the  trade. 

Mr.  W.  Edwards,  jun.,  having  seconded  the  adoption  of 
the  report,  Mr.  Theophilus  Nicholls  made  a  few  congratu- 
latory remarks.  The  Chairman,  referring  to  the  co-opera- 
tive trouble,  said  the  Association  had  been  successful  beyond 
their  expectations. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  intimated  that  he  had  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Breeze,  of  Birkenhead,  asking  what  the  item 
"  Cost  of  purchasing  cutters'  stock,  etc.,  43Z.  16s.  10<7.''  on 
the  credit  side  of  the  balance-sheet  meant,  there  being  no 
corresponding  item  on  the  debit  side.  To  that  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  replied  that  the  item  mentioned  was  really  the  dif- 
ference between  the  cost  of  the  purchase  of  the  goods, 
making  investigations  regarding  them,  etc.,  and  the  price 
received  for  the  goods  from  the  manufacturers.  Another 
item  queried  by  Mr.  Breeze  was  "  Defalcations  by  abscond- 


ing clerk,  251.  19s.  Id."  He  wanted  to  know  what  had  been 
done  to  the  clerk.  It  was  a  peculiar  coincidence,  said  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  that  although  information  regarding  the  em- 
bezzlement had  been  given  to  the  police  in  October  last  year, 
it  was  only  on  Saturday  last,  July  14,  that  the  man  was 
actually  arrested.  He  was  sentenced  at  the  Mansion  House 
Police  Court  (see  p.  75).  The  sentence  was  a  light  one, 
as  it  was  impressed  upon  the  Lord  Mayor  that  the  prose- 
cution was  undertaken  as  a  public  duty  and  in  no  way  vin- 
dicatively. 

Mr.  Pickard  said  the  year  had  been  a  favourable  one  for 
the  Association.    They  could  now  see  clearly  on  the  co- 
operative question,  which  for  years  had  been  looming 
ominously  ahead  of  them.    He  thought  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  excellent  services  rendered  to  the 
Association  by  Mr.  Albert  Cooper,  Mr.  Percy  C.  Edgar, 
and  Mr.  J.   E.   Garratt  on  their  retirement  from  the 
Council.    Mr.  Albert  Cooper  thanked  the  meeting  for  the 
hearty  endorsement  of  Mr.  Pickard's  remarks.    Mr.  B. 
Hirst  suggested  that  some  scheme  of  automatic  retirement 
from  the  Council  by  sitting  members  might  with  advantage 
be  inaugurated.    To  this  the  Chairman  replied  that  the 
Council  retired  annually,  and  it  was  their  misfortune,  not 
their  fault,  if  they  were  elected  year  after  year.  The 
motion  was  then  put  to  the  meeting  and  unanimously 
adopted.    A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Council 
brought  the  further  exhortation  from  the  Chairman  not  to  be 
led  away  by  the  fact  that  they  had  1,300?.  in  hand  and  that 
therefore  they  were  in  clover.    They  ought  not  to  be  lulled 
into  what  might  prove  a  false  security.    This  point  was 
emphasised  subsequently  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  said  that 
the  fact  that  they  had  such  a  fine  balance  might  be  of  con- 
siderable use  to  them  in  gaining  adherents  to  the  Associa- 
tion.   But  there  was  coming  a  time — he  was  not  sure  that  it 
had  not  come — when  someone. might  pit  himself  against  the 
Association.    In  such  a  contingency  it  gave  the  Association 
confidence  and  courage  to  know  that  there  was  a  sub- 
stantial balance  in  hand.     Moreover,  he  thought  that  it 
would  soon  be  evident  to  anyone  desiring  to  fight  the  Asso- 
ciation that  not  only  had  they  this  1,300?..  but  so  fully  had 
the  Association  gained  the  confidence  of  the  trade  that  it 
could  get  any  amount  of  money  with  which  to  fight  its 
battles.    Mr.  Johnston  also  briefly  replied,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings, which  were  marked  by  considerable  enthusiasm, 
terminated. 

Defence. 

The  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd., 
which  followed,  was  not  so  large.  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell 
(chairman  of  directors)  presided,  and  there  were  also 
present  Messrs.  Albert  Cooper,  S.  N.  Pickard,  R.  Feaver 
Clarke,  C.  J.  Garibaldi  Bunker.  G.  P.  Pond,  W.  R.  Barnes, 
R.  Willson,  G.  J.  Knight,  H.  W.  Colley,  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones. 
C.  H.  Kirby,  and  W.  Johnston  (Secretary). 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  Mr.  Rowsell  said 
that  during  the  past  year  the  Association  had  devoted  itself 
mainly  to  giving  information  to  members  regarding  Acts  of 
Parliament  or  existing  laws  requiring  fresh  legislation.  The 
directors  had  pointed  out  to  Lord  Crewe  the  ambiguities 
in  the  Poisons  Schedule,  drawing  his  attention  to  the  diffi- 
culty experienced  recently  in  the  courts  in  interpreting  the 
schedule.  His  attention  was  also  called  to  the  question  of 
"  preparations  "  and  "  compounds  "  in  the  schedule  and  the 
necessity  for  making  these  clear.  Lord  Crewe  replied  that 
he  would  endeavour  to  see  that  clearness  was  given  to  the 
schedule  so  that  no  subsequent  trouble  would  arise.  Mr. 
Herbert  Gladstone,  the  Home  Secretary,  had  been  written 
to  regarding  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill,  and  had 
promised  to  give  the  matter  his  attention.  A  satisfactory 
reply  had  also  been  received  in  the  case  of  a  letter  sent 
regarding  non-mineralised  spirit.  The  attention  of  Lord 
Crewe  had  been  called  to  the  titles  question  in  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  proposed  injustice 
to  qualified  chemists.  He  (the  Chairman)  and  the  Secre- 
tary had  met  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  a  joint  course  of  action  was  decided 
upon  with  regard  to  this  question  of  titles,  which  he  thought 
has  had  a  decided  influence  upon  members  of  Parliament. 
The  membership  of  the  Association  had  increased  during 
the  year  to  2.941,  and  at  the  meeting  that  day  fifty  addi- 
tional members  had  been  added.    During  the  year  there  had 
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been  an  absence  of  any  serious  claims,  and  the  balance-sheet 
was  very  satisfactory.  Mr.  Knight  seconded  the  adoption 
of  the  report,  which  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 

The  following  directors  were  re-elected  :  Messrs.  W.  R. 
Barnes,  C.  J.  Garibaldi  Bunker,  H.  W.  Colley,  R.  Feaver 
Clarke,  Albert  Cooper,  S.  N.  Pickard,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  and 
J.  W.  Sutherland.  Mr.  A.  &.  West  was  re-elected  auditor. 
On  the  proposition  of  the  Chairman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Pond, 
Rule  9  was  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

The  Association  fhall,  subject  to  these  rules,  pay  and 
make  good  to  the  member  all  sums  for  which  the  member 
shall  become  legally  liable  as  compensation  for  bodily 
injury  or  death  caused  to  any  person  not  in  his  employment 
by  errors  committed  by  the  member  or  any  of  his  assistants 
in  dispensing  medicines  or  retailing  any  article  usually  sold 
by  chemists  in  any  of  his  shops  for  which  a  current  sub- 
scription has  been  paid  during  the  period  of  twelve  months 
covered  by  the  subscription  for  such  shop.  The  decision  of 
the  directors  as  to  whether  (he  article  retailed  is  an  article 
usually  sold  by  chemists  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon 
the  member. 

Mr.  Johnston  explained  that  the  insertion  of  the  word 
"bodily"  was  thought  to  be  necessary,  because  several 
members  appeared  to  think  that  the  rule  as  before  printed 
referred  to  monetary  instead  of  physical  injury. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (solicitor  to  the  Association)  then  read 
an  instructive  paper  entitled  "Lessons  from  the  Past  Year's 
Work  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association."  In  the  course 
of  his  paper  Mr.  Kirby  said  : 

It  naturally  occurs  to  one  to  inquire  Low  it  is  that  the 
Association  should  have  obtained  so  large  a  membership 
out  of  a  limited  constituency  in  so  short  a  time.  I  think 
the  answer  is  to  be  found  in  the  record  of  the  Association's 
work,  and — what  does  not  appear  in  that  record,  but  is  to 
be  obtained  only  by  personal  knowledge — in  the  way  it  does 
that  work.  Two  or  three  years  ago,  in  a  case  in  which  the 
Association  was  concerned,  it  was  necessary  to  refer  to  an 
old  book  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  library  for  the 
purpose  of  tracing  the  history  of  a  certain  pharmaceutical 
formula,  and  the  counsel  on  the  other  side  remarked  to  the 
Magistrate  that  "there  was  only  one  copy  of  the  book  in 
existence,  and  the  defence  had  got  possession  of  it  first." 
I  think  that  is  characteristic  of  the  way  in  which  the  Associa- 
tion's work  is  done,  and  so  long  as  that  characteristic 
remains  there  need  be  no  anxiety  about  its  success.  The 
scope  of  the  benefits  the  Association  gives  its  members  is 
extraordinarily  wide,  and  I  believe  that  no  other  trade 
association  gives  so  much  for  so  small  a  subscription. 

He  then  went  on  to  refer  to  the  work  of  the  Association, 
outside  its  contract,  so  to  speak— propaganda  in  conection 
with  Parliamentary  affairs.  The  action  of  the  Association 
on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  alteration  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule  (as  shown  necessary  in  the  Rankin's  oint- 
ment and  Easton's  syrup  cases),  and  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Bill  were  alluded  to,  and  Mr.  Kirby  then  went  on 
to  point  out  the  service  the  Association  had  rendered  to  the 
trade  in  connection  with  the  decisions  under  the  Medicine 
Stamp-duty  Acts.    In  this  connection  he  said  : 

It  could  not  be  expected  that  anv  individual,  however 
keen,  would  contest  cither  of  the  cases  alone,  so  that  one 
may  fairly  claim  the  result  as  an  illustration  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  an  association,  and  particularly  of  this  Asso- 
ciation. It  must  be  remembered,  too.  in  this  connection 
that  this  Association  does  more  in  fighting  its  cases  than 
any  otker  trade  organisation,  I  believe,  in  the  Kingdom 
Other  associations  fight,  and  fight  hard,  but  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  when  the  Goliath  of  Somerset  House 
is  to  be  attacked,  sends  its  own  David,  or  some  other  man 
with  a  Welsh  name,  to  challenge  the  giant. 
Continuing,  he  said  : 

The  advantages  of  the  Association,  however,  are  illus- 
trated in  small  things  as  well  as  in  great  ones.  Let  me  o-ive 
you  an  instance :  every  one  who  has  been  concerned  in  le°-al 
cases  knows  the  difficulty  there  sometimes  is  in  getting  wit- 
nesses to  give  evidence  on  questions  of  trade  custom  and 
the  like  when  they  are  not  directlv  parties  to  the  case  It 
is  not  a  question  of  fee,  and  it  is  not  a  matter  which  can  be 
remedied  by  subpoena,  for  it  is  always  unwise  to  rely  on 
unwilling  witnesses.  Some  time  ago,  when  a  member  of 
the  Association  was  prosecuted  on  a  matter  involving  proof  ' 
of  trade  custom,  two  other  members  of  the  Association  in 
business  in  the  same  town  declined  when  asked  bv  the 
becretary  to  attend  and  give  evidence  on  his  behalf.  If 
the  defence  had  been  in  the  hands  of  the  defendant  in- 


dividually, that  might  have  absolutely  prevented  him  from 
proving  his  case.  In  the  hands  of  the  Association  the  diffi- 
culty was  got  over  by  procuring  (at  greater  expense  of 
course)  the  attendance  of  members  of  the  Association  from 
another  town,  who  were  more  public-spirited  than  the  very 
people  who,  if  the  prosecution  had  succeeded — as  it  did  not 
— would  have  been  the  next  victims  of  the  inspector. 

The  diminution  of  "  frivolous"  prosecutions  as  a  result  of 
the  Association's  work  and  the  non-contentious  character 
of  some  of  the  Association's  methods  were  touched  upon. 
Then  : 

There  are  some  ways,  however,  in  which  the  Association 
could  and  would  be  more  useful  if  members  gave  it  the 
opportunity.  It  often  happens,  for  instance,  that  the  Asso- 
ciation's officers  know  some  peculiarities  of  the  methods  of 
the  firms  who  solicit  orders  from  chemists,  which  make 
them  undesirable  people  to  deal  with.  These  peculiarities 
may  not  amount  to  actual  dishonesty,  or  to  fraud,  which 
would  entitle  the  trader  who  has  entered  into  a  contract 
wih  such  a  firm  to  rescind  the  contract ;  in  fact,  the  most 
difficult  people  to  deal  with  are  those  who  always  keep 
just  within  the  law.  If  members  who  are  solicited  for 
orders  by  firms  they  have  never  heard  of  before,  for  goods 
they  have  not  seen — and  chemists  seem  to  have  a  passion 
for  going  into  such  transactions — would  only  write  to  the 
Association  beforehand  and  ask  if  the  Secretary  knows  any- 
thing of  the  employers  of  the  plausible  canvassers  in  ques- 
tion, they  would  often  get  an  answer  which  would  induce 
them  to  say  "  No  "  to  the  traveller  instead  of  "  Yes."  What 
usually  happens  is  that  the  chemist  gives  his  order,  and 
then,  or  later,  when  he  finds  that  the  goods  are  not  what  he 
sxpected,  or  the  price_  is  double  what  he  reckoned,  seeks 
to  get  rid  of  his  bargain  without  showing  any  legal  justifi- 
cation for  so  doing.  Sometimes  he  has  signed  an  order 
without  reading  it,  sometimes  he  has  made  a  contract  with- 
out reckoning  out  the  figures,  still  more  often  the  order 
contains  only  the  terms  which  the  chemist  is  bound  to 
perform,  and  omits  all  mention  of  those  which  the  other 
party  promises  to  fulfil,  and  which  form  the  inducement  to 
the  chemist  to  make  the  bargain.  It  will,  of  course,  not  be 
supposed  that  I  am  alluding  to  well-established  wholesale 
houses  in  these  remarks. 

Another  frequent  source  of  trouble  to  retail  traders  is.  I 
gather  from  some  of  the  letters  that  come  before  me,  the 
impression  that  a  man  who  has  given  an  order  for  goods 
has  a  right  to  cancel  it  within  the  next  few  days.  This 
impression  seems  to  be  widespread,  but  it  is  very  ill- 
founded.  Giving  an  order  is  entering  into  a  contract,  and 
a  contract  can  only  be  put  an  end  to,  except  for  fraud  or 
some  default  of  the  other  party  to  it,  by  consent.  Mere 
repentance  of  a  bad  bargain  is  not  recognised  by  the  prosaic 
legal  system  of  this  country  as  a  ground  for  rescission  of 
contract. 

Some  advice  on  syphon  accounts  was  followed  by  : 

One  more  word  of  advice  on  the  old  subject— warranties. 
I  he  retail  chemist  ought  always  to  have  an  express 
warranty  with  the  goods  he  buys,  and,  if  he  is  dealing  with 
a  respectable  firm,  he  will  generally  have  no  difficulty  in 
getting  it.  The  advantage  of  a  warranty  is  that  it  forms 
(when  proved)  a  complete  defence  to  any  prosecution  under 
Section  6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  that  is  the  Section 
which  penalises  sales  "to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser." 
Upon  proof  of  the  warranty  the  summons  against  the  re- 
tailer must  be  dismissed,  the  prosecution  having  then  the 
right  of  proceeding  against  the  wholesale  firm.  If  there 
is  no  warranty  then  however  innocently  the  chemists  mav 
have  acted  proof  that  the  article  supplied  is  not  of  full 
strength  obliges  the  Magistrate  to  convict  the  chemist  in 
ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred.  The  warranty  therefore 
means  in  most  instances  the  difference  between  acquittal 
and  conviction,  and  it  does  not  matter  in  law  that  the  war- 
ranty is  more  than  six  months  old,  though  of  course  it  is 
always  rather  more  difficult  to  prove  an  old  warranty  and 
identity  the  goods  than  with  a  recent  one. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Pond  as  to  "  What  is  a  warranty?  "  Mr. 
Kirby  said  it  was  a  guarantee  of  the  quality  of  the  goods 
supplied,  and  had  to  be  an  expressly  written  or  printed 
statement.  A  gummed  label  stuck  on  the  package  was 
accepted  as  a  warranty.  A  written  signature  was  not  neces- 
sary, but  there  must  be  something  on  the  package  to  indicate 
where  the  goods  came  from.  It  was  desirable  in  ordering 
goods  for  the  chemist  to  make  it  clear  that  B.P.  quality  was 
wanted^  and  that  a  warranty  was  insisted  upon.  The  letters 
"P.B."  or  "B.P."  appearing  on  the  label  were  generally 
taken  by  a  magistrate  as  being  a  warranty. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Knight,  seconded  bv  Mr.  Pond, 
hearty  votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  the  Chairman  and 
directors  and  to  Mr.  Kirby  for  his  paper. 
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Zhe  federation. 


THE  agenda  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  of 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  has  been  issued, 
together  with  the  annual  report  and  statement  of  accounts. 
The  annual  meeting  is  to  be  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Bir- 
mingham, on  July  27,  at  10  a  m.,  and  is  open  to  all  members 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  but  only  ac- 
credited delegates  of  affiliated  associations  may  vote  on 
issues  submitted  to  the  meeting. 

The  Business 

of  the  meeting  includes  the  consideration  of  the  following 
items:    "Parliamentary    Bepresentation    Fund,"  "The 
Future  Policy  and  Organisation  of  the  Federation,"  and 
two  resolutions — By  the  Cheltenham  Chemists'  Association  : 
That  the  Federation  arrange  a  system  of  interchange  of 
membership  whereby  a  member  of  any  affiliated  association 
changing  his  residence  and  going  to  another  town  where 
there  is  an  affiliated  association  may  be  entitled  to  member- 
ship of  such  association  until  the  expiration  of  the  financial 
year. 

By  the  London  Chemists'  Association  : 

That  in  addition  to  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Con- 
ference-week a  meeting  of  the  Federation  shall  be  held  in 
London  each  year,  if  possible  at  the  Chemists'  Exhibition. 

The  Annual  Repobt. 
The  following  is  the  substance  of  the  annual  report  issued 
by  the  Federation.  The  report  states  that  the  attention  of 
the  Law  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
called  to  the  sale  of  a  proprietary  wine  containing  a 
scheduled  poisonous  alkaloid,  and  the  sale  of  poisonous 
veterinary  medicines  by  unqualified  persons  at  local  sales 
and  fairs,  but  it  has  not  transpired  that  the  committee  have 
taken  action  in  the  matter.  Considerable  space  is  devoted 
to  the  question  of  Parliamentary  representation  for  phar- 
macy. Twenty-eight  associations  discussed  the  matter,  and 
of  these  seventeen  approved  of  the  principle,  while  eleven 
either  disapproved  or  considered  pharmacy  is  sufficiently 
represented  at  present.  A  fund  has  been  started  to  secure 
more  adequate  representation  of  pharmacy  in  Parliament. 
A  statement  of  the  case  for  pharmacy  was  supplied  to  Parlia- 
mentary candidates.  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey,  regis- 
tered chemists,  were  returned  to  Parliament,  and  have  ren- 
dered valuable  service  to  pharmacy.  A  hope  is  expressed 
that  Mr.  Idris  will  soon  be  restored  to  health.  The  Secre- 
tary has  addressed  meetings  at  Bath,  Gloucester,  Cardiff, 
London,  and  St.  Leonards  on  the  objects  of  the  Federation. 
There  were  forty-three  affiliated  associations  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  eight  have  since  joined.  Three  asso- 
ciations have  withdrawn.  After  regretting  that  there  has 
not  been  much  progress  made  by  the  Federation,  some  para- 
graphs are  devoted  to  a  denial  that  the  work  is  at  all 
antagonistic  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  : 

The  officers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  rendered 
much  courteous  assistance  to  your  committee,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  Society  has  never  been  so  loyally  sup- 
ported by  the  various  local  associations  as  within  the  last 
twelve  months.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  shown  its 
appreciation  of  the  Federation's  work  by  the  sincerest  form 
of  flattery,  and  some  of  the  work  is  now  being  done  by  the 
Society's  Organisation  Committee.  There  are,  however, 
numbers  of  questions  which  do  not  come  within  the  scope 
of  a  statutory  body  such  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
but  which  can  be  dwelt  with  by  an  independent  associa- 
tion. The  work  of  the  FederaFion  is,  perhaps,  more  akin 
to  that  of  the_  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  it  may 
be  worth  considering  whether  some  form  of  union  can  be 
arranged  between  these  two  bodies.  The  Federation  needs 
a  central  office  and  a  paid  Secretary,  but  its  income  is  quite 
inadequate  to  provide  such  luxuries.  Possibly,  however, 
by  amalgamation  these  could  be  secured,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a  multiplication  of  organisations  is  much  to  be 
deprecated. 

Finally  sympathetic  reference  is  made  to  the  death  of  the 
former  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  Watson- 
Will,  and  of  Mrs.  Feaver  Clarke.  Five  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  are  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, the  four  at  present  serving  being  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  statement  of  accounts  shows  expenses  amounting  to 
32?.  10.s.  and  subscriptions  18?.  2s.,  leaving  a  balance  "due 
to  the  Hon.  Treasurer  of  14?.  8s.  Subscriptions  due,  but 
not  paid,  amount  to  14?.  8s.  6cl.

A MEETING  of  the  Board  was  held  on  June  20  at  21  John 
Street,  Bedford  Row,  London,  W.C.  Mr.  M.  W. 
Dunscombe  was  in  the  chair,  and  twenty-four  members  of 
the  Board  were  also  present.  Colonel  T.  Davies-Sewell 
wrote  resigning  his  position  as  President,  but  it  was  decided 
to  ask  him  to  withdraw  his  resignation.  Mr.  Lionel 
Laurance,  the  Secretary,  also  resigned,  but  consideration  of 
this  was  deferred  till  a  future  meeting.  Mr.  A.  E.  Grey 
was  re-elected  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with 
Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff  Deputy-Chairman. 

The  Sight-testing  Opticians  Bill. 
The  Advisory  Committee  sent  out  20,231  copies  of  a  special 
issue  of  the  "Optical  Journal"  containing  an  appeal  for 
subscriptions  and  guarantees  for  the  promotion  of  the  Sight- 
testing  Opticians  Bill  in  Parliament.  The  result  was 
20?.  16s.  6c?.  in  subscriptions  and  53?.  9s.  6d.  in  guarantees. 
The  Committee  recommended  that  further  procedure  with 
the  Bill  in  Parliament  be  deferred. 

Eighteen  members  of  the  Board  were  elected  to  fill 
vacancies,  this  number  including  three  chemists — Mr. 
P.  J.  G.  Fielding,  Mr.  W.  Maskew,  and  Mr.  A.  Upson. 

It  was  arranged  that  a  conference  between  the  General 
Board  of  Opticians  and  the  British  Optical  Association  should 
take  place  as  to  united  action  in  promoting  a  Sight-testing 
Opticians  Bill.  Six  members  of  each  body  are  to  meet  and 
discuss  points  of  difference,  and  to  report  to  the  Board.

Parry  is  consulting  chemist  to  the  firm,  and  no  santal  oil 
is  received  in  stock  until  it  has  been  passed  by  Mr.  Parry. 
The  capsules  and  perles  are  no-name  articles,  space  being 
left  on  the  labels  for  the  retailer's  name,  which  is  printed 
free  on  orders  for  one  dozen.

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^berapeutical  Society 

A COUNTRY  MEETING  of  the  Therapeutical  Society  was 
held  on  Saturday  last,  when  upwards  of  thirty  members 
of  the  Society  spent  a  most  instructive  and  enjoyable  after- 
noon in  Cambridge  on  the  invitation  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon. 
The  London  contingent  of  the  party  numbered  about  twenty- 
four,  and  included  the  President,  Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  the 
Hon.  Secretaries  (Dr.  T.  E.  Brown  and  Herbert  French), 
the  Treasurer  (Dr.  S.  C.  Griffith),  Sir  Hugh  Beevor, 
Bart.,  Dr.  W.  Murrell,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Maben.  On  the 
arrival  of  the  party  at  Cambridge  they  were  met  by  Dr. 
Manners,  who  showed  them  some  of  the  "lions"  of  the 
University  city.  Luncheon  was  provided  at  the  Fitzwilliam 
Hall,  and  at  3  p.m.  the  entire  contingent  met  at  the  pharma- 
cological laboratories,  where  Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon  and  his  col- 
leagues showed  a  series  of  elaborate  and  extremely  interest- 
ing experiments.  The  most  important  of  these  was  a  series 
conducted  by  Dr.  Dixon  himself  to  show  the  effect  of 
various  drugs  on  the  blood-pressure  and  the  lung  volume. 
The  subject  of  the  demonstrations  was  a  cat  from 
which  the  brain  had  been  removed,  the  animal  being 
therefore  unable  to  feel  any  pain.  By  a  very  ingenious 
set  of  arrangements  the  lung  movements  were  traced  by  a 
stylo  on  the  kymograph,  and  at  the  same  time  the  blood- 
pressure  was  recorded  in  the  usual  way.  Dr.  Dixon  ex- 
plained that  all  the  drugs  with  one  exception  would  show 
similar  results,  but  after  a  longer  period  when  taken  inter- 
nally, and  not  quite  so  long  when  injected  hypodermically, 
and  most  quickly  of  all  when  passed  directly  into  the  blood- 
stream. The  exception  was  adrenalin,  which  oxidised  so 
rapidly  that  when  it  was  administered  by  the  stomach  it 
was  used  up  before  it  could  reach  the  circulation.  In  order, 
therefore,  to  get  a  rapid  effect  the  drugs  were  injected 
directly  into  a  vein.  Commencing  with  adrenalin,  1  c.c.  of 
a  solution  1  in  20,000  was  injected,  and  immediately  there 
was  a  rapid  rise  of  pressure.  This  having  subsided  in  a  very 
few  minutes,  a  solution  of  squill  was  injected,  which  also 
showed  the  characteristic  tracing.  Fluid  extract  of  ergot 
was  next  employed,  and  here  also  there  was  a  considerable 
rise  in  pressure,  slower  than  in  the  case  of  adrenalin,  but 
much  more  prolonged.  In  connection  with  this  experiment, 
Dr.  Dixon  showed  a  cock  which  had  received  an  ounce  of 
the  same  fluid  extract,  and  its  comb  had  become  gangrenous 
in  the  course  of  half  an  hour.  This  was  really  due  to  con- 
gestion, and  not  to  the  constriction  of  the  capillaries  as  is 
sometimes  imagined.  The  last  drug  injected  was  strophan- 
thus,  when  again  the  stylo  traced  the  characteristic  record, 
and  the  demonstration  concluded  by  passing  the  vapour  of 
chloroform  through  the  animal,  which  died  in  about  a  quarter 
of  a  minute. 

During  the  demonstration  a  running  conversation  was  kept 
up  between  Dr.  Dixon  and  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  and  others 
of  the  party,  in  the  course  of  which  the  therapeutics  of  the 
valrious  drugs  were  lucidly  explained.  Other  experiments, 
such  as  the  action  of  physostigmine,  were  shown  by  various 
demonstrators ;  but  perhaps  the  next  most  interesting 
feature  was  an  exhibition  of  microscopic  slides,  kymo- 
graphy records,  and  pathological  specimens  showing  the 
effect  of  various  drugs  on  the  walls  of  the  bloodvessels. 
The  microscopic  slides  were  for  the  most  part  illustrative 
of  the  production  of  arteriosclerosis,  or  atheroma  or  calci- 
fication of  the  artery  walls.  The  pathological  specimens 
were  also  intensely  interesting,  as  were  the  large  series  of 
kymographic  tracings.  The  visitors  were  next  shown  the 
unique  system  of  book  storage  adopted  in  the  library,  the 
bookcases  being  on  castors,  so  that  they  return  to  position  by 
gravitation.  The  arrangements  in  the  new  museum  were  in- 
spected. The  feature  here  was  the  display  of  photomicro- 
graphic  transparencies  on  the  sides  of  a  sloping  glass  case, 
inside  of  which  the  electric  light  could  be  turned  on  at  will. 
Tea  was  served  on  the  green  sward  outside  the  new  museum, 
and  thereafter  the  party  visited  the  University  botanic 
gardens,  Mr.  Lynch,  the  curator,  taking  them  over.  The 
first  object  of  interest  shown  was  a  beautiful  specimen  in 
flower  of  Fabiana  imbrirata,  otherwise  known  as  "  pichi," 
the  inflorescence  of  which  is  not  unlike  that  of  a  heath. 
Each  of  the  party  got  a  sprig  of  it.  The  various  hothouses 
were  traversed  and  numerous  medicinal  and  economic  plants 
were  shown,  as,  for  example,  camphor,  coca,  strophanthus 


(in  flower),  tonga,  guaiacum,  abrus  precatorius,  jalap, indigo, 
coffee,  arrowroot,  indiarubber,  annatto,  bread-fruit,  man- 
grove, bottle-gourd,  a  large  currant-vine,  etc.  Of  special 
interest  was  the  identical  plant,  pilocarpus  jaborandi,  from 
which  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  first  described  the  species.  It 
was  the  first  jaborandi-plant  to  flower  in  this  country. 
Here  also  is  the  smilax  macrophylla,  which  was  regarded  by 
Hanbury  as  the  true  sarsaparilla. 

The  concluding  item  on  the  programme  was  a  dinner  pro- 
vided in  Downing  College  Hall.  Upwards  of  fifty  sat 
down,  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  being  in  the  chair.  He  was 
supported  by  Sir  Hugh  Beevor,  Professor  Bradbury,  and 
Drs.  Humphry  and  Dixon  (Cambridge),  Dr.  T.  E.  Brown, 
and  Dr.  Murrell. 

After  the  usual  loyal  toast,  the  Chairman  proposed  "  Suc- 
cess to  the  Therapeutical  Society."  It  was,  he  said,  a  young 
Society  and  a  growing  one :  might  it  grow  still  more 
rapidly,  and  live  to  a  good  old  age  to  be  a  boon  to  the  cause 
of  medicine  and  thereby  a  blessing  to  suffering  humanity. 
(Applause.)  Proposing  the  health  of  Dr.  Brown,  the 
Chairman  said  that  he  had  just  been  asked  why  he  had  not 
referred  to  the  history  of  the  Society,  and  his  reply  to  that 
was  that  it  was  embodied  in  Dr.  Brown.  Dr.  Brown,  in 
reply,  said  that  but  for  the  fostering  care  of  its  first  Presi- 
dent the  Society  would  never  have  reached  its  present 
position.  In  proposing  the  concluding  toast,  the  Chairman 
referred  to  the  manner  in  which  they  had  been  received  and 
entertained,  and  said  they  had  been  placed  on  a  higher  level 
of  knowledge  by  what  they  had  seen  that  afternoon.  Going 
on  to  compare  the  experimental  work  being  done  in  Cam- 
bridge with  that  of  Continental  Universities,  such  as  Strass- 
burg,  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  said  he  thought  the  work  done  in 
Cambridge  was  on  a  level  with — indeed,  in  some  respects  it 
seemed  superior  to — that  done  in  the  best  laboratories  in 
Europe.  He  had  been  much  impressed  with  the  experi- 
ments showing  the  effects  of  drugs  on  the  circulation.  They 
had  often  heard  of  the  evils  of  smoking,  but  this  was  the 
first  time  he  had  known  that  nicotine  produced  arterio- 
sclerosis. Referring  to  the  presence  with  them  of  Pro- 
fessor Humphry,  he  was  reminded  of  another  Oxford 
Humphry,  who  believed  that  men  should  live  to  "be  a 
hundred.  Some  of  them  did,  but  he  was  quite  sure  that 
if  Garcia  had  gone  in  for  heavy  muscular  exercise  after  he 
was  fifty  he  would  not  have  lived  to  a  hundred.  They  had 
also  with  them  Professor  Bradbury,  the  head  of  the  Phar- 
macological Laboratory,  to  whom  they  were  much  indebted  ; 
Mr.  Lynch,  curator  of  the  Botanic  Gardens ;  the  various 
gentlemen  who  had  acted  as  demonstrators;  and  especially 
Dr.  Dixon,  without  whom  they  would  have  missed  all  the 
pleasure  and  all  the  knowledge  of  that  happy  afternoon. 
Dr.  Dixon  and  Mr.  Lynch  having  replied,  the  formal  pro- 
ceedings terminated.

The  Tax  on  Trade  Catalogues 

which  the  Cape  has  copied 
from  Australia  is  a  particularly  irritating  impost.  Like 
Mercy,  but  conversely,  it  vexes  him  who  sends  and  him 
who  receives.  The  British  manufacturer  may  make  sure 
of  annoying  the  majority  of  his  friends  in  the  Colonies 
where  this  tax  is  in  force  whether  he  sends  them  his  cata- 
logue or  whether  he  withholds  it.  It  is  true  that  in  Aus- 
tralia, and  probably  in  South  Africa,  he  is  graciously  per- 
mitted to  pay  the  tax  himself  in  advance ;  but  if  he  does 
so  he  has  to  make  his  charges  so  much  the  higher  for  the 
goods  that  he  sells.  The  Governments  want  revenue,  and 
at  the  same  time  they  want  to  protect  their  Colonial  manu- 
factures. To  a  limited  extent  only  they  can  do  both ;  but 
they  can  do  all  they  wish  in  this  direction  by  means  of 
import-duties  on  the  goods  themselves.  By  the  simple 
device  of  raising  these  duties  a  fraction  they  could  accom- 
plish whatever  they  decide  to  do,  without  adopting  the  very 
unscientific  method  of  avenging  themselves  on  our  adver- 
tising-matter. One  would  think  that  if  it  were  only  to  see 
what  was  being  done  at  home,  and  comparing  prices,  British 
price-lists  and  catalogues  would  be  welcomed. 
Birmingham 

is  the  first  city  to  be  honoured  or  burdened  with 
the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  for  a  third  time.  Twenty- 
nine  places  have  been  visited  during  the  past  forty-two  years, 
but  there  are  seventy-one  towns  in  the  United  Kingdom  with 
populations  exceeding  50.000,  and  if  the  object  of  the  asso- 
ciates had  been  primarily  to  spread  the  light  there  would 
have  been  no  occasion  to  trouble  the  same  hosts  more  than 
once  in  a  lifetime.  But  the  B.P.C.  is  dainty;  likes  good 
hotels,  picturesque  surroundings,  and  familiar  friends. 
Possibly  West  Ham  and  Ystradyfodwg  do  not  fill  all  the 
conditions.  To  the  pleasant  sketch  of  Birmingham  given 
last  week  may  be  appropriately  added  the  reminder  that  the 
city  distinguished  itself  in  pharmaceutical  history  by  found- 
ing in  1876  and  carrying  on  until  1887  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Trade  Association  which  did  so  much  useful  w  ork 
in  those  years  by  resisting  the  encroachments  of  apothe- 
caries, analysts,  and  unqualified  traders,  and  in  other  ways 
serving  the  interests  of  pharmacy. 
The  P.A.T.A.  Report 

claims,  not  unjustly,  a  "splendid" 
result  of  its  ten  years'  work.  To  have  stamped  out  the 
insane  cutting  which  a  decade  since  made  a  third  of  the 
average  chemist's  business  absolutely  unremunerative  is  no 
small  achievement.  "  It  is  scarcely  too  much  to  say  that  no 
firm  with  a  knowledge  of  the  drug-trade  would  now  intro- 
duce a  proprietary  article  without  protecting  it  through  the 
organisation  of  the  P.A.T.A."  That  statement  is  true 
enough  to  serve  as  a  working  hypothesis,  and  it  is  also  tn»«j 
enough  to  make  it  a  source  of  danger  to  the  Association.  In 
the  days  when  there  were  only  a  few  protected  articles,  these 
were  prominent  enough  to  secure  special  favour ;  protected 
articles  are  now  so  common  as  to  be  no  particular  attraction, 
and  the  retailer  tends  to  treat  the  fair  profit  on  them  as  a 
matter  of  course. 

The  Company  Law  Committee 

appointed  early  last  year  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  is  much  concerned  at  the  falling-off  in 
registrations  of  new  companies  in  recent  years.  In  1896, 
for  example,  4,291  new  companies  were  registered  with  an 
aggregate  nominal  capital  of  285,261,177/.;  in  1904  the 


number  registered  was  3.478,  and  the  nominal  capital  was 
only  83.914.688/.  The  Committee  attributes  the  decline  to 
three  principal  causes — namely,  the  war  loans,  the  advance 
of  the  ad  valorem  duty  from  2s.  per  100/.  nominal  capital  to 
5s.  in  1899,  and  the  increased  stringency  of  the  new  Com- 
panies Act.  The  higher  charge  for  duty,  checking  as  it  does 
the  boast  of  fancy  capital,  and  keeping  it  more  within  the 
limits  of  what  is  actually  employed,  must  have  accounted  for 
a  large  part  of  the  apparent  decline.  Another  reason  might 
have  been  added,  and  that  is  that  by  this  time  the  majority 
of  the  large  businesses  of  the  country,  and  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  smaller  ones,  are  registered  as  companies, 
and  consequently  the  field  to  be  reaped  is  so  much  the 
smaller. 

Private  Companies 

are  also  dealt  with  prominently  by  this 
Committee.  There  are  no  private  companies  known  to  the 
law  as  such;  but  the  distinction  between  those  whose  shares 
are  offered  to  the  public  and  those  whose  shares  are  sub- 
scribed for  privately  is  usefully  recognised  by  the  term,  and 
it  is  obviously  possible  to  frame  rather  different  regulations 
for  the  latter  than  for  those  which  appeal  for  public  money. 
The  Committee  discusses  without  definitely  recommending 
feasible  changes  of  conditions  if  it  should  be  considered 
desirable  to  legislate  specially  for  private  companies.  One 
point  raised  will  bring  home  to  pharmacists  the  risks  of  any 
such  future  legislation.  At  present  no  company  can  be 
registered  unless  at  least  seven  persons  are  associated  in  it. 
But  there  is  no  magic  in  the  number  seven,  and  the  late 
Sir  George  Jessel  strongly  advocated  that  any  one,  two,  or 
more  persons  should  be  entitled  to  claim  the  privileges  of 
limited  liability  if  they  wished  to  do  so.  The  Committee 
does  not  seem  indisposed  to  adopt  this  view,  and  one  of  its 
members,  Mr.  Worthington  Evans,  writes  a  minority  report 
urging  the  concession.  He  trenchantly  argues  that  if  it  is 
legal  for  one  man  and  six  dummies  to  form  a  company,  there 
can  be  no  objection  to  the  one  or  two  live  men  alone  being 
registered  ;  and  he  remarks  in  support  of  his  contention 
that  "  professional  men  are  at  present  deprived  of  the  benefit 
of  the  limited-liability  system,  but  if  the  law  were  altered 
as  suggested  a  ready  means  would  be  afforded  of  partnership 
with  limited  liability."  The  argument  is  not  correct,  for 
professional  men  can  and  do  now  take  to  themselves  dummies 
and  register ;  but  when  one  man  alone  can  register,  and 
become,  as  he  then  will,  independent  of  the  legal  restric- 
tions on  persons,  the  importance  of  the  qualified  managing 
director  condition  will  be  more  than  ever  apparent. 

Photography 

It  was  mentioned  in  this  section  a  few  months 
since  that  Dr.  Murray  and  his  Dictionary  staff  were  hunting 
down  the  origin  of  the  word  "  Photography  "  and  could  not 
trace  it  further  back  than  in  the  title  of  a  paper  read  before 
the  Royal  Society  by  Sir  John  Herschell  on  March  14.  1839 
— namely,  "  Note  on  the  Art  of  Photography,  or  the  Appli- 
cation of  the  Chemical  Rays  of  Light  to  the  Purpose  of 
Pictorial  Representation."  It  appears  from  the  recently 
published  part  of  the  Dictionary  that  no  earlier  use  of  the 
word  has  been  discovered.  What  makes  this  origin  at  all 
doubtful  is  that  so  far  as  is  known  Herschell  does  not 
indicate  any  consciousness  that  he  was  inventing  a  new  word. 
In  the  course  of  his  paper  he  refers  to  "  fixing  photographs," 
and  to  "  Daguerre's  concealed  photographic  process."  Just 
before  Herschell's  paper  Talbot  is  found  using  the  word 
"photogenic,"  and  Niepce  calls  the  art  "  heliographie." 
Herschell  seems  to  have  combined  the  two  terms,  and  after 
him  "photography"  was  generally  adopted.  Arago,  for 
example,  used  it  in  his  report  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
on  Daguerre's  pension  on  July  2.  1859.  It  is  of  some  interest 
to  note  that  in  the  early  days  of  the  art  the  produced  article 
was  sometimes  called  a  photogram,  after  the  model  of  tele- 
gram. It  would  have  been  convenient  to  retain  a  distinction 
between  the  noun  and  the  verb,  but  the  fates  which  preside 
over  the  formation  of  words  ruled  that  this  was  not  to  be.

JEMtoriat  Comments* 


A  Summer  Vacation. 


The  information  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  gave 
last  week  respecting  the  Government's  intentions  in  regard 
to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  not  altogether  un- 
welcome to  the  trade.    Those,  especially,  who  had  to  watch 
proceedings  in  both  Houses  of  Parliament  are  glad  of  the 
vacation  afforded  by  the  intimation  that  it  is  not  intended  to 
proceed  further  with  the  measure  until  the  autumn  Session. 
On  Monday  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  was  again  post- 
poned, and  this  will  go  on  from  week  to  week  until  the 
House  of  Commons  rises.   We  also  gave  last  week  the  terms 
of  the  amendment  which  Mr.  Winfrey,  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  is  prepared  to  pro- 
pose when  the  Bill  reaches  the  Committee  stage,  and  we  now 
show  how  the  amendment  will  alter  the  company  clause  by 
incorporating  it  therewith  in  black  type  as  under,  but  the 
words  in  italics  and  within  brackets  are  to  be  omitted  : 
Application  of  Pharmacy  Acts  to  Companies. 
A  body  corporate  may  carry  on  the  business  of  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  [and  may  use 
the  description  of  chemist  and  druggist  or  of  chemist  or  of 
druggist]  if  in  every  premises  where  the  business  is  carried 
on  the  business  is  bona-fide  conducted  by  a  manager  or 
assistant  being  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or 
chemist  and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  be,  [and  if  the  name 
of  the  person  so  qualified  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the 
shop  or  other  place  in  which  he  so  conducts  the  business; 
subject  as  aforesaid,  sections  one  and  fifteen  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1S68,  shall  apply  to  a  body  corporate  in  like 
manner  as  they  apply  to  an  individual].     Subject  as  afore- 
said, anything  which  would  be  an  offence  under  Section  15 
or  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  if  committed  by  an 
individual  shall  be  an  offence  under  those  sections  if  committed 
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by  a  body  corporate  :  Provided  that  notwithstanding  anything 
in  this  section  a  body  corporate  may  for  seven  years  after  the 
date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  continue  to  use  any  description 
which  it  was  using  on  the  first  day  of  April  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  six. 

Sub  section  (2). —In  Scotland  anything  which  under  this  section 
would  be  an  offence  if  committed  by  a  body  corporate  shall  be 
an  offence  if  committed  by  a  firm  or  partnership 
The  clause  as  altered  is  not  verbally  the  same  as  any  that 
have  been  printed,  but  in  sense  it  embodies  the  agreement 
between  the  Earl  of  Crewe  and  the  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  before  Lord  Ebury  intervened.  During 
the  summer  vacation  chemists  may  have  the  opportunity  of 
seeing  their  members  of  Parliament  when  they  visit  their 
constituencies,  and  they  should  take  advantage  of  the 
occasion  to  demonstrate  the  reasonableness  of  the  proposal. 


"  Medicated  Drinks." 

The  recent  prosecution  of  a  Liverpool  herbalist  for  per- 
mitting lime-juice  and  sarsaparilla  to  be  drunk  on  his 
premises  after  10  r.M.  has  created  a  certain  amount  of 
trepidation  in  the  retail  trade,  and  has  led  to  inquiries  as  to 
the  requirements  of  the  law  in  this  respect,  especially  as  in 
a  similar  case  (Inland  Revenue  v.  Harold  and  others, 
C.  <L-  D.,  September  17,  1904,  p.  510)  the  prosecution  with- 
drew a  summons  when  the  Magistrate  expressed  the  opinion 
that  such  drinks  cannot  be  called  "  refreshment."  The  ques- 
tions therefore  arise,  If  a  customer  drinks  a  tonic,  or  a  dose 
of  salts  after  10  r.M.,  is  the  law  broken  ?  If  not,  what  is  the 
difference  between  a  dose  of  salts  and  a  glass  of  sarsaparilla  ? 
The  Inland  Revenue  authorities  prosecuted  in  the  above  case, 
and  obtained  a  conviction,  under  the  Refreshment-house  Act, 
1860.  This  fact  alone  is  a  clue  to  the  opinion  held  by  the 
Excise  authorities  and  the  reason  for  their  action.  Evi- 
dently they  regard  lime-juice  and  sarsaparilla  as  refreshment, 
and  the  word  "refreshment"  implies  something  that  is 
sustaining  and  also  agreeable.  In  the  prosecution  it  was 
urged  that  the  people  nocked  into  the  herbalist's  shop  when 
leaving  a  place  of  entertainment ;  and  as  people  do  not  usually 
flock  into  a  chemist's  shop  for  such  things  as  senna,  quinine, 
jalap,  and  salts  merely  because  they  have  been  at  a  music- 
hall,  the  inference  is  that  they  went  to  the  herbalist  for  a 
drink.    The  Refreshment-house  Act,  Section  6,  says  : 

All  houses,  rooms,  shops,  or  buildings  kept  open  for 
public  refreshment,  resort,  and  entertainment  ...  at  any 
time  between  the  hours  of  ten  at  night  and  five  of  the 
following  morning  shall  be  deemed  refreshment-houses 
within  this  Act. 
In  his  compilation  of  the  Excise  Laws,  Mr.  Highmore, 
Solicitor  to  the  Board  of  Customs  and  formerly  of  the  Inland 
Revenue,  says  : 

The  words  "public  refreshment,  resort,  and  entertain- 
ment" are  cumulative,  and  it  is  not  sufficient  that  the 
premises  are  kept  open  for  public  resort  merely.  Questions 
have  on  several  occasions  been  raised  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  word  "entertainment,"  and  the  result  of  the  cases 
which  have  been  decided  shows  that  it  does  not  mean  the 
providing  of  music  or  some  other  public  performance,  but 
that  it  is  rather  the  correlative  of  resort,  the  reception  and 
accommodation  of  the  public  who  resort  to  a  place,  and  that 
it  is  sufficient  entertainment  that  a  shop  remains  open,  and 
that  persons  entering  it  may  stay  as  long  as  they  are 
taking  refreshment — in  fact,  that  it  merely  means  the 
receiving  of  a  customer  and  the  providing  him  with  drink 
and  food  of  an  agreeable  nature,  as  a  person  cannot  be 
refreshed  without  being  entertained. 

On  the  face  of  it,  the  insertion  of  the  word  "entertain- 
ment "  in  the  Act  seems  incongruous,  but  there  can  hardly 
be  a  doubt  that  Mr.  Gladstone,  the  framer  of  this  Act, 
deliberately  inserted  this  word  with  a  view  to  exclude  from 
its  operation  any  persons  in  the  position  of  chemists  to  whom 
a  customer  applies  in  an  emergency  for  a  medicine,  solid  or 
liquid,  which  in  the  majority  of  cases  can  hardly  be  said  to 
be  entertaining.    Apparently  the  idea  of  relieving  suffering 


humanity  was  present  in  the  minds  of  the  defendant  when 
he  urged  as  his  defence  that  his  drinks  were  medicated. 
Court  decisions  are,  however,  tolerably  clear  upon  the  point. 
It  was  laid  down  in  Howes  v.  Inland  Revenue  that  a  shop 
where  ginger-beer  and  lemonade  are  sold  is  a  refreshment- 
house,  although  there  are  no  seats  in  it,  and  customers  have 
to  stand  at  the  counter  to  drink.  This  decision  was  followed 
in  the  case  of  a  chemist's  shop  where  "  ice-cream  soda"  was 
sold  after  10  r.M.  The  term  "medicated"  has  a  very  re- 
stricted meaning  with  the  Excise  authorities,  and  a  medi- 
cated drink  means  a  liquor  that  cannot  be  drunk  as  a 
beverage.  The  Magistrate  in  Inland  Revenue  v.  Harold 
took  a  much  more  liberal  view.  There  the  drinks  sold  were 
sarsaparilla  pick-me-up,  sarsaparilla-wine,  vanilla  tonic, 
lime-juice  and  saline,  herb-beer,  pineapple,  fruit  bitters,  and 
aerated  Iron  and  bitters.  The  Magistrate  was  satisfied  from 
the  evidence  for  the  defence  that  the  drinks  were  sold  in  a 
chemist's  shop,  and  contained  chemicals  of  some  sort,  and 
he  did  not  think  they  could  be  called  "  refreshment."  There 
was  no  actual  decision,  seeing  that  the  summons  was  with- 
drawn, and  the  case  is  not  one  to  rely  upon;  the  mere  fact 
that  a  man  deals  in  medicine  not  sufficing  to  bring  everything 
he  sells  into  that  category.  We  do  not  think  there  need  be 
the  slightest  hesitation  in  supplying  customers  with  draughts 
after  10  r.M.  so  long  as  they  are  medicines  for  the  relief  of 
an  ailment.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  distinguishing  between 
such  and  refreshing  drinks  for  thirsty  people. 


Milk  and  Butter. 

The  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Preservatives 
and  Colouring  Matters  in  Food,  which  was  issued  in  1901,  is 
at  last  bearing  fruit.  The  first  step  has  been  taken  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  issuing  a  circular  to  authorities 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  suggesting  that 
action  be  taken  where  preservatives  are  found  in  milk. 
From  evidence  collected  since  the  Preservatives  Committee's 
report  it  has  been  definitely  concluded  that  preservatives 
are  not  necessary  in  milk,  as  a  very  large  number  of  milk 
vendors  conduct  their  business  without  the  use  of  these  sub- 
stances, even  where  the  milk  comes  long  distances  by  rail. 
The  Local  Government  Board  suggest  that  public  analysts 
should  be  requested  to  note  the  number  of  milk  samples  con- 
taining preservatives,  and  report  the  cases  to  the  Council. 
The  authorities  are  advised  to  inform  milk-vendors,  by  cir- 
cular or  otherwise,  that  in  future  action  will  be  taken  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in  instances  where  preser- 
vatives are  reported  in  milk.  With  the  object  of  escaping 
liability  under  Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1875,  the  vendor,  by  means  of  notice,  label,  or  otherwise, 
may  declare  to  the  purchaser  that  he  does  not  sell  "milk" 
as  such,  or  that  its  quality  in  regard  to  preservatives  or  other 
constituents  is  not  guaranteed,  or  that  it  contains  some  added 
preservative.  The  Local  Government  Board  in  such  cases 
suggest  the  desirability  of  frequent  sampling  and  a  careful 
recording  of  the  declaration  for  transmission  to  the  analyst. 

The  other  matter  to  which  reference  has  to  be  made  is  the 
report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Butter  Trade.  This 
Committee  was  appointed  in  March  to  consider  whether 
further  legislation  is  required  in  order  to  control  the  trade  in 
butter  and  butter  substitutes.  The  report  is  an  interesting 
summary  of  the  law  as  it  refers  to  the  adulteration  of  butter, 
and  the  recommendations,  in  many  respects  drastic,  show  the 
difficulty  that  is  found  in  adequately  safeguarding  the 
purity  of  butter.  It  is  recommended  that  power  be  given  to 
inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and 
the  corresponding  body  in  Ireland,  to  enter  premises  where 
butter  is  being  blended  or  re-worked,  that  such  premises 
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shall  be  registered,  and  that  no  foreign  fat  be  allowed  in 
such  registered  premises.  In  regard  to  margarine,  it  is  re- 
commended that  only  the  word  "  Margarine"  be  printed  in 
half-inch  black  solid  capital  letters  on  the  wrapper  next  the 
margarine.  The  limit  of  moisture  in  margarine  or  butter  is 
put  at  16  per  cent.  An  important  recommendation  is  that  a 
warranty  cr  invoice  given  by  a  person  resident  outside  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  not  be  available  as  a  defence  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  The  "  Times,"  in  dealing 
with  the  matter  of  adulteration,  regards  the  legislation  of 
this  country  as  wrongly  founded,  because  distributors  of  an 
article  are  not  responsible  for  its  production.  The  following 
is  from  the  "  Times  "  article  : 

Even  where  there  is  scope  for  individual  skill  and  care, 
as  for  example  in  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist, 
reliance  upon  wholesale  manufacturers  is  almost  com- 
plete. It  is  absurd  to  prosecute  a  druggist  because  his 
laudanum  or  his  seidlitz  powders  are  not  up  to  standard, 
since  he  makes  neither,  and  probably  sells  both  as  he 
bought  them.  It  is  equally  absurd  to  prosecute  a  grocer 
because  his  golden  syrup  is  made  of  glucose,  or  because  a 
jar  of  something  or  other  contains  fourteen  ounces  in- 
stead of  a  pound.  He  sells  in  both  cases  what  the  manu- 
facturer sold  to  him,  and  if  our  adulteration  laws  were 
practical  they  would  make  the  manufacturer  responsible. 

The  statement  made  in  regard  to  the  drug-trade  is  one  to 
which  exception  must  be  taken.  The  mistake  has  been  made 
of  bracketing  the  business  of  a  chemist  with  that  of  a  grocer. 
The  greater  number  of  chemists  make  their  own  laudanum 
and  seidlitz  powders,  and  are  ready  to  guarantee  the  pro- 
ducts they  sell.  Chemists  do  not  complain  of  fair  and 
open  oversight  of  the  drugs  they  sell,  but  they  object  to  the 
action  of  analysts  who  set  up  arbitrary  standards  founded  on 
insufficient  knowledge. 

How  to  Get  to  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Chas.  Thompson,  Local  Secretary  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  informs  us  that  he  has  not  been 
able  to  obtain  any  reduction  in  railway  fares  for  chemists 
attending  Birmingham  for  the  Conference.  The  names  of 
the  members  who  are  attending  the  Conference  have  been 
given  to  the  various  railway  companies,  and  efforts  will  be 
made  to  reserve  seats  and  supply  a  saloon-carriage  if  parties 
can  be  induced  to  travel  together.  In  the  matter  of  local 
fares  Mr.  Thompson  has  been  more  successful,  as  during 
the  meeting  of  the  Conference  return  tickets  at  a  single  fare 
and  a  quarter  for  the  double  journey  (minimum  charge  Is.) 
will  be  issued  to  members,  on  the  production  of  Conference 
tickets,  from  Birmingham  to  any  station  not  more  than  fifty 
miles  distant  available  to  return  on  the  same  or  following 
day.  It  should  be  also  noted  that  tourist  tickets  taken  to 
a  station  beyond  Birmingham  are  often  cheaper  than  the 
ordinary  fare. 

Arrangements  for  next  week's  Conference  are  now  com- 
plete. Applications  for  tickets  have  come  in  very  freely, 
and  everything  points  to  a  series  of  successful  gatherings. 
An  extension  of  hours  has  been  obtained  for  the  Grand 
Hotel,  the  Conference  headquarters,  till  twelve  o'clock  on 
the  nights  of  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  and  on 
Tuesday  (when  the  "smoker"  takes  place)  till  2  a.m. 

"  Official  Chemical  Appointments." 

This  is  the  title  of  a  book  which  has  been  issued  by  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  30  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.  (Zs.  3d.  post  free).  The  object  has  been  to  provide 
a  list  of  official  appointments  held  by  professional  chemists 
and  professors  and  teachers  of  chemistry,  and  it  is  intended 
to  publish  the  book  periodically.  A  list  is  given  of  appoint- 
ments under  the  various  Departments  of  State,  the  profes- 
sional and  teaching  appointments  in  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, the  appointments  in  Britain  beyond  the  seas,  and 


public  analysts.  The  book  is  not  a  dry  list  of  names,  but 
contains  concise  particulars  of  the  scope  of  the  Departments 
referred  to  or  of  the  Acts  of  Parliament  under  which  the 
public  appointments  are  made.  It  will  be  a  useful  refer- 
ence-work to  all  interested  in  the  applications  of  chemistry. 

Trouble. 

The  employes  of  the  Lincoln  branches  of  Boots,  Cash 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  had  their  annual  outing  at  Fulbeck  Parsonage 
on  July  11.  A  thunderstorm  somewhat  marred  the  proceed- 
ings.— Lincoln  Correspondent. 

Last  week  the  Sheffield  police  found  an  old  man  in  a  state 
of  lunacy  in  a  hut  on  a  garden  allotment  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  Park.  He  held  95  1?.  fully-paid  preference  shares  pay- 
ing 6  per  cent,  and  3  11.  fully-paid  ordinary  shares  in  Boots, 
Eastern,  Ltd.  He  has  been  sent  to  the  asylum. — Sheffield

The  soulless  reportorial  style 
That  tells  its  tale  in  bluntest  speech, 
Instead  of  sigh  brings  oft  a  smile, 
And  this  from  Sheffield  seems  to  teach, 
That  fearful  fate  the  future  bears 
For  such  as  Jesse's  burden  shares. 

Royal  Botanic  Society. 

It  will  have  been  gathered  from  the  notes  we  have  given 
from  time  to  time  that  a  reform  party  has  been  endeavouring 
to  stir  up  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Society  with  a 
view  to  increasing  the  attractions  of  the  Regent's  Park 
Gardens  and  the  revenue  of  the  Society.  A  committee  of 
Fellows  of  the  Society  was  appointed  on  January  24,  and 
issued  a  majority  report  on  March  13  consisting  of  general 
conclusions  to  be  used  as  a  basis  of  discussion.  The  sug- 
gestions are  in  many  cases  of  a  drastic  character,  but  should 
not  necessarily  be  condemned  offhand,  and  every  proposal 
has  been  seriously  discussed  by  the  Council  of  the  Royal 
Botanic  Society.  The  reply  of  the  Council  has  been 
issued  this  week.  Like  documents  called  forth  on 
similar  occasions,  the  wording  is  carefully  considered,  if 
somewhat  sarcastic  in  tone,  but  the  outcome  of  the  whole 
matter  appears  to  be  that  the  Society  has  not  sufficient  income 
to  initiate  reforms,  and  does  not  know  where  to  turn  to 
increase  the  revenue  account.  The  section  dealing  with 
educative  reforms  mentions  that  among  the  lecturers  at  the 
Gardens  of  late  years  have  been  Professor  J.  Reynolds 
Green  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  the  latter  being  designated 
"Dr."  A  reference  is  also  made  to  the  scheme  of  the  late 
Mr.  W.  Martindale  for  founding  a  Botanic  Institute  in  the 
Gardens.  The  scheme  was  reported  by  a  committee  of  pro- 
fessors to  be  "inexpedient  and  undesirable,"  and  in  con- 
sequence was  laid  aside.  The  annual  income  of  the  Royal 
Botanic  Society  amounts  to  5,10tW.,  the  average  deficiency 
of  income  being  for  the  last  five  years  7001.  a  year.  It  seems 
a  pity  that  with  such  an  advantageous  lease  of  the  grounds 
from  the  Crown  the  Gardens  cannot  be  made  to  pay,  but 
perhaps  on  the  expiration  of  the  lease  the  London  County 
Council  could  be  induced  to  take  over  the  Gardens  and  use 
them  to  the  educational  and  recreative  advantage  of  the 
public.

Mr.  S.  E.  Coke,  who  recently  left  Messrs.  J.  Sanger  & 
Sons,  2  Winsley  Street,  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  to  travel 
for  Messrs.  Lorinier  &  Co.,  has  been  re-engaged  by  Messrs. 
Sanger. 

Ma.  N.  H.  Martin,  J.P.,  F.R.S.E.,  of  Newcastl»-upon- 
Tyne,  has  been  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy.  This 
is  indicative  of  the  entente  existing  between  American  and 
British  pharmacy. 

Alderman  T.  Scott  Foster,  whose  name  appears  on  the 
register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  but  who  is  now  a  L.D.S. 
and  in  practice  as  a  dentist,  was  presented  with  the  freedom 
of  the  borough  of  Portsmouth  on  July  17.  Alderman  Foster 
has  been  twice  Mayor  of  Portsmouth. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Spraggett,  chemist,  who,  after  a  stay  of  many 
years  in  Hastings,  is  leaving  for  London,  has  been  presented 
by  his  pharmaceutical  and  other  friends  in  the  town  with  a 
silver-mounted  umbrella,  and  an  illuminated  address  con- 
taining the  names  of  many  well-wishers. 

We  have  this  week  had  a  call  from  Mr.  P.  W.  Merfield, 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  Kew,  Melbourne,  Vic.  Mr.  Mer- 
field is  visiting  England  chiefly  on  a  pleasure-trip,  but  is 
keeping  his  eyes  open  to  the  business  side  of  pharmacy  as 
conducted  in  this  country.

Zbc  MecR's  poisonings. 


ONLY  two  of  the  fifteen  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
been  reported  during  the  week  were  misadventures.  In 
the  one  case  oxalic  acid  was  taken  in  mistake  for  Epsom 
salts  by  a  farm  labourer  at  West  Dean  named  Hatchett ;  and 
in  the  other  the  victim  was  Dr.  John  David  Dodds,  of  Cram- 
lington,  Northumberland,  who  inadvertently  poisoned  him- 
self, the  jury  found,  by  taking  an  overdose  of  belladonna. 
Dr.  Dodds  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  a  mixture  of 
chloral,  morphine,  and  belladonna.  The  poisons  used  by 
the  suicides  were  oxalic  acid  (2),  carbolic  acid  (3),  laudanum 
(2),  prussic  acid  (2),  strychnine,  hydrochloric  acid,  an 
unidentified  powder,  and  a  poisonous  liniment. — The  oxalic- 
acid  suicides  were  a  bluejacket,  named  Roach,  at  Chatham 
(who  drank  a,  tumbler  of  water  in  which  he  had  mixed  six 
packets),  and  a  Battersea  barman,  named  Moore,  out  of 
employment. — Carbolic  acid  was  taken  by  Mary  Ann  Symons, 
of  Exminster,  by  Mercy  Ellen  Musgrave,  of  Barnsley,  and 
by  Jane  Argent,  of  Clerkenwell. — Henry  Briscoe  Kenny  (39) , 
a  veterinary  surgeon,  poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid  at 
Newnham,  and  prussic-acid  poisoning  was  also  the  cause  of 
the  death  of  Henry  Whiffin  (45).  of  Bedford.  Whiffin,  who 
was  a  qualified  chemist,  was  at  one  time  in  business  for 
himself,  but  he  had  given  way  to  drink,  and  had  done  no 
regular  work  for  years. — Sciatica  and  failing  sight  deter- 
mined Carston  Cordjohn  (62),  a  gold-beater  at  Dalston,  to 
commit  suicide  with  laudanum.  The  same  narcotic  was 
taken  by  Albert  Dennis  (20),  of  New  Basford,  because  he 
imagined  he  was  a  burden  on  his  parents. — Charles  White,  a 
Stratford  warehouseman,  poisoned  himself  with  strychnine. 
William  Morgan  (56),  a  labourer  out  of  work  and  in  bad 
health,  killed  himself  by  drinking  a  poisonous  liniment. 
At  an  Inquest  at  New  Southgate,  Norfolk,  when  a  case  of 
suicide  by  poisoning  with  spirit  of  salt  was  inquired  into, 
Mr.  Fitzgerald,  chemist,  said  he  sold  the  acid  to  the  de- 
ceased woman,  Rosetta  Noding.  on  her  representation  that 
she  wanted  it  for  cleaning-purposes.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  added 
that  he  only  sold  poison  to  respectable  persons.  The 
Coroner  (Mr.  R.  Kemp)  commented  that  he  did  not  see  what 
difference  it  made  whether  the  persons  were  respectable  or 
not,  because  he  found  that  in  cases  of  suicide  persons  of 
respectability  took  poison. — At  Wolverhampton  on  July  16, 
the  Borough  Coroner  (Mr.  R.  A.  Willcock)  held  an  inquest 
on  the  body  of  a  married  woman  named  Elizabeth  Jane 
Richardson.  The  evidence  showed  that  she  had  obtained  a 
powder  from  a  drug-stores,  but  it  was  not  stated  what  sort 
of  a  powder  it  was.  After  she  had  swallowed  the  powder  a 
white  sediment  was  noticed  at  the  bottom  of  the  tea-cup. 
She  subsequently  became  ill,  and  when  asked  why  she  had 
taken  the  powder  she  said  she  wanted  to  die.  Dr.  Byrne 
Quinn  made  a  post-mortem,  and  as  a  result  he  could  only 
conclude  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning.  The  Coroner  said 
that  exactly  what  had  been  taken  was  a  mystery,  and  it 
would  be  necessary  to  adjourn  the  inquiry  in  order  to  find 
out  what  had  been  taken  and  where  it  had  been  purchased. 


EXETER  ASSOCIATION  OF  CHEMISTS 

AND  DRUGGISTS. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  July  17  at 
the  residence  of  the  President  (Mr.  Weston  Aplin),  who 
presided,  there  being  also  present  Messrs.  J.  Hinton  Lake. 
T.  C.  Milton.  F.  Vinden,  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  F.  Sloman,  and 
J.  Harris. — The  President  cordially  thanked  the  members 
for  the  compliment  they  had  paid  him  in  electing  him  Presi- 
dent.— Mr.  Cecil  R.  M.  Clapp  was  unanimously  re-elected 
hon.  solicitor  to  the  Association. — The  President,  Mr.  J. 
Hinton  Lake,  and  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  were  asked  to  represent 
the  Association  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Associations  at  Birmingham. 

It  was  formally  reported  that  petitions  against  the  Poisons 
Bill  had  been  presented  to  Parliament  from  the  chemists  and 
medical  men  of  the  city,  as  well  as  from  public  officials,  and 
the  services  of  Mr.  D.  Reid  (the  local  Secretary  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  in  promoting  the  petitions  were  cordially 
acknowledged.  The  meeting  discussed  the  advisability  of  a 
deputation  from  the  West  of  England  waiting  upon  Sir 
Edward  Strachey,  M.P.,  in  London,  and  the  President  in- 
timated his  willingness  to  arrange  a  deputation  representa- 
tive of  the  West  of  England  Associations  when  Parliament 
assembles  for  the  autumn  Session. 
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leoal  IReports. 


Trade  Law. 

Price-protection.— The  Sales  Co.,  Ltd.,  proprietors  of  Fels- 
Naptha  soap,  took  action  last  year  against  Messrs.  David 
Jones  &  Co.,  wholesale  grocers,  Liverpool,  for  alleged  breach 
of  the  following  agreement: 

"  In  consideration  of  your  selling  our  Fels-Naptha  soap 
at  the  wholesale  price  of  20s.  Wd.  per  case,  less  20  per  cent., 
5  per  cent.,  and  2|  per  cent,  for  cash,  we  hereby  agree  not 
to  cut  the  sale  price  to  anybody  supplied  by  or  through  us, 
whether  wholesale  or  retail,  below  the  agreed  price.  We 
also  agree  not  to  supply  the  soap  directly  or  indirectly  to 
any  grocer,  oilman,  dealers  or  co-operative  stores,  whether 
wholesale  or  retail,  who  shall  themselves  sell  the  same,  or 
shall  supply  retailers  who  shall  retail  the  same  at  less  than 
2^r7.  per  bar  net,"  or  to  anyone  whose  name  appeared  in  the 
"  black  list." 

Defendants  had  supplied  other  wholesale  houses  at  16s.  8tZ.  per 
case  (the  price  thej;  paid),  who  sold  it  again  at  the  same  price, 
and  thereby  committed  a  breach,  as  the  sale  was  at  less  than 
2£rZ.  per  bar.  Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrence,  who  tried  the 
case  in  August  last,  held  that  there  had  been  no  breach,  as 
the  agreement  did  not  contemplate  that  one  wholesaler  should 
not  pass  on  to  another  wholesaler  at  the  same  price,  and  from 
this  decision  plaintiffs  appealed.  The  appeal  was  heard  by 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Sir  Gorell  Barnes,  and  Lord  Justice 
Farwell  on  July  14,  and  was  dismissed  with  costs. 


Court  of  Appeal. 

Rhodamine  6  G. 
Lords  Justices  Vattghan  Williams,  Romer,  and  Cozens- 
Hardy  on  July  17  heard  the  appeal  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the 
action  of  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda-fabrik  v.  Isler  from  an 
order  of  Mr.  Justice  Buckley  (see  C.  cf-  D.,  March  3,  p.  333). 

Mr.  Colefax,  in  opening  the  plaintiffs'  case,  said  the 
plaintiffs  were  the  great  dye-makers  of  Germany, 
and  the  defendant,  Otto  Isler,  was  a  dealer  carrying  on 
business  at  Manchester.  The  plaintiffs  owned  a  patent  for 
a  particular  dye  known  as  6  G,  which  had  been  upheld  and 
certified  as  valid  in  this  country.  There  was  an  indepen- 
dent company  at  Basle,  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry, 
which  were  able  to  make  as  much  6  G  as  they  liked,  but  they 
could  not  import  it  into  this  country.  There  had  been  a 
good  deal  of  litigation  between  the  Basle  Society  and  the 
plaintiffs,  but  on  July  7,  1888,  they  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment, the  effect  of  which  was  that  the  society  should  be 
allowed  to  send  it  to  this  country,  selling  it,  not  to  dealers, 
but  only  to  consumers  direct,  and  only  through  their  par- 
ticular agents.  The  arrangement  worked  for  some  time,  but 
presently  the  plaintiffs  discovered  that  the  society  were  send- 
ing over  large  quantities  to  a  Bradford  firm,  who  re-sold  to 
the  defendant.  The  first  question  in  the  action  was  whether 
the  Bradford  firm  was  entitled  to  supply  Isler.  The  Basle 
Society  assert  that  this  particular  dye  is  not  included  in  the 
agreement.  The  evidence  on  the  point  is  ambiguous,  and 
the  Court  would  be  asked  to  allow  Dr.  Ehrhardt  to  be 
recalled  and  examined  on  the  point. 

Mr.  Astbury,  K.C.  (for  the  defendant)  :  Dr.  Ehrhardt 
was  examined  and  cross-examined,  and  he  swore  he  knew 
nothing  about  it,  and  there  was  no  arrangement  made,  and 
Mr.  Justice  Buckley  found  on  the  evidence  as  a  fact  that 
no  such  arrangement  was  made. 

Mr.  Gray  said  the  defendant's  own  pleadings  practically 
set  up  that  6  G  is  included  in  the  agreement.  Continuing, 
counsel  said  plaintiffs  and  defendant  had  been  selling  these 
dyes  in  tins  which  were  labelled,  and  Mr.  Justice  Buckley 
had  held  that  the  plaintiffs  were  estopped  for  setting  up 
the  exact  terms  of  the  licence,  because  labels  which  they 
had  allowed  the  society  to  use  had  misled  Isler,  and  they 
were  therefore  estopped  for  setting  up  infringement. 

Mr.  Astbury  pointed  out  that  the  labels  were  supplied  by 
the  plaintiffs  themselves. 

Mr.  Astbury,  K.C,  on  behalf  of  the  respondent,  said  he 
never  knew  the  Badische  people  in  these  transactions  at  all, 
and  thought  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  were  joint 
patentees  having  a  perfect  right  to  sell  the  rhodamine  6  G. 
Isler  had  a  working  arrangement  with  the  Basle  Society  to 
act  in  Manchester  as  purchasers  and  handers  on  to  other 
people — dealers — of  a  large  number  of  these  dyes,  believing 


the  Society  were  perfectly  entitled  to  sell  them  on  any  terms 
they  liked,  and  so  they  were.  In  1896  they  intimated  that 
they  were  no  longer  prepared  to  supply  the  respondent  direct, 
but  undertook  to  supply  his  larger  customers  and  to  pay 
him  commission  on  the  sales.  There  was  no  reason  why  such 
an  arrangement  should  not  be  made,  and  there  was  nothing 
suspicious  about  it.  There  was  a  reduction  in  price  to 
purchasers  of  a  ton  or  more,  and  Messrs.  Kerr  &  Hoegger, 
of  Bradford,  at  the  respondent's  request,  who  bought  largely 
for  their  own  use,  bought  more  than  they  wanted  and  re- 
sold to  Isler.  This  was  done  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Society,  and  at  their  suggestion.  Counsel  further  contended 
that  the  restriction  in  the  licence  did  not  include  rhodamine 
6  G,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  were  in  any  case  stopped  from 
setting  up  restriction,  by  reason  of  their  conduct,  as  against 
the  defendant. 

Their  Lordships  held  that  it  was  beyond  serious  argument 
that  the  licence  did  not  extend  to  this  particular  dye,  and 
that  there  was,  therefore,  no  infringement.  The  appeal  was 
accordingly  dismissed. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Passing  off  Bovril. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
Friday,  July  13,  in  the  case  of  Bovril,  Ltd.,  v.  Pennell,  Mr. 
Younger,  K.C,  said  he  had  a  motion  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant,  a  licensed  victualler  in  London, 
from  passing  off  as  Bovril  preparations  which  were  not  the 
preparations  of  that  company,  thereby  seriously  injuring 
their  trade-mark  and  well-known  reputation.  In  the  course 
of  the  argument  that  followed  it  transpired  that  oxo  had 
been  served  when  bovril  was  asked  for.  and  although  Mr. 
Justice  Joyce  remarked  that  he  did  not  see  how  the  erring 
barmaid  could  pass  off  other  things  for  bovril,  he  granted  a 
perpetual  injunction. 

Eendell's  Pessaries. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  Friday, 
July  13,  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  heard  a  motion  in  the 
case  of  W.  J.  Eendell  v.  H.  Ward  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  others, 
for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  using  the 
name  Rendell  in  connection  with  certain  medical  compounds. 
Mr.  Eve,  K.C,  stated  that  the  defendants  had  been  selling 
similar  goods  to  the  plaintiff's,  got  up  in  precisely  the  same 
manner.  Some  of  the  defendants  had  assented  to  an  injunc- 
tion, and  he  now  asked  for  an  order  against  those  whose 
consent  had  not  been  obtained. — His  Lordship  granted  the 
injunction  as  asked. 

The  Tablones  Case. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  July  17, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady,  counsel  renewed  his 
application  to  fix  an  early  date  for  the.  hearing  of  this  case. 

His  Lordship  said  he  had  so  many  adjourned  summonses 
to  dispose  of  that  he  could  not  give  a  day  these  sittings  for 
the  case.  The  case,  however,  would  keep  its  place  in  the 
list,  and  would  be  heard  early  next  sittings. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  Pershore  (Worcestershire)  Petty  Sessions  on  July  17 
William  Dowty,  chemist  and  druggist,  Pershore,  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  camphorated  oil  which  on  analysis  was 
found  to  contain  camphor  14.7  parts,  and  olive  oil  85.3  parts, 
being  thus  deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  at  least 
30  per  cent.  Mr.  A.  E.  Baker  pleaded  guilty  on  behalf  of 
defendant,  and  urged  that  his  client  had  no  intention  of 
defrauding  the  public.  It  was  quite  an  accident.  The  oil 
was  made  in  December  last.  Defendant  made  a  half -gallon 
jar  with  the  very  best  ingredients,  and  the  jar  was  securely 
corked,  and  he  took  all  the  necessary  precautions.  He  could 
not  make  the  oil  any  stronger,  and  there  was  as  much 
camphor  as  the  olive  oil  could  take.  He  kept  the  jar  in  a 
back  room.  Camphorated  oil  was  very  volatile,  and  would 
evaporate  very  quickly,  and  in  pouring  the  oil  out  on  severaJ 
occasions  the  oil  must  have  evaporated.  In  future  he  in- 
tended to  make  the  oil  up  in  small  quantities.  Mr.  A.  W. 
Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  Pershore,  said  camphor  would 
easily  evaporate,  and  also  crystallise  on  the  sides  of  a  bottle 
when  put  in  a  warm  place.    The  more  it  was  opened  the 
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more  evaporation  there  would  be.  It  was  safe  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes,  but  not  safe  for  analysis  if  kept  long.  There 
was  a  large  demand  for  camphorated  oil,  especially  in  the 
winter.  He  admitted  in  cross-examination  that  30  per  cent, 
was  a  large  variation,  but  the  police  could  not  have  gone  into 
a  chemist's  shop  and  asked  for  anything  so  likely  to  vary  as 
camphorated  oil.  The  Chairman  (General  Davies)  said  the 
Bench  were  quite  willing  to  believe  that  there  had  been  no 
intention  on  defendant's  part  to  defraud  the  public.  Still  it 
was  very  great  carelessness,  and  carelessness  in  a  chemist 
was  more  reprehensible  than  in  anyone  else.  Defendant  was 
fined  15?.,  and  10s.  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

The  Insecticide. 
At  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  July  17.  before  Judge 
Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Adams,  Webster  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  the 
Manor  Chemical-works,  Hackney,  N.E.,  disinfectant- 
manufacturers,  sued  Air.  J.  M.  Ellis,  of  Orchardleigh,  En- 
field Highway,  a  nurseryman,  for  41.  for  goods  supplied. 
The  claim  was  for  the  price  of  two  tons  of  a  special  chemical 
fly-exterminator,  sold  to  the  defendant  at  an  agreed  price 
of  21.  per  ton. 

The  defence  was  breach  of  warranty,  it  being  alleged 
that  the  article  supplied  was  useless  for  exterminating  flies, 
with  the  result  that  the  whole  of  the  crop  was  eaten  up  by 
flies,  entailing  a  loss  to  the  defendant  of  251.  Mr.  Sieberg, 
the  traveller  for  the  plaintiffs,  who  sold  the  goods  to  the 
defendant,  in  cross-examination  said  the  fly-exterminator 
was  composed  of  a  mixture  of  soot,  gas-lime,  and  cinder- 
ashes.  Judge  Smyly  said  before  giving  judgment  he  would 
hear  the  evidence  of  the  defendant  in  a  second  case.  In 
this  instance  Mr.  A.  H.  Maxwell,  of  College  Farm,  Enfield 
Wash,  was  sued  for  41.  under  similar  circumstances.  This 
defendant  said  he  had  lost  an  entire  crop  through  using 
the  stuff,  entailing  a  loss  to  him  of  125'.  The  price  of  21. 
a  ton  was  nothing  for  farmers  to  pay  for  a  good  insect-ex- 
terminator ;  in  fact,  it  would  be  cheap  to  them  at  201.  a  ton 
if  anyone  could  produce  an  article  that  would  do  as  it  was 
suggested  it  would.  He  was  going  to  use  lime  in  future. 
Judgment  was  given  for  the  defendants  in  each  case. 

Byron  Silver  Gloss. 
A  Case  brought  by  Mr.  Alfred  Atkinson,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Harrogate,  against  W.  W.  Jhonson,  of  the  Byifon 
Manufacturing  Co.,  108  Strand,  London,  W.C.,  to  recover 
the  sum  of  101.  as  money  in  consideration  for  which 
they  had  failed  to  supply  goods,  was  down  for  hearing  at 
the  Westminster  County  Court  on  July  18.  The  defendant 
did  not  appear,  but  was  represented  by  a  solicitor,  who 
stated  to  the  Registrar  that  the  defendant  was  ill  in  Liver- 
pool ;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  had  not  sufficient 
evidence  to  establish  satisfactorily  his  illness,  he  would 
consent  to  judgment.  Counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Murphy 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby),  endeavoured 
to  obtain  leave  from  the  Registrar  to  apply  to  the  Judge, 
so  as  to  get  an  opportunity  for  publicly  stating  the  facts 
of  the  case ;  but  the  Registrar  s2id  it  was  not  within  his 
power  to  grant  such  leave,  the  defendant  having  consented 
to  judgment.  He  would  certify  for  counsel's  costs,  and 
allow  witnesses'  expenses. 

Light  for  Dental  Operations. 
Before  Commissioner  Pickford,  K.C.,  and  a  special  jury, 
in  the  Civil  Court  at  Durham  Assizes,  on  July  17,  Messrs. 
Sylvester  Richardson  &  Co.,  chemists  and  dentists,  73  Albert 
Road,  Middlesborough,  brought  an  action  against  Messrs. 
J.  H.  Graham,  Ltd.,  owners  of  the  Corporation  Hotel,  in 
the  same  town,  foi  750?.  as  damages  for  obstruction  of  light 
to  their  premises.  Counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  said  that  the 
hotel  company  had  raised  a  wall  at  the  rear  of  Messrs. 
Richardson's  premises  from  20  feet  to  59  feet,  considerably 
cutting  off  their  light,  in  consequence  of  which  the  dental 
assistant  had  left,  as  the  light  was  not  sufficient  for  dental 
purposes.  The  dental  takings  had  fallen  from  158/.  in  the 
last  half  of  1905  to  941.  in  the  first  six  months  of  1906.  Mr. 
Sylvester  Richardson  himself  owned  practically  the  whole  of 
the  interest  in  the  hotel  company. 

Mr.  Richardson  said  that  the  claim  included  damages 
arising  from  the  fact  that  the  assistant  who  left  had  set  up 


business  on  his  own  account  only  two  and  a  half  miles  away. 
He  would  have  to  get  two  assistants  instead  of  one,  as  there 
was  a  difficulty  in  getting  men  who  understood  both  dentistry 
and  drugs. 

Architects'  and  valuers'  evidence  having  been  given  on 
both  sides,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  for 
150Z.

Mr.  Harrv 
Brew  was  the  sole  director  appointed,  and  he  was  to  hold 
office  for  life  subject  to  his  right  to  resign.  The  managing 
director  was  to  be  entitled  to  200/.  a  year,  and  any  other 
directors  10s.  bd.  a  meeting.  Mr.  Ward  said  his  fees  were  in 
arrear,  but  he  could  not  say  how  much.  There  were  no 
auditors.  The  total  amount  of  the  capital  issued  for  cash 
was  11.  and  the  balance  of  993  shares  as  fully  paid.  The  shares 
were  nearly  all  transferred  to  Mr.  Ward  in  June  1901,  and  he 
has  since  disposed  of  some  of  them.  The  property  acquired 
was  the  stock,  goodwill,  and  the  names  of  certain  proprie- 
tary articles.  Mr.  Ward  did  not  know  the  amount  of  the 
purchase  price  and  he  did  not  believe  any  valuation  had 
been  made  The  result  of  the  previous  trading  had  not  been 
ascertained  and  no  independent  investigation  had  been  made 
on  behalf  of  the  company  In  1904  the  company  purchased 
the  business  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Skoulding,  742  Holloway  Road  N 
later  a  business  at  183  High  Street,  Ealing,  and  later  still  one 
at  Harlesden.  Mr.  Skoulding  was  to  have  received  500/ 
for  his  business,  but  nothing  had  been  paid.    Mortgage  deben- 


A  debenture-holders'  action  has  been  started  on  account  of 
arrears  of  interest  Mr.  Ward  himself  is  the  plaintiff,  and 
Mr.  Budd  of  High  Street,  Cheshunt,  had  been  appointed 
receiver  and  taken  possession.  Certain  books  had  been  kept 
but  stock  had  never  been  taken,  nor  the  books  re^ularlv 
balanced,  nor  was  any  balance-sheet  ever  made  out.  Mr  Ward 
estimated  the  assets  at  stock-in-trade  cost  250/.,  produce  80/  ■ 
fixtures,  etc.,  cost  450/..  produce  50/.  ;  together  130/  •  but  this 
was  all  covered  by  the  debentures.    The  average  wceklv 
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receipts  of  the  business  were  about  8/.  and  the  expenses  107., 
and  Mr.  Ward  admitted  the  company  had  not  been  able  to 
pay  its  debts  from  the  commencement.  He  attributed  the 
position  to  "loss  of  capital."  The  unsecured  liabilities  he 
estimated  at  1,7007.

Ltd.— The  directors  have  declared  an 
interim  dividend  on  the  ordinary  shares  for  the  six  months 
ended  June  30  last  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Treacher  &  Co.,  Ltd. — The  annual  meeting  of  shareholders 
was  held  on  July  25,  at  Bombay,  Mr.  W.  F.  Hamilton  presid- 
ing. The  directors'  report  (C.  d&  D.,  July  14,  p.  54)  was 
adopted,  a  dividend  of  Rs.  35  per  share  was  declared,  and  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Stringfellow  as  a  director  of  the 
company  was  confirmed. 

Apollinaris  &  Johannis,  Ltd. — The  annual  meeting  was 
held  on  July  12  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  the  Earl 
of  Bessborough  (chairman  of  the  company)  presiding.  In 
moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  accounts  (C.  &  D., 
July  7,  p.  23),  the  Chairman  mentioned  that  the  sales  of 
Apollinaris  water  during  the  past  year  had  amounted  to  thirty 
millions  of  bottles.  The  sale  of  Apenta  had  also  increased  by 
over  17  per  cent,  during  the  year. — The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Julius  C.  Prince  (vice-chairman  and  managing 
director),  and  was  unanimously  adopted. — The  retiring 
director,  Mr.  W.  E.  Lawson  Johnston,  was  re-elected,  and  the 
auditors  were  reappointed. — Votes  of  thanks  to  the  staff  and 
to  the  Chairman  closed  the  proceedings. 

Kemp  &  Co.,  Ltd. — The  twenty-fourth  balance-sheet  of 
Kemp  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  of  Bombay, 
states  that  at  a  time  when  so  much  is  being  said  about  the 
Swadeshi  movement,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  main 
principle  of  the  company  is  to  manufacture  everything  they 
possibly  can  locally.  Their  proprietary  medicines  number 
400,  and  their  latest  venture  is  to  manufacture  some  of  their 
best-known  productions  in  a  form  that  will  appeal  to  the 
poorer  classes.  Their  new  laboratory  is  replete  with  every- 
thing necessary  for  the  production  of  high-class  goods.  The 
manufacturing  department  is  situated  at  one  end  of  this  large 
room,  and  no  chance  of  such  scandals  as  those  emanating 
from  America  with  regard  to  concentrated  foods,  etc.,  can 
possibly  arise.  Their  manufacture  of  chicken  and  other 
extracts  is  always  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  health 
officers,  medical  men,  and  any  person  interested.  The  finan- 
cial position  has  been  well  maintained,  and  a  good  dividend 
will,  as  hitherto,  be  paid. 


Dispenser's  Sudden  Death. — It  was  stated  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Holborn  Board  of  Guardians  on  July  18.  that  that  after- 
noon Mr.  R.  T.  Knowles,  who  had  been  a  dispenser  in  the 
employ  of  the  Union  since  1883,  had  died  suddenly  at  his 
residence. 
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THE  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  at  Manchester  finished  last  week 
with  an  account  of  the  reception  by  the  Lord  Mayor  at  the 
Town  Hall.  Thursday  was  occupied  by  a  whole-day  excur- 
sion to  the  soapworks  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Crosfield  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Warrington.  A  special  train  left  Manchester  Central 
Station  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  up  to  the  time  of  the  return  train 
at  five  o'clock  the  party,  numbering  about  300,  were  kept 
busy  in  inspecting  the  works  and  welfare  organisations. 
At  the  luncheon  in  the  workmen's  dining-hall  Dr.  E.  Divers 
(President)  briefly  thanked  Messrs.  Crosfield  for  the 
princely  way  the  Society  had  been  entertained,  and  Dr. 
K.  E.  Markel,  deprecating  speeches,  as  briefly  replied.  The 
works  orchestra  went  through  a  music  programme  during 
dinner,  and  photographs  of  the  scene  were  taken. 

Other  parties  were  taken  to  the  works  of  the  East  Lanca- 
shire Paper-mill  Co.,  Ltd.,  Radcliffe,  the  Manchester  Ship- 
canal  Docks,  the  Manchester  Corporation  Sewage-works,  the 
works  of  Messrs.  Sir  W.  G.  Armstrong,  Whitworth  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Openshaw,  and  the  Corporation  Electricity  Station. 

The  Annual  Dinner 
took  place  in  the  evening  at  the  Grand  Hotel.  This  was 
preceded,  at  seven  o'clock,  by  a  reception  by  the  President. 
At  7.45  dinner  was  served,  the  complete  function  lasting  till 
nearly  midnight.  The  President  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
King."  which,  having  been  appropriately  honoured,  was 
followed  by  that  of  "The  City  of  Manchester  and  the 
Borough  of  Salford."  Dr.  D.  B.  Hewitt,  in  proposing  this 
toast,  said  that  the  efficiency  of  the  municipal  authorities 
was  high  in  many  directions,  but  in  the  matter  of  sewage- 
purification  much  remains  to  be  done  by  both  authorities. 
Sir  James  Hoy,  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Manchester  City  Council,  pointed  to  the  greatly  ex- 
tended demands  now  made  on  municipalities,  alongside  a 
growing  call  for  economy.  He  offered  a  warning  that  if 
municipalities  are  to  do  the  larger  work  now  expected  of 
them  there  must  be  a  greater  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  the  citizens,  or  some  El  Dorado — some  new  way  of 
raising  money — must  be  found  to  supply  the  means. 

The  Mayor  of  Salford  took  up  the  point  of  sewage-purifi- 
cation, and,  amid  laughter,  said  that  the  engineer  of  the 
Salford  sewage-works  had  assured  him  that  the  effluent  was 
pure  enough  to  drink.  The  Mayor,  on  the  occasion  of  a 
recent  visit  of  a  party  of  sanitary  engineers,  was  a'ssured 
that  the  works  were  perfect.  He  suggested  that  chemists 
should  try  to  discover  some  way  of  neutralising  the  smell 
of  motor-cars.  Sir  William  Bailey  also  replied  to  this  toast 
in  a  speech  that  caused  roars  of  laughter.  "  The  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry "  was  proposed  by  Sir  Bosdin  T. 
Leech,  who  went  over  some  of  the  early  history  of  the 
Society  and  referred  to  the  President's  services  to  the 
Japanese  nation.  The  success  of  the  Japanese  in  the  recent 
war  was.  said  Sir  Bosdin,  largely  due  to  Dr.  Divers,  who 
had  taught  the  nation  the  use  of  explosives.  Reference  wras 
also  made  to  the  efforts  of  the  Society  to  obtain  duty-free 
alcohol  for  industrial  purposes,  one  effect  of  which  would  be 
the  possibility  of  odourless  motor-cars.  The  President 
replied,  but  was  rather  modest  in  regard  to  his  services 
to  Japan;  but  he  agreed  that  the  success  of  the  Japanese 
was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  they  had  applied  science 
to  the  business  of  life.  Dr.  K.  E.  Markel  proposed  the  toast 
of  "  The  University  of  Manchester,"  and  spoke  of  the  deep 
impression  made  upon  him  as  a  schoolboy  in  Germany  by 
reading  translations  of  Tyndall's  "Heat"  and  Eoscoe's 
"  Chemistry."  The  title-page  of  the  latter  book  described 
Roscoe  as  "  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  Owens  College,  Man- 
chester," and  he  (Dr.  Markell)  little  thought  that  so  much  of 
his  after-life  would  be  spent  in  proximity  to  the  splendid 
University  that  has  grown  from  the  more  modest  Owens 
College.  Professor  Arthur  Schuster,  Pro-Vice-C'hancellor 
of  the  University,  replied.  He  took  exception  to  Mr. 
Bin-ell's  mention  of  the  "  ancient  "  universities  in  the  House 
of  Commons  as  the  goal  of  a  student,  and  had  something  to 
say  about  Manchester  merchants,  who,  when  they  retired 
from  business,  went  to  live  at  a  distance  from  the  city 
instead  of  remaining  in  the  neighbourhood.  Mr.  Ivan 
Levinstein,  a  Past-President  of  the  Society  and  M. Sc. Tech. 


of  the  University,  also  replied.  "  The  Manchester  Section  " 
was  proposed  by  Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch.  reference  being 
made  to  the  unavoidable  absence  through  illness  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Section.  Dr.  Bailey.  Mr.  Julius  Hiibner, 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Section,  replied,  and  thanked  the 
proprietors  of  the  various  works  for  the  opportunity  given  to 
the  members  to  view  the  chemical  and  mechanical  processes. 
To  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  was  entrusted  the  toast  of  "  Our 
Guests,"  and  the  reply  by  Sir  William  Bailey  was  so  brimful 
of  humour  that  everybody  rose  from  the  dinner  in  the  best 
of  tempers.  An  orchestra  performed  during  the  dinner, 
and  Mr.  Foden  Williams  gave  a  little  sketch,  entitled  "  The 
Poet,"  which  was  well  received. 

Conversazione  at  the  University. 

Friday  was  given  up  to  an  excursion  to  the  Peak  district, 
and  in  the  evening  the  conversazione  arranged  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Manchester  was  held  in  the  University  buildings. 
The  guests  were  received  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  the 
Whitworth  Hall,  from  which  they  proceeded  to  the  Chemical 
Department,  where  exhibits  and  experiments  had  been 
arranged,  many  local  firms  engaged  in  the  chemical  and 
allied  industries  having  contributed.  The  exhibits  were  so 
numerous  that  it  was  quite  impossible  to  examine  all ;  but 
undoubtedly  the  clever  glass-blowing  by  the  University 
glass-blower,  and  the  equally  clever  exhibition  of  pottery- 
making  with  the  potter's  wheel  by  Mr.  E.  Radford,  of 
Messrs.  Pilkington's  Tile  &  Pottery  Co.,  attracted  the 
greatest  number.  Professor  Dixon  gave  a  thirty  minutes' 
lantern-lecture  entitled  "  A  Chemist  in  South  Africa."  The 
chemical  laboratories  are  very  extensive,  and  include  the 
"  Frankland,"  named  after  the  first  professor  of  chemistry, 
the  "Roscoe,"  "  Schorlemmer,"  "  Dalton,"  "  Schunck." 
and  the  most  recent  the  "  Perkin  "  Laboratory  (for  organic- 
research).  From  the  small  guide-book  supplied  to  each 
visitor,  it  appears  there  are  250  students  in  this  department, 
twenty-eight  of  whom  are  engaged  in  post-graduate  research. 
The  staff  consists  of  three  professors  and  ten  assistants. 

The  historical  exhibits  in  the  chemical-theatre  included 
the  organo-metallic  compounds  prepared  by  Frankland  in 
1855  ;  vanadium  compounds  prepared  by  Roscoe  in  1868-70  : 
anthracene  and  alizarine  derivatives  prepared  by  Dr. 
Schunck,  1869-73 ;  aurin  and  its  compounds  prepared  by 
Schorlemmer,  1871-73.  In  the  "Frankland"  laboratories 
the  apparatus  used  by  Professor  Dixon  in  the  investigation 
of  the  "  explosion  of  gases  "  was  exhibited.  The  synthetical 
formation  of  naphthalene  derivatives  was  taken  up  in  the 
organic  laboratories.  The  different  stages  of  the  synthesis, 
starting  with  ethyl  cyanacetate  and  benzyl  cyanide,  w-ere 
shown  in  operation,  and  were  illustrated  by  complete 
equations  and  graphical  formulae  chalked  out  on  stiff  black 
paper  spread  out  on  the  benches.  The  experiments  were 
intended  to  illustrate  the  results  of  a  research  recently  carried 
out  in  the  laboratory.  Exhibits  were  also  shown  illustrating 
the  treatment  of  Manchester  sewage,  the  estimation  of 
minute  quantities  of  arsenic,  and  the  oxy-acetylene  welding 
and  metal-cutting  by  oxygen-blast.  Messrs.  Jewsbury  & 
Brown  had  a  series  of  interesting  exhibits  illustrating 
mineral-water  manufacture  and  the  history  of  its  develop- 
ment. Samples  of  the  new  fused-silica  ware,  characterised 
by  its  power  of  withstanding  rapid  and  extreme  changes  of 
temperature,  were  shown  by  the  Thermal  Syndicate. 
Wallsend-on-Tyne ;  rubber  gloves  and  vulcanite  pipes,  for 
use  in  the  chemical  industries,  by  David  Moseley  &  Sons. 
Manchester;  non-inflammable  flannelette  and  other  fabrics 
by  Whipp  Bros.  &  Tod.  Manchester,  the  method  employed 
having  been  worked  out  in  the  laboratories  of  the  University. 
It  consists  in  first  treating  the  material  with  the  solution  of 
a  salt  containing  a  metal  whose  oxides  or  hydrates  are 
capable  of  acting  as  acids  (e.g.,  sodium  aluminate,  tungstate. 
or  stannate),  and  subsequently  impregnating  the  material 
with  a  solution  of  certain  other  salts  (e.g.,  zinc  sulphate, 
ammonium  chloride,  nickel  acetate,  etc.).  The  treated  fibre 
has  the  power  of  resisting  ignition  to  an  extent  equal  to, 
or,  if  desired,  greater  than,  wool.  Messrs.  Peter  Spence  & 
Sons,  Manchester  alum-works,  showed  some  extremely 
beautiful  octahedral  crystals  of  various  alums,  also  solutions 
of  titanous  sulphate  and  chloride,  which  have  a  commercial 
value  on  account  of  their  strong  reducing  properties. 
Messrs.  Levinstein.  Ltd..  Messrs.  Crosfield  &  Sons,  and  the 
Castner-Kellner  Electrolytic  Alkali  Co.  also  had  exhibits.

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 

The  Government  Pharmacy  Bill. 

In  confirmation  of  the  statement  made  in  this  column  last 
week,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  decision  of  the  Government 
to  postpone  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  till  the  autumn 
Session— intimated  to  Mr.  R.  Winfrey  at  a  consultation  with 
Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Home  Office— involves  also  the  deferment  of  the  projected 
Conference  between  the  Government  and  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  This  Conference  will,  of  course, 
relate  to  the  restitution  of  the  amendments  which  Lord  Crewe 
proposed  to  make  to  the  Bill  when  it  was  still  in  the  House 
of  Lords,  and  will  not  now  take  place  until  the  autumn.  In 
the  meantime,  I  understand  that  several  of  the  members 
who  attended  the  recent  meeting  at  which  Mr.  Robinson 
explained  the  points  at  issue  as  between  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  Government  have  since  been  in  communica- 
tion with  certain  of  their  constituents  with  reference  to  the 
question,  and  have  also  taken  pains  to  acquaint  their  fellow- 
members  with  the  exact  issues  which  are  involved. 

An  addition  to  the  motions  standing  against  the  Bill  when 
it  reaches  its  second-reading  stage  has  just  been  made  by 
Mr.  T.  H.  Sloan,  the  Conservative  member  for  South 
Belfast.  The  motion  which  the  hon.  member  has  placed  on 
the  paper  reads  as  follows  : 

On  second  reading  of  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  to  move 
that  all  persons  who  are  registered  as  chemists  and  drug- 
gists or  registered  druggists,  or  who  have  acted  in  the 
capacity  of  an  assistant  to,  or  served  an  apprenticeship 
with,  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  registered  druggist  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  four  years,  shall  be  entitled  to 
.  present  themselves  at  examination  for  licence  to  act  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  on  presenting  the  necessary  certifi- 
cates of  having  attended  the  various  classes  as  required  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  from  apprentices  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemists ;  that  a  widow  or  executors  of  a  deceased 
registered  druggist  or  chemist  and  druggist  may  continue 
to  trade,  provided  they  employ  a  qualified  manager  as  in 
Clause  32  of  the  1875  Act  (Ireland). 
This  motion,  of  course,  immediately  follows  the  motions  for 
the  direct  rejection  of  the  Bill  already  standing  in  the  names 
of  Mr.  Winfrey,  Mr.  Meehan,  Mr.  Jeremiah  MacVeagh,  Mr. 
Dolan,  Mr.  O'Mara,  and  Mr.  Kilbride.   Mr.  J.  H.  Seaverns, 
the  Liberal  member  for  Brixton,  as  previously  mentioned  in 
this  column,  also  put  down  a  motion  for  the  rejection  of  the 
Government's  Bill ;  but  the  rule  which  restricts  motions  for 
rejection  appearing  upon  the  paper  to  six  in  number  precludes 
this  and  any  other  motions  of  a  similar  nature  from  the 
publicity  earned  by  the  earlier  motions  handed  in. 

The  dribble  of  petitions  for  the  Bill's  alteration  has  not 
quite  ceased.  During  the  week  such  prayers  have  been 
received  from  Great  Yarmouth,  Guildford  (2),  Kirkdale, 
"  London  and  other  places,"  North  Salford,  South  Notting- 
ham, Southport,  and  Wokingham. 

Dyeing-works. 
Mr.  Jowett,  the  Labour  member  for  West  Bradford,  has 
this  week  introduced  a  Bill,  backed  by  six  other  members  of 
the  party — namely,  Messrs.  Philip  Snowden,  W.  C.  Stead- 
man,  G.  J.  Wardle,  O'Grady,  Hudson,  and  George  Roberts 
— "  to  prohibit  employment  between  noon  on  Saturday  and 
six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  in  woollen,  worsted,  and  silk 
factories,  and  in  dyeing  and  bleaching  and  dyeing  works." 

Opium. 

Mr.  Acland  Allen  has  given  notice  of  three  questions  in 
regard  to  the  opium-trade  in  the  Federated  Malay  States, 
Singapore,  and  Hong-Kong.  He  asks  the  Under-Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies  whether,  in  view  of  the  abuses  to 
which  the  farm  system  for  the  collection  of  opium  revenue 
in  these  countries  has  given  rise,  he  will  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  making  any  alterations  in  the  respective  systems 
by  which  the  sale  of  opium  there  is  licensed.  He  also  asks 
for  a  return  of  the  quantity  of  opium  consumed  and  the 
revenue  derived  therefrom  during  the  last  ten  years  in  the 
Malay  States  and  Singapore.  A  third  question  raises  the 
point  as  to  whether  steps  are  taken  to  secure  that  the  opium- 
farmer  in  the  Straits  Settlements  and  the  Malay  States  has 
ho  direct  pecuniary  interest  in  pushing  the  sale  of  opium, 
and  whether  it  is  the  practice  of  the  local  Governments  to 


invite  tenders  periodically  for  the  farm  accepting  the  highest 
bid,  thereby  themselves  acquiring  a  direct  interest  in  the 
sale  of  the  drug.  _ 

On  July  17  Mr.  Henry  J.  Wilson  asked  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  India  what  has  been  the  quantity  of  opium  sold 
in  India  for  export  during  the  last  four  or  five  years ;  and 
whether  a  declaration  was  made  last  month  in  Calcutta,  as 
is  usual,  as  to  the  quantity  to  be  sold  during  the  next  ensuing 
opium  year,  and  the  quantity  so  declared.  To  this  Mr. 
Morley  replied  :  "  In  the  four  years  ending  1905  the  annual 
number  of  chests  of  opium  sold  in  India  for  export  was 
48,000.  For  1906  the  number  is  52,800.  In  June  of  this  year 
an  announcement  was  made  that  52,800  chests  would  be  sold 
in  1907." 

Postage-rates. 

Mr.  Hubert  Beaumont,  on  July  12,  asked  the  Postmaster- 
General  how  the  Post  Office  authorities  justify  the  passing 
of  15-gram  letters  with  their  published  regulations  to  the 
effect  that  the  postage  to  be  prepaid  on  letters  for  all  foreign 
countries  and  for  British  possessions  not  mentioned  in  the  list 
appearing  in  the  Post  Office  Guide  is  2±d.  per  i  oz.  To  this 
Mr.  Sydney  Buxton  replied  :  "The  tolerance  extended  to 
letters  exceeding  £  oz.  but  not  exceeding  15  grams  is_  not 
authorised  by  the  published  regulations,  which  are  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  statutory  authority;  but  the  con- 
cession is  of  long  standing,  and  for  that  reason,  as  I  have 
already  announced  in  this  House,  I  do  not  propose  to  with- 
draw it.  When  the  new  rates  agreed  upon  by  the  Postal 
Congress  at  Rome  come  into  force  next  year  the  question 
will  disappear;  for  the  one  ounce,  which  will  then  come 
into  force  here  as  the  unit  of  weight,  will  exceed  the  20  grams, 
which  will  be  the  unit  of  weight  in  countries  having  the" 
metric  system." 

Mr.  Field  inquired  of  the  Postmaster-General  whether  he 
is  aware  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Berlin  is  agitating 
for  a  reduction  of  the  world's  postage-rates;  and  whether 
he  will  enter  into  communication  with  the  German  Govern- 
ment upon  this  question  with  a  view  to  co-operation  upon 
the  basis  of  a  universal  penny  postage-rate.  Mr.  Sydney 
Buxton  replied  that  he  had  no  information  on  the  subject, 
and  he  added  that  as  the  proposal  for  universal  penny  postage 
was  strongly  opposed  by  the  German  delegates  at  the  Rome 
Congress,  as  also  was  the  proposal  for  the  reduction  of  the 
general  rate  to  2d.,  he  did  not  anticipate  that  the  German 
Government  would  be  prepared  to  take  any  steps  in  this 
direction. 

Prevention  of  Corruption  Bill. 
This  Bill  was  read  a  third  time  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  July  18. 

The  Revenue  Bill. 

Contrary  to  their  own  expectations,  the  Government  found 
themselves  able  to  take  the  second  reading  stage  of  their 
Revenue  Bill  before  the  House  adjourns  for  the  recess. 
That  their  initial  expectation  had  been  that  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  make  progress  with  the  Bill  until  the  autumn 
Session  was  shown  by  the  reply  given  by  Mr.  Asquith, 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  to  Mr.  Harmdod  Banner 
about  a  fortnight  ago,  and  quoted  in  the  C .  <£•  D.  of  July  14, 
in  which  Mr.  Asquith  said,  "  I  trust  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  take  the  further  stages  of  the  Revenue  Bill  after  the  ad- 
journment to  the  autumn."  On  Friday  last,  however,  the 
Prime  Minister  secured  the  consent  of  the  House  to  the  usual 
resolution,  submitted  towards  the  close  of  each  Session, 
suspending  the  eleven-o'clock  rule,  and  providing  that 
Government  business  may  be  proceeded  with  after  that  hour, 
even  though  opposed.  The  result  has,  of  course,  been  that 
the  House  has  held  sittings  all  this  week  extending  into  the 
small  hours  cf  the  morning,  and  the  plan  has  conduced  so 
much  to  progress  that  it  became  possible  to  put  down  the 
Revenue  Bill  as  the  first  order  after  the  Committee  stage  of 
the  Education  Bill  had  been  brought  to  a  conclusion,  by  the 
application  of  the  "  guillotine,"  on  Wednesday  evening. 

The  "guillotine"  fell  at  half -past  ten,  and  for  an  hour 
afterwards  members  were  occupied  with  a  weary  series  of 
processions  through  the  division  lobbies,  until  at  last  the 
Education  Bill,  as  amended,  was  reported,  amid  cheers  from 
the  Ministerial  benches,  to  the  House.  During  all  this  time 
the  House  had  been  exceptionally  crowded,  and  it  was 
consequently  in  presence  of  a  large  audience  of  members  that 
Mr.  Reginald  McKenna,  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury,  at  length  had  his  opportunity,  at  twenty  minutes 
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before  midnight,  to  rise  and  move  the  second  reading  of  the 
Revenue  Bill.  Seeing  Mr.  McKenna  step  to  the  table  to 
make  what  was  in  a  sense  his  debut  as  an  exponent  of  Govern- 
ment policy  as  reflected  through  the  Treasury,  prompted 
memories  of  the  night — a  year  ago,  almost  to  a  day — when 
the  hon.  member  strengthened  his  already  substantial  claims 
to  the  consideration  of  his  party  leaders  by  bringing  to  a 
successful  issue  the  ambush  which  he  had  planned  to  defeat 
Mr.  Balfour's  Government.  To-day,  after  a  year's  interval, 
instead  of  raising  cheer  upon  cheer  at  the  expense  of  the 
discomfited  occupants  of  the  Treasury  bench,  he  was  rising 
from  that  favoured  quarter  to  expound  with  lucidity  and 
care  the  details  of  an  intricate  and  technical  Government 
measure.  Close  behind  Mr.  McKenna  as  he  stood  at  the 
brass-bound  box  was  Mr.  Asquith,  and  on  the  bench  im- 
mediately behind  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was  Mr. 
Wedgwood  Benn,  who  acts  as  Parliamentary  Private  Secre- 
tary to  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury.  Other 
occupants  of  the  Treasury  bench  at  the  moment  were  Mr. 
Sydney  Buxton ;  Mr.  Kearley,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Trade;  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Home  Office;  Mr.  George  Whiteley,  the 
Chief  Government  Whip;  Captain  Cecil  Norton;  Mr. 
Thomas  Shaw;  Mr.  R.  K.  Causton;  and  Mr.  George  Lam- 
bert. On  the  Ministerial  benches  behind  them  one  noticed, 
among  others,  Mr.  R.  Pearce,  who  as  a  chemical  manufac- 
turer has  taken  a  consistent  interest  in  the  proposals  of  the 
Bill.  Some  half-dozen  members  of  the  late  Government 
which  introduced  the  Bill  last  year  were  present  on  the  front 
Opposition  bench,  while  behind  them  was  Mr.  Harmood 
Banner,  still  possessed  with  doubts  that  the  Bill  may  leave 
the  British  manufacturer  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with 
his  German  competitor. 

Mr.  McKenna  spoke  at  the  outset  through  a  general  buz 
of  conversation,  which  was  concerned  with  the  Education 
Bill,  to  the  Committee  stage  of  which  the  series  of  divisions 
just  concluded  had  put  an  end.  Stern  cries  of  "Order, 
order !  "  from  the  Speaker,  however,  aoon  secured  Mr. 
McKenna  a  better  hearing,  and  enabled  him  to  explain  to 
the  House  the  almost  identical  character  of  the  Bill  to  which 
he  was  asking  that  a  second  reading  should  now  be  given 
with  the  measure  introduced  at  the  end  of  last  year  by  Mr. 
Austen  Chamberlain,  the  then  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 
The  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  made  it  clear  that 
the  Bill  embodied  the  unanimous  recommendations  of  the 
Select  Committee  upon  Industrial  Alcohol,  and,  running 
through  the  various  clauses  seriatim,  explained  the  general 
trend  and  purpose  of  each.  Towards  the  close  of  his  speech, 
however,  he  dealt  with  Part  III.  of  the  Bill,  which  has 
nothing  to  do  with  chemical  matters,  and  relates  solely  to 
Treasury  Bills. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  that  followed  Mr.  Victor 
Cavendish,  who  in  the  last  Government  occupied  the  posi- 
tion which  Mr.  McKenna  now  fills,  promised  on  behalf  of 
his  colleagues  cn  that  side  of  the  House  that  the  Opposition 
would  support  the  Bill,  and  use  their  endeavours  to  pass  it 
into  law.  Mr.  William  Redmond  utilised  that  portion  of 
the  Bill  relating  to  tobacco  to  make  some  remarks  upon  his 
favourite  topic  of  tobacco-growing;  while  Mr.  A.  C.  Morton, 
from  the  Ministerial  side,  had  something  to  say  regarding 
the  Government's  proposals  as  affecting  Treasury  Bills.  Mr° 
Claude  Hay,  from  among  the  Opposition  rank  and  file,  was 
severely  critical  of  the  arguments  employed  by  Mr.  McKenna 
in  commending  the  Bill  to  the  House,  and  also  to  some  extent 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  itself,  especially  as  regarded 
the  provisions  relating  to  British  and  foreign  wines.  Mr. 
Tim  Healy,  from  the  Irish  benches,  urged  that  the  Bill  was 
an  anti-Free  Trade  Bill,  and  that  it  practically  gave  a  bounty 
on  methylated  spirits  against  the  foreigner.  Replying  to  the 
debate,  after  Mr.  Harmood  Banner  had  also  spoken,  Mr. 
Asquith  devoted  most  of  his  attention  to  the  criticisms  that 
had  been  offered  of  the  provisions  relating  to  Treasury  Bills. 
At  the  close,  however,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  ex- 
pressed a  fervent  hope  that  the  House  would  agree  to  the 
Bill,  which,  as  he  said,  is  urgently  needed  in  the  interests  of 
general  trade.  The  Speaker  thereupon  put  the  question  from 
the  Chair,  and.  no  dissentient  voice  being  raised,  declared 
the  second  reading  carried.  The  debate  upon  the  Bill,  which 
closed  at  exactly  half-past  twelve,  had  therefore  lasted  some 
fifty  minutes.  Mr.  Asquith  put  the  Committee  stace  down 
for  Monday  next,  the  23rd  instant.

Debate  in  the   House  of  Commons. 


Q  UCH  good  progress  has  been  made  in  Government  busi- 
O  ness  that  the  Revenue  Bill  put  for  second  reading  on 
July  18  came  on  at  11.40  P.M.;  and  successfully  passed  that 
stage  of  its  progress.    The  following  is  a  full  report  of  the 
debate  : 

Mr.  Reginald  McKenna,  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury,  rose  at  11.40  to  move  the  second  reading  of  the 
Revenue  Bill  on  behalf  of  the  Government.    Mr.  McKenna 
said  :  Mr.  Speaker, — In  rising  to  move  the  second  reading 
of  this  Bill  1  think  I  should  call  the  attention  of  the  House 
to  the  fact  that  from  beginning  to  end  it  is  entirely  non- 
controversial  and  non-party.    It  is  almost  in  its  entire 
provisions  the  identical  Bill  which  was  introduced  last  year 
by  hon.  gentleman  opposite.    There  are  one  or  two  new 
clauses — (hear,  hear) — the  reasons  for  the  introduction  of 
which  I  think  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  House  that  I 
should  explain.    The  main  provisions  of  the  Bill  relate  to 
industrial  alcohol — (hear,   hear) — and  all  the  provisions 
relate  to  different  matters  which  are  required  for  the  facili- 
tation of  the  trade  and  manufacture  or  business  of  the 
country.    It  is,  therefore,  I  think  the  House  will  agree, 
most  desirable  that  this  Bill  should  be  passed  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.    As  the  House  knows — to  deal  with  in- 
dustrial alcohol  first — it  is  an  article  which  is  very  largely 
used  in  manufacture.    It  enters  as  an  ingredient  into  a 
great  variety  of  substances.    It  is  found  in  varnish,  in  soap, 
in  powder,  in  smokeless  powder,  and  other  explosives,  in 
chemicals,  in  celluloid,  in  pegamoid,  in  hat-making,  in  lino- 
leum, and  an  infinite  other  variety  of  articles  which  hon. 
gentlemen  who  are  interested  will  find  in  the  minutes  of  the 
evidence  given  before  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee. 
An  article  of  that  kind,  hon.  gentlemen  will  concede,  should 
be  produced,  in  order  to  assist  our  manufactures,  at  the 
cheapest  possible  price.    Its  main  ingredient,  however,  is 
plain  spirit,  and  plain  spirit  is  subject  to  a  very  heavy 
Excise  duty.    I  believe  the  cost  of  the  article  free  of  duty 
would  be  about  eighteen  pence  a  gallon,  but  the  duty  itself 
is  lis.  a  gallon.    Where  so  heavy  a  duty  as  this  exists  it  is 
obvious  that  the  Revenue  is  bound,  for  its  own  protection, 
to  insist  upon  very  strict  regulations  in  regard  to  the  distilla- 
tion of  spirit.    Those  regulations,  quite  apart  from  the 
operation  of  the  duty  itself,  involve  expense  upon  the  dis- 
tiller, and  as  a  result  of  that  expense  the  distiller  is  bound 
to  sell  his  pure  spirit  to  the  methylator  at  a  higher  price 
that  he  would  if  no  such  regulations   existed.    All  the 
articles  which  are  manufactured  by  the  use  of  methylated 
spirit  are  increased  in  price  in  consequence  of  the  added 
price  put  upon  the  industrial  alcohol,  the  raw  material,  and 
the  articles  which  come  into  this  country  from  foreign 
countries,  where  no  similar  restrictions  exist,  get  the  benefit 
of  the  cheaper  methylated  spirit.    They  consequently,  in 
competition  with  other  goods,  have  an  advantage  due  solely 
to  the  Excise  restrictions  placed  upon  the  distillation  of 
methylated  spirits  in  this  country.    The  increased  price 
caused  by  those  restrictions  it  is  not  easy  to  estimate,  but 
at  the  present  moment  on  the  export  of  plain  spirit  the  cost 
of  these  restrictions  is  estimated  at  3d.  per  gal.    It  is  pro- 
posed to  remove  the  grievance  which  British  manufacturers 
now  suffer  in  consequence  of  the  Excise  restrictions  on  the 
distillation  of  spirit,  by  giving  them  a  similar  allowance  of 
3d.  per  gal.  in  the  case  of  industrial  alcohol.    That  is 
the  first  sub-section  in  the  first  clause.    But  they  have  a 
second  grievance.    Industrial  alcohol,  speaking  generally, 
consists  of  pure  plain  spirit  mixed  with  wood  naphtha. 
The  wood  naphtha,  under  the  old  regulations  governing  the 
manufacture  of  industrial  alcohol,  would  have  one-ninth  of 
the  spirit.    Wood  naphtha  is  dearer  than  the  spirit,  and  by 
being  mixed  with  the  spirit  renders  it  less  useful  for  pur- 
poses of  manufacture.    It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  it 
would  be  a  great  advantage  if  the  quantity  of  spirit  could  be 
reduced.    This  grievance  of  the  manufacturer  is.  therefore, 
removed  by  the  third  sub-section  of  the  clause,  under  which 
the  proportion  of  wood  naphtha  is  reduced  from  one-ninth  to 
one-nineteenth  the  quantity  of  the  spirit.    And  then  there 
is  a  third  grievance  which  arises  in  the  case  of  pure  alcohol. 
Where  pure  alcohol  is  used  in  manufacture,  for  the  protec- 
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tion  of  the  Revenue  it  is  necessary  that  an  Excise  officer 
should  attend  in  order  to  supervise  the  process  of  manufac- 
ture. Under  Section  8  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  which 
facilitated  the  use  of  pure  spirit  in  manufacture,  the  cost 
of  his  attendance  had  to  be  borne  by  the  manufacturer.  It 
is  now  proposed  that  that  cost  should  be  borne  by  the 
Revenue.  Thus  it  is  that  by  sub-sections  1,  2,  and  3  of  the 
first  clause  of  the  Bill  the  main  grievances  of  the  manufac- 
turers who  use  industrial  alcohol  for  their  own  purposes  are 
removed.  Sub-section  2  of  Clause  1  deals  with  alcohol,  and 
removes  the  surtax  which  is  now  imposed  upon  foreign 
imported  alcohol.  There  are  no  Excise  restrictions  upon  its 
■manufacture  in  this  country,  and  consequently  the  general 
ground  upon  which  the  surtax  is  imposed  upon  foreign  im- 
portation does  not  exist  in  this  country.  Consequently 
it  is  considered  proper  that  it  should  be  taken  off. 
Sub-section  5  deals  with  mineralised  methylated  spirits 
■ — that  is,  the  ordinary  methylated  spirit  of  commerce. 
It  contains  at  the  present  moment  one-ninth  of  wood 
naphtha,  and  has  added  to  that  0.375  of  petroleum. 
The  sub-section  permits  the  retailer  to  receive  from 
another  retailer  50  gal.  at  a  time,  and  the  maximum 
quantity  which  the  retailer  may  sell  to  or  for  the  use  of  any 
one  person  at  a  time  respectively.  It  has  been  found  that 
the  present  restrictions  are  frequently  unduly  severe  on  the 
retailer,  and  this  sub-section  also  is  devised  solely  in  the 
interests  of  the  trade.  Then  I  pass  to  Clause  2.  Clause  2 
is  subsidiary  to  the  main  purpose  of  Clause  1.  It  prohibits 
a  retailer  from  receiving  industrial  methylated  spirit — that 
is,  pure  spirit  plus  one-nineteenth  wood  naphtha,  and  pro- 
vides machinery  for  enforcing  the  prohibition.  Sub-sec- 
tion 6  gives  power  to  the  Commissioners  to  add  to  the  sul- 
phuric ether  and  chloroform  things  which  are  already 
allowed  to  be  prepared  from  methylated  spirit,  with  similar 
preparations  used  for  like  purposes.  I  only  mention  these 
facts — which  are  very  complicated,  and  can  be  entered  into 
in  detail  in  Committee,  but  it  is  desirable  to  explain  the 
general  purpose  of  this  first  clause.  Clause  3,  like  Clause  2, 
is  subsidiary  to  Clause  1.  Clause  4  is  the  definition  clause, 
and  relates  to  a  small  matter  in  which  industrial  alcohol  is 
used  for  purposes  of  manufacture.  Clause  5  assimilates  the 
law  as  regards  saccharin  to  the  law  as  it  already  exists  in 
regard  to  sugar,  tobacco,  and  other  articles  on  which  there 
are  no  duties. 

Sir  Edward  Carson  :  What  is  the  object  of  assimilating 
the  law  ? 

Mr.  McKenna  :  Because  there  is  a  duty  on  saccharin,  as 
there  is  a  duty  on  sugar,  tobacco,  and  tea ;  and  it  is  giving 
the  same  powers  in  regard  to  the  importation  of  saccharin  as 
now  exist  in  regard  to  the  importation  of  sugar  and  other 
articles.  There  are  certain  powers  of  summary  jurisdiction 
possessed  by  the  Magistrates  in  regard  to  other  articles,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  give  the  same  powers  in  regard  to  saccharin. 
Clause  6  allows  tobacco  to  be  imported  in  a  ship  of  120  tons 
burden.  Clause  7,  which  is  a  more  important  clause  than 
the  machinery  clause  I  have  been  referring  to,  relates  to  a 
question  which  has  arisen  in  regard  to  the  use  of  foreign 
grape-must  in  the  manufacture  of  British  wines.  It  is 
alleged  that  British  wines  so  manufactured  are  frequently 
used  as  the  basis  of  wines  which  are  passed  off  as  foreign 
wines,  and  ought  to  be  subject  to  the  usual  duty.  It  is  pro- 
posed under  this  Bill  to  put  the  manufacturers  of  British 
wines  under  observation.  It  is  proposed  that  they  should 
be  registered,  and  that  they  should  take  out  a  licence — the 
duty  is  only  small,  it  is  not  a  Revenue  matter — but  the 
opportunity  is  taken  under  this  Bill  of  seeing  whether  the 
charges  made  are  in  any  way  justified,  and — in  a  word — the 
opportunities  given  of  determining  hereafter  how  the 
grievance — if  the  grievance  exists — can  be  dealt  with.  Now 
I  pass  to  the  new  clauses  in  the  Bill.  Mr.  McKenna  added 
that  he  had  been  through  every  clause  of  the  Bill,  which 
the  House  would  agree  was  a  wholly  uncontroversial 
measure.  He  hoped  the  House  would  not  only  give  a  second 
reading  to  the  Bill,  but  that  when  they  reached  the  other 
stages  they  would  allow  it  to  proceed  as  quickly  as  possible, 
in  order  that  the  Bill  might  be  passed,  in  the  interests  of 
the  trade  of  the  country,  and  concluded  by  formally  moving 
its  second  reading. 

The  Discussion. 
Mr.  Victor  Cavendish  said  that  during  the  last  few  years 
he  had  had  the  honour  of  being  a  member  of  a  Ministry 


which  had  brought  in  a  measure  almost  identical,  word  for 
word,  with  that  which  had  just  been  explained  to  the 
House.  He  congratulated  Mr.  McKenna  on  the  clear  and 
lucid  manner  in  which  he  had  explained  this  Bill  to  the 
House.  Speaking  on  behalf  of  his  friends  on  the  Opposi- 
tion, he  said  they  welcomed  the  passing  of  this  Bill.  They 
believed  it  was  to  the  interests  of  traders  and  manufacturers 
of  the  country,  and  were  perfectly  prepared  to  do  their 
best  to  pass  it  into  law. 

Mr.  Wm.  Redmond  and  Mr.  Morton  having  spoken, 
Mr.  Claude  Hay  commented  upon  the  action  of  the 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury  (Mr.  McKenna)  in  urging  the 
House  to  agree  to  the  Bill  because  it  had  been  proposed  by 
the  late  Government.  That  had  been  the  attitude  of  the 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury  on  almost  every  Bill  which  he 
had  presented  to  the  House.  It  was,  moreover,  remarkable, 
because  he  had  been  placed  in  the  office  he  so  honourably- 
filled  in  order  that  he  might  reverse  the  policy  of  the  late 
Government.  Therefore  to  appeal  to  members  on  the  Oppo- 
sition side  for  their  support  of  a  policy  to  oppose  which  he 
had  obtained  office  was  not,  in  his  opinion,  the  best  way  to 
gain  the  support  of  those  on  the  Opposition  side.  It  was 
remarkable  also  that,  speaking  on  behalf  of  a  Liberal 
Government,  he  had  urged  the  passing  of  this  Bill  for  the 
reason  that  it  would  cheapen  the  cost  of  alcohol — alcohol 
which  for  the  past  twenty-five  years  the  Liberals  had  used 
as  an  absolute  bogey,  and.  one  as  to  which  they  had  urged 
the  infliction  of  the  greatest  injustice  upon  those  who  had 
been  engaged  in  "  the  trade."  It  was  a  sorry  thing  that  the 
Liberal  party  should  plead  as  the  main  reason  why  the 
Bill  should  be  passed  that  it  would  assist  the  sale  of  alcohol. 
In  answer  to  that,  it  was  alleged  that  the  Bill  referred  to 
alcohol  which  was  not  drunk ;  but  surely,  in  the  interests  of 
temperance  reform,  it  was  strange  that  the  first  protection 
of  the  Legislature  should  be  given  to  the  sale  of  so-called 
British  wines,  which  was  calculated  to  give  anyone  the 
stomach-ache,  and  which  in  any  case  was  not  genuine  wine. 
To  put  this  wine  under  observation  would  not  either  alleviate 
or  remove  the  stomach-ache.  If  they  believed  that  they 
were  connected  with  these  bogus  beverages,  then  let  them 
come  under  the  same  law  as  governed  all  other  traders  in 
alcoholic  drink.  Therefore  he  could  not  join  in  the  prean  of 
praise  of  his  hon.  friend  on  the  front  Opposition  bench  (Mr. 
Victor  Cavendish)  on  a  matter  which  did  not  concern  hon. 
members  in  the  House  who  did  not  sit  on  the  front  Opposi- 
tion bench.  Their  business  was  to  see  that  freedom  of 
opinion  and  independence  of  action  should  have  a  fair 
chance  in  the  House,  and  the  fact  that  this  Bill  had  been 
brought  in  by  the  last  Government  was  no  reason  why  they 
should  accept  it,  particularly  when  the  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury  had  only  told  the  half-truth.  He  did  not  mean 
that  in  any  offensive  way. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Healy  and  Mr.  Harmood  Banner  having 
spoken. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (Mr.  Asquith),  in  deal- 
ing, at  the  conclusion  of  his  speech,  with  the  points  raised 
regarding  industrial  alcohol  and  British  wines,  said  :  This 
measure  would  put  foreign  alcohol  and  domestic  alcohol  on 
exactly  the  same  footing.  As  regards  British  wines,  as  to 
which  the  hon.  member  had  used  some  strong  expressions, 
he  was  sorry  to  find  he  must  dissociate  himself  from  him. 
Our  object  in  proposing  the  lower  import-duty,  he  con- 
tinued, is  to  bring  this'  trade  under  Excise  supervision,  so 
that  we  may  determine  how  far  the  allegations  which  are 
made  are  true,  and  whether  the  imported  must  which  comes 
from  other  countries  is  really  being  used  to  palm  off  English 
wines  as  foreign  wines.  We  hope  to  bring  all  these  various 
concoctions  under  the  law  as  it  exists.  We  shall  no  longer 
give  them  any  preference  in  their  competition,  and  they 
will  not  pass  untaxed  in  comparison  with  imported  articles. 
This  reform,  which  is  very  much  needed,  will  be  in  con- 
sonance with  justice  and  expediency,  and  we  were  quite  right 
to  slip  it  into  a  Bill  of  this  sort  when  we  had  the  chance. 
I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  House  will  agree  to  a  Bill  which 
is  urgently  needed  in  the  interests  of  the  general  trade. 

The  Bill  was  then  read  a  second  time  without  a  division, 
and  the  Committee  stage  put  down  by  Mr.  Asquith  for 
Monday,  July  23.

A SLIGHT  improvement  is  noticeable  in  business  this 
week,  and  although  the  quantity  of  goods  changing 
hands  in  most  cases  is  only  small,  the  tone  is  not  quite  so 
depressed.  The  outstanding  features  of  the  week  have  been 
an  advance  in  opium,  caffein  and  salts,  and  chloroform. 
Morphine  is  very  firm,  and  an  advance  would  not  be  sur- 
prising. Indeed,  it  is  said  several  alkaloids  may  shortly 
take  an  upward  turn,  as  the  makers  are  tired  of  selling  at 
prices  which  are  termed  "absolutely  ruinous."  Among 
chemicals,  refined  soda  nitrate  is  dearer,  and  barium  nitrate 
is  firmer.  Copper  sulphate  is  easier.  Prussiate  of  potash 
is  somewhat  scarce  and  firm.  Citric  acid  has  advanced, 
owing  to  active  demand.  In  essential  oils  the  chief  altera- 
tion is  an  advance  in  lemon  oil.  Peppermint  is  firm  but 
quiet,  and  star-aniseed  is  dearer.  Among  drysalteries, 
shellac,  soy,  and  Japan  wax  are  all  firmer.  Turpentine  is 
unaltered,  and  petroleum  is  dull.  The  following  are  the 
principal  alterations  of  the  week,  including  those  recorded 
at  the  drug-auctions  :

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  good  all-round  business  continues  to  pass  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  market,  and  there  is  a  rather  better  demand  both  on 
home  and  export  account.  Contract  deliveries  arc  a  good 
average.  Values  generally  are  on  the  steady  side,  and  on 
the  whole  show  very  little  fluctuation.

TlN-PRODrcTS  have  a  tendency  towards  somewliat  lower 
prices  m  sympathy  with  the  decline  in  the  metal,  but  actually 
prices  show  little  change.  Chloride  of  tin  (tin  crystals).  lid. 
to  Hid.  per  lb. ;  purest  white  and  light  oxide  of  tin,  188/.  to 
190/.  per  ton. 

Barium -products. — There  is  little  of  change  or  special  im- 
portance to  be  reported  in  this  branch.      A  very  steady 
demand  continues,  and  prices  are  well  maintained  on  the  | 
firm  side.    Inquiries  for  the  mineral  carbonate  or  wuherite 


are  fairly  numerous  and  heavy,  and  with  continued  short 
supply  prices  have  advancing  tendency.  Any  figures  are, 
however,  quite  nominal,  and  are  dependent  upon  quantity, 
time  of  delivery,  etc.  Blanc  fixe,  pure  precipitated  sulphate 
of  barium  in  paste  form,  is  at  the  moment  a  shade  quieter, 
but  prices  are  steady  at  6/.

The  English  Herb-crops. 

Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  state  that  "it  is  difficult 
to  give  a  really  reliable  forecast  of  the  crops  of  Mitcham 
essential  oils.  The  peppermint  has  suffered  in  varying 
degrees,  some  fields  being  very  bare,  while  others  show  very 
good  prospects.  The  high  prices  which  have  been  obtained 
during  the  last  season  or  two  have  encouraged  several 
farmers  to  plant  out  freely,  but  some  of  them  are  severely 
handicapped  by  the  drought.  Taking  everything  into  con- 
sideration, we  are  inclined  to  the  view  that  the  crop  will  be 
a  little  below  the  average.  Lavender  has  suffered  from  the 
late  frosts,  but  the  quantity  and  price  of  the  oil  depend 
largely  upon  the  demand  for  the  flowers  on  the  stalks. 
We  believe,  however,  that  there  is  a  very  fair  stock  of  Mit- 
cham oil,  and  the  low  prices  which  are  now  ruling  are  not 
very  encouraging  to  the  grower.  Chamomile  looks  very 
well,  but  here  again  we  think  there  is  more  oil  in  stock 
than  is  really  wanted.  The  crop  of  rosemary  which  has  just 
been  gathered  has  been  of  the  full  average." 

Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Son  write  that  the  medicinal  crops 
this  season  have  been  much  affected  by  the  dry  weather  in 
the  spring,  and  although  heavy  rain  has  since  fallen,  it  was 
too  late  in  many  cases  to  prevent  a  serious  shortage. 
Aconite  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year,  but  appears  to 
be  rather  below  the  average.  In  low  situations  belladonna 
was  seriously  affected  by  the  late  frosts,  but  in  other  fields  a 
good  average  crop  will  be  obtained.  Conium  is  abundant, 
but  the  demand  for  preparations  is  small,  and  but  little  is 
cultivated.  Hyoscyamus  has  been  seriously  injured  by  the 
drought,  and  the  crop  is  decidedly  below  the  average. 
Lavender  looks  promising,  but  with  the  low  prices  now 
ruling  for  the  oil,  the  acreage  has  been  decreased,  and  the 
total  yield  will  be  less  than  usual.  Peppermint  has  suffered 
much  from  the  dry  weather,  and  although  the  recent  rains 
have  somewhat  improved  the  outlook,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  crop  will  be  short.  The  rosemary  plants  are  in 
good  condition,  and  should  produce  an  average  yield  of  oil. 
The  elaterium  plants  appear  in  good  condition,  and  with 
favourable  weather  a  good  crop  may  be  anticipated. 

Messrs.  J.  &  G.  Miller  write  that  the  Mitcham  herb-crops 
are  rather  later  this  season,  so  it  is  difficult  at  present  to 
forecast  what  the  result  will  be.  '•Peppermint  of  our  own 
cultivation  looks  promising,  but  generally  the  prospects  of 
this  crop  are  very  bad ;  we  have  never  seen  them  worse. 
Lavender-growing  in  the  Mitcham  district  is  almost  extinct, 
and  the  little  there  is  left  is  a  very  poor  crop;  but  some 
growers  hold  considerable  stocks  of  oil  produced  in  previous 
years.  Chamomile  looks  fair,  but  very  little  was  planted 
this  season,  so  the  crop  will  be  a  small  one.  Belladonna, 
henbane,  and  the  herb-crops  generally  in  this  district  are 
considerably  below  the  average." 

Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke  write  that  lavender  will  probably 
be  a  bad  crop,  being  affected  with  blight,  and  that  tansy  is 
not  so  good  as  usual  owing  to  dry  weather.  Peppermint, 
chamomiles,  hyssop,  marshmallow.  featherfew,  and  yarrow 
will,  it  is  thought,  yield  good  crops.  Thyme,  comfrey,  and 
balm  will  probably  be  good,  but  rather  later  than  usual. 
Pennyroyal  at  present  appears  to  be  a  fair  ci-op,  but  short  on 
account  of  drought.  The  crop  of  tarragon  has  failed,  and 
other  herb-crops  show  a  fair  average. 

Miss  Sprules.  of  Wallington.  writes  that  the  present  pros- 
pects of  the  lavender  and  peppermint  crops  are  very  dis- 
couraging.

Buchu  leaves  are  scarce,  and  for  Sumatra  benzoin  easier 
prices  were  paid.  Calumba  root  of  indifferent  quality  sold 
at  lower  rates,  and  for  cardamoms  prices,  though  materially 
unaltered,  eased  off  somewhat  in  the  case  of  pods,  seeds  being 
very  firm.  Cubebs  are  still  firmly  held.  Gamboge  is  tending 
firmer,  as  sales  have  been  made  privately.  Jamaica  honey 
brought  steady  prices,  but  the  selection  was  only  poor. 
Ipecacuanha  is  firmer,  and  good  business  has  been  done 
privately.  Myrrh  is  getting  into  smaller  compass  again. 
Rhubarb  is  steady,  but  quiet.  For  grey  Jamaica  sarsaparilla 
a  decline  of  fully  6(7.  was  accepted,  but  the  prices  paid  for 
native  were  steady.  Beeswax  was  totally  neglected,  and  the 
tendency  of  values  was  lower.

— No  Cape  offered,  and  privately  they  are  very 
scarce;  32  cases  Curacao,  all  that  offered,  were  bought  in  at 
nominal  prices,  the  bids  being  considerably  under  the  limit ; 
22  cases  East  Indian  had  not  arrived  in  time. 

The  exports  from  Cape  Colony  during  May  1906  amounted 
to  21,947  lb.

"  Tabloid"  Prices. 

Sir, — As  a  member  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association, 
and  also  of  the  deputation  that  recently  conferred  with  Mr. 
Wellcome  re  "Tabloid"  prices,  permit  me  to  say  that  the 
resolution  passed  by  the  "L.C.A."  on  July  11  (0.  <£■  D., 
July  14,  p.  39)  does  not  express  my  views  on  the'  matter. 
Passing  over  the  first  part  as  representing  a  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  the  significance  of  words,  I  do  not  admit  that 
the  resolution  of  January  3  was  intended  only  as  an  intimation 
that  the  members  of  the  Association  were  not  satisfied  with 
the  firm's  trade  terms.  To  me  the  resolution  meant  not 
only  dissatisfaction  but  also  disapproval  of  the  cause  of  dis- 
satisfaction— that  is,  the  absence  of  any  known  steps  on  the 
part  of  B.  W.  &  Co.  to  protect  a  reasonable  profit  on  their 
goods.  The  "L.C.A."  seems  to  me  to  confuse  the  tenses, 
the  courtesy  and  "bonhomie"  of  Mr.  Wellcome  to  the 
members  of  the  deputation  having  disarmed  disapproval. 
I  think  it  would  have  been  better  to  let  the  January  3  resolu- 
tion alone  and  "  let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead."  If  Messrs. 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  will  but  give  practical  illustra- 
tion of  their  desire  to  protect  the  profits,  I  am  sure  they  will 
be  rewarded  by  the  appreciation  and  approval  of  chemists 
generally,  and,  chief  of  all,  by  an  increased  gravitation  of 
business.

OUR  last  article  concluded  with  a  tail-piece  enclosing  a 
photograph,  by  Mr.  Compton.  of  Bournbrook,  of  the 
new  University  buildings  at  that  delightful  suburb.  We 
cannot  do  better  than  resume  at  this  point,  especially  as  we 
have  a  striking  contrast  of  what  has  happened  during  the 
past  twenty  years  in  the  two  pictures  here  reproduced.  The 
first,  of  Mason  College,  figured  in  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist for  September  4,  1886,  as  a  full-page  engraving  on  wood. 
It  was  there  that 
the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Con- 
ference met  under 
the  presidency  of 
M  r.  Thomas 
Greenish,  and 
there  it  will  meet 
next  week  with 
Mr.  Naylor  in  the 
chair.  The  con- 
trast between  this 
edifice  and  the 
magnificent  ex- 
panse of  building- 
covered  ground  at 
Bournbrook  is 
striking  evidence 
of  the  change 
which  has  taken 
place  in  provin- 
cial education 
during  the  past 
half  -century. 
There  are  few 
things  of  which 
Englishmen  are 
prouder  than  Ox- 
ford and  Cam- 
bridge Universi- 
ties ;  at  the  same  time,  there  is  nothing  which  has  so  injured 
the  industries  and  people  of  the  country  as  the  prevailing 
confidence  or  content  about  these  Universities  being  suffi- 
cient for  the  needs  of  England  and  Wales.  None  but  a 
tradition-loving  people  could  have  so  long  tolerated  the  in- 
sufficiency of  university  education,  particularly  as  the 
older  foundations  are  not  constituted  to  fill  the  in- 
dustrial needs  for  higher  education  specially  adapted  to 
local  acquirements 
and  modern  as- 
pirations. When 
it  was  proposed, 
in  November. 
1898,  to  apply  for 
a  Boyal  charter 
for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  univer- 
sity in  Birming- 
ham, with  the 
faculties  of 
Mason  College  as 
a  nucleus,  Mr. 
Joseph  Chamber- 
lain expressed  the 
modern  idea  of 
Universities  in  a 
sentence;  he 
said  : 

We  are  not  merely  imitating,  at  a  distance,  in  a  small 
way,  the  work  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge. A  provincial  university  ought  to  be  in  some  sense 
distinctive.  It  ought  to  have  a  stamp  of  its  own.  In  my 
opinion,  it  ought  to  be  redolent  of  the  soil,  and  inspired 
by  the  associations  in  which  it  exists. 

Birmingham  University 
was  incorporated  with  promptitude.    It  is  the  first  British 
university  to  institute  a  faculty  of  commerce,  and  its  engi-

neering  and  metallurgical  departments  are  among  the  best 
in  the  country,  and  draw  students  from  all  parts.  Mason 
College  and  Queen's  College  were  the  nucleus  of  the  Univer- 
sity. The  former  was  founded  in  1875  by  the  late  Sir  Josiah 
Mason,  the  pen  manufacturer  and  philanthropist.  Queen's 
College  is  situated  in  Paradise  Street,  and  was  founded  in 
1840  by  Mr.  W.  Sands  Cox,  F.R.S.,  an  eminent  surgeon. 
The  fund  raised  for  the  new  University  exceeds  440,000/. 

The  City  Council 
has  for  several 
years  voted  a  Id. 
rate,  and  the  Im- 
perial Exchequer 
gives  about 
10.000/.  annually. 
The  Treasurer 
and  p  r  o-V  i  c  e- 
Chancellor  is 
Alderman  Francis 
Corder  Clayton, 
who  was  a 
student  at 
17  Bloomsbury 
Square  in  the 
1865  session,  and 
disting  uished 
himself  in  botany, 
chemistry,  and 
materia  medica. 
He  is  a  pharma- 
cist, and  did  a  lot 
of  work  in  phar- 
maceutical che- 
mistry. It  is  to 
him  that  pharma- 
cists owe  their 
knowledge  of  the 
method  for 
making  granular  effervescing  citrate  of  magnesia,  his 
formula  for  it  having  been  communicated  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference ;  and  he  also  devised  the 
Pharmacopoeia  process  for  making  tartaric  acid.  He 
is-  proprietor  of  Messrs.  Sturge  &  Co.'s  Chemical-works, 
Wheeley's  Lane,  Birmingham,  of  which  Mr.  C.  B. 
Caswell,  F.I.C.,  is  chief  chemist.  To  Mr.  Clayton  the 
University  is  greatly  indebted,  as  he  is  a  born  financier. 

The  site  of  the 
new  University 
buildings  at 
Bournbrook 
covers  about 
twenty-five  acres, 
with  a  frontage  to 
the  new  Univer- 
sity Road,  and 
was  presented  to 
the  University  by 
Lord  Calthorpe. 
Here  for  the 
present  the  col- 
lege is  situated  in 
the  midst  of  green 
fields,  except  on 
the  Selly  Oak 
side,  where  it  is 
in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  the  works  of  Components,  Ltd.,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  some  day  be  removed.  For  a  time  the  students  will 
have  the  advantage  of  picturesque  natural  scenery  and 
country  air,  but  buildings  are  rapidly  rising  in  every  direc- 
tion. Fortunately,  the  grounds  attached  to  the  college  will 
be  sufficiently  extensive  to  afford  opportunity  for  rest  and 
recreation  to  the  students,  even  after  the  surrounding  dis- 
trict has  lost  its  rural  characteristics. 
The  buildings  consist  practically  of  three  terraces  facing 
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University  Road,  the  front  portion  being  laid  out  for 
gardens,  tennis-courts,  and  shrubberies.  When  fully  com- 
pleted the  University  will  consist  of  ten  separate  blocks  of 
symmetrical  architectural  proportions.  The  central  block, 
containing  the  great  hall,  is  a  magnificent  edifice,  and  is

rapidly  approaching  completion.  On  one  side  is  a  block 
devoted  to  the  engineering  and  machinery  departments,  with 
laboratories  and  lecture-rooms,  and  on  the  other  side  are  the 
mining  and  metallurgical  departments.  The  principal 
entrance  to  the  buildings  is  approached  across  grass  lawns 
from  the  University  Road,  the  main  building  comprising  a 
spacious  entrance-hall  50  feet  square.  An  impressive 
feature  of  the  great  hall  will  be  the  lofty  dome,  which  rises 
to  a  height  of  140  feet,  and  can  be  seen  from  Birmingham 
and  for  many  miles  on  every  side.  At  the  north  end  of 
flach  block  is  a  dome  of  somewhat  smaller  dimensions. 
Beneath  the  great  hall  are  the  dining-hall  and  kitchens,  the 
former  being  84  feet  long  and  64  feet  wide.  Adjacent  to  it 
is  a  staff  dining-room,  and  on  the  same  floor  are  the  students' 
and  staff's  common  rooms,  and  a  space  of  112  feet  by  42  feet 
is  allowed  for  cycle-stores.  The  builders'  contracts  have 
already  run  into  a  quarter  of  a  million  sterling,  and  for 
2^  years  they  have  had  nearly  400  men  constantly  at  work. 
:Tn  the  building  Accrington  bricks  are  used,  relieved  with 
facings  of  Darley  stone,  and  the  roofs  are  covered  with 
green  Kentmere  slates,  set  in  steel,  and  concrete  roofs  are 
used.  The  architects  are  Sir  Aston  Webb  and  Mr.  E. 
Ingress  Bell,  London,  and  the  contractor  is  Mr.  Thomas 
Rowbotham,  of  Birmingham.  The  buildings  will  be  lighted 
throughout  by  electricity,  which  will  also  supply  motive- 
power.  On  the  lower  ground  floor  the  pattern-shop 
contains  woodworking-machines  and  a  number  of  double- 
ended  carpenters'  benches.  A  complete  Mond  gas- 
producing  plant  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  supply  of 
the  gas-engines  in  the  power  station  for  smelting-purposes 
in  the  metallurgical  section,  and  for  heating-purposes  in  the 
main  buildings.  The  producers  are  capable  of  gasifying 
5  tons  of  coal  per  day.  Two  splendid  high-speed  engines 
have  been  given  to  the  University  by  Messrs.  Willans  & 
Robinson,  of  Rugby,  and  Messrs.  Belliss  &  Morcom,  of 
Birmingham,  and  the  steam  plant  for  electric-generating 
purposes  has  been  completed  by  a  marine  engine  supplied  by 
Messrs.  J.  &  H.  McLaren,  of  Leeds,  ccnsisting  of  an  in- 
verted cylinder,  triple-expansion,  surface-condensing  engine. 
A  feature  of  the  electrical  laboratories  will  be  a  standardis- 
ing-room  provided  with  every  convenience  for  the  rapid 
standardising-work  of  any  electrical  instrument  in  use  for 
tests.  For  the  purpose  of  testing  the  strength  of  materials 
a  complete  equipment  is  provided,  the  principal  item  being  a 
50-ton  horizontal  machine,  the  pressure-water  being  supplied 
by  pump  and  accumulator  working  to  1.000  lb.  per  sq.  in., 
and  several  smaller  testing-machines.  The  purpose  of  the 
Engineering  Department 

is  the  teaching  of  and  the  application  of  science  to  in- 
dustry, with  such  technical  instruction  in  handicrafts  as 
will  enable  the  students  to  complete  their  course  in  the 
University  itself. 

Ample  provision  is  made  in  the  Metallurgical  Department 


for  the  training  of  metallurgists,  metallurgical  chemists, 
metallurgical  engineers,  mining  and  geological  students,  and 
dental  students.  The  buildings  occupied  by  the  Metallur- 
gical Department  are  believed  to  be  the  largest  and  best- 
arranged  in  the  Kingdom.  One  of  the  large  shops  is  ex- 
clusively used  for  steel-smelting,  the  other  for  treating  ores 
of  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  and  any  other  non-ferrous 
metals  ;  a  new  2-ton  improved  form  of  Siemens  regenerating- 
furnace  being  used  for  steel-smelting.  The  Mining  Depart- 
ment is  fully  up  to  date,  and  has  attracted  students  from 
India,  South  Africa,  and  other  parts  of  the  Empire.  It 
contains  some  valuable  specimens  of  gold  ores  and  plant 
prepared  by  some  of  the  most  famous  consulting  engineers 
on  the  Rand,  which  were  presented  to  the  University  by  the 
Chancellor,  Mr.  Chamberlain,  on  his  return  from  South 
Africa.  An  experimental  coal-mine  has  been  provided  for 
instruction  in  underground  surveying. 

The  University  of  Birmingham  while  taking  a  prominent 
part  in  the  provision  of  a  higher  branch  of  technical  training 
has,  in  common  with  other  universities,  a  faculty  of  medicine 
for  the  degrees  of  M.B.  and  M.D.  and  of  bachelor  and 
master  cf  surgery.  The  Dean  of  the  Faculty  is  Professor 
Gilbert  Barling.  The  school  of  pharmacy  formerly  con- 
ducted at  Queen's  College  is  merged  in  the  Faculty.  When 
the  amalgamation  took  place  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a 
pharmacist  as  materia-medica  lecturer,  and  the  choice  fell 
upon  the  late  Mr.  John  Barclay,  who  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  Coole  Kneale,  an  old  pharmacist  and  former  assistant 
of  Mr.  C.  Thompson,  and  who  still  holds  the  post. 

The  Centre  of  Technical  Edtjcation 
in  Birmingham  is  the  Municipal  Technical  School  in  Suffolk 
Street,  in  connection  with  which  branch  classes  are  con- 
ducted in  Rosebery  Buildings,  John  Bright  Street.  The 
school  was  built  in  1889  to  the  designs  of  Mr.  Oliver  Essex, 
a  well-known  Birmingham  architect.  The  outstanding 
idea  of  the  school  is  to  provide  instruction  which  will 
enable  the  students  to  understand  the  scientific  prin- 
ciples underlying  their  work,  and  also  scientific  instruction 
in  the  best  methods  of  the  work  itself.  Classes  are  pro- 
vided in  mathematics,  practical  mathematics,  mechanics, 
chemistry,  physics,  engineering,  building,  metallurgy,  brass- 
foundry,  plumbing,  staircasing,  sheet-metal  work,  linotype, 
electroplating,  chemistry  for  druggists,  drawing  _  for 
carpenters,  geometry  for  sheet-metal  workers,  gasfitting, 
etc.,  while  a  women's  department  is  also  included,  where 
cookery,  dressmaking,  and  laundry-work  are  taught.  It  is 
generally  admitted  that  the  work  done  in  the  metal-colouring 
classes  of  the  Electro-metallurgical  Department  has  been  the 
means  of  improving  the  methods  in  many  of  the  Birmingham 
manufactories,  and  many  other  instances  might  be  adduced 
of  the  value  of  specialised  classes.  The  committee  which 
controls  the  schools,  and  of  which  Professor  R.  S.  Heath, 
D.Sc,  Vice-Principal  of  the  University,  is  chairman,  makes 
it  its  aim,  in  order  that  the  instruction  given  may  be  of 
practical  value  to  all  sections  of  the  community,  to  provide 
on  broad  lines  classes  which  shall  be  of  service  for  all  the

local  trades,  but  makes  it  plain  that  it  does  not  undertake 
to  teach  trades  in  its  class-rooms. 

The  special  classes  for  chemists  and  druggists  meet_  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  and  are  intended  to  assist  apprentices

of  chemists  and  druggists  in  preparing  for  the  Minor 
examination,  so  far  as  chemistry  is  concerned.  The  courses 
extend  over  two  sessions,  and  consist  in  each  course  of  about 
an  hour's  lecture,  and  two  hours'  practical  work  in  the 
laboratory,  the  syllabus  being  a  replica  of  the  official  Minor 
schedule. 

In  addition  to  these  special  classes,  botany  classes  are  held 
in  the  evening,  and  pharmaceutical  students  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  all  the  classes  in  chemistry,  or,  indeed, 
any  classes  in  the  school.  The  head  of  the  department  is 
Mr.  T.  Slater  Price,  D.Sc,  Ph.D.,  and  the  lecturers  in  the 
classes  for  chemists  and  druggists  are  Mr.  A.  \V.  T.  Hyde 
(first  year)  and  Mr.  D.  F.  Twiss  (second  year). 

In  recent  years  the  jewellers  have  opened  out  schools  for 
the  improvement  of  their  industry.  In  the  days  of  the 
jewellery  trade  Birmingham  manufacturers  had  the  reputa- 
tion of  not  being  very  particular  about  the  quality  of  their 
goods.  There  was  a  saying,  "Give  a  Birmingham  manu- 
facturer a  sovereign  and  a  copper  kettle,  and  he  will  make 
you  a  hundred  pounds'  worth  of  jewellery."  It  was  pro- 
bably on  account  of  this  that  Boulton  became  anxious  to 
establish  his  industrial  college,  where  artistic  design  and 
careful  finish  were  to  be  the  chief  items  of  the  curriculum. 
"  The  just  prejudice  that  Birmingham  has  established 
against  itself,"  he  was  wont  to  observe,  "makes  every 
fault  conspicuous  in  all  articles  that  have  the  least 
pretensions  to  taste,"  and  it  became  one  of  the  chief 
aims  of  his  life  to  remove  this  prejudice.  To-day  Birming- 
ham's reputation  for  high-class  jewellery  stands  higher  than 
ever  it  did,  and  the  classes,  which  are  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Jewellers'  and  Silversmiths'  Association,  are 
doing  splendid  work  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of 
the  men  employed  in  the  trade. 

Speaking  generally,  it  may  be  said  that  the  whole  educa- 
tional system  of  Birmingham  has  now  become  correlated 
— commencing  with  the  elementary  schools,  passing  on  to 
the  higher-grade  schools  and  the  secondary  schools  belonging 
to  the  King  Edward's  Foundation,  thence  to  the  magnificent 
technical  schools  and  the  admirable  classes  of  the  Midland 
Institute,  and  finally  ending  in  the  University  itself,  scholar- 
ships being  provided  which  carry  the  student  from  one  grade 
to  the  other. 

In  the  Industries  of  Birmingham 

one  is  indigenous,  but  has  little  in  common  with  the  hard- 
ware productions  for  which  the  city  is  best  known,  yet 
there  is  no  part  of  the  Kingdom,  or,  for  that  matter,  of  the 
British  Empire,  where  Cadbury's  cocoa  and  chocolate  are 
not  known.  The  founder  of  this  business  was  the  late  Mr. 
John  Cadbury,  a  retail  grocer  in  Bull  Street,  Birmingham, 
who  in  1822  commenced  to  manufacture  cake-cocoa.  He  had 
been  doing  a  good  business  in  Churchman's  cocoa,  an  old- 
fashioned  article,  and  was  struck  by  the  margin  between 
the  price  of  the  article  and  cocoa-seeds  as  imported.  When 
he  commenced  the  business  as  a  small  side-line,  his  eldest 
son  Richard  was  a  child  of  three,  and  as  he  and  his  brother 
George  grew,  the  cocoa-business  grew;  and  in  the  course  of 
time  the  old-fashioned  cake-cocoa  gave  place  to  Cadbury's 
cocoa-essence,  a  soluble  product  made  so  by  the  elimination 
of  fat  without  the  addition  of  alkali.  The  first  factory  was 
a  humble  building  in  Bridge  Street,  Birmingham,  which 
was  added  to  from  time  to  time ;  for  after  the  late  Mr. 
Richard  Cadbury  joined  his  father  in  the  'fifties,  and  Mr. 
George  Cadbury  in  1860,  the  business  grew  so  steadily,  both 
in  cocoa-essence  and  chocolate  production,  that  the  Bridge 
Street  works  became  impossible  for  the  business-needs  and 
the  welfare  of  the  thousand  workers  engaged  in  them.  The 
firm,  now  Cadbury  Brothers,  then  acquired  an  extensive 
tract  of  land  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Bourne,  a 
brook  which  joins  the  Rea,  and  there,  between  twenty- 
five  and  thirty  years  ago,  were  commenced  the  palatial 
and  garden-fenced  works,  with  the  workers'  residences, 
known  to  all  social  reformers  as  the  model  settlement 
Bournville.  The  firm,  enlarged  by  the  admission  to  partner- 
ship of  the  sons  of  Messrs.  Richard  and  George  Cadbury, 
now  employ  about  4,000  people,  and  has  an  annual  revenue 
of  1£  million  sterling.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  firm 
to  combine  in  Bournville  the  advantages  of  town  and 
country  life.  To  promote  this  object  the  partners 
recognised  that  it  was  essential  to  enlist  the  practical  co- 
operation of  their  workpeople  on  a  basis  of  mutual  interest, 


and  thereupon  was  evolved  the  magnificent  scheme  of  the 
Bournville  Village  Trust,  under  which  Messrs.  Cadbury 
handed  over  the  freehold  of  the  Bournville  estate  to  trustees 
for  the  benefit  of  the  residents  and  the  firm's  employes. 
As  the  works  developed  in  magnitude  so  the  village  of

Bournville  grew  in  extent  and  picturesque  beauty,  being 
built  on  a  well-thought-out  plan,  by  which  each  cottage  is 
detached  or  semi-detached,  in  different  styles  of  architec- 
ture, so  as  to  avoid  uniformity.  Every  dwelling  stands 
back  from  the  road  with  a  prettily  laid  out  garden  in  front, 
with  flowers  and  shrubs,  while  in  the  rear  is  a  kitchen- 
garden  where  the  occupants  grow  their  own  vegetables. 
Among  other  gifts  of  Messrs.  Cadbury  to  Bournville  are  a 
number  of  well-built  almshouses,  also  surrounded  with 
gardens,  for  aged  widows.  Recently  Messrs.  Cadbury  have 
eclipsed  all  their  other  local  gifts  by  erecting  handsome  and 
commodious  schools,  at  a  cost  of  over  30,000?.  From  the 
foundation  of  the  business  the  firm  have  looked  after  the 
education  of  the  children  of  their  workpeople,  and  they  have 
also  had  special  regard  to  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of 
both  the  children  and  the  workpeople  themselves,  devotional 
services  being  held  prior  to  the  commencement  of  work — 
attendance  at  which,  however,  is  not  compulsory.  The 
cocoa- works  are  built  with  every  regard  to  hygienic  require- 
ments, and  the  sense  and  love  of  beauty  is  encouraged  by 
the  rustic  and  floral  surroundings.  An  admirable  discipline 
prevails  throughout  the  works,  all  predominated  by  the 
principles  of  intelligence  and  benevolence.  It  is  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  Bournville  Trust  that  no  licensed  house 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicants  shall  be  allowed  on  the  estate, 
and  consequently  the  village  is  free  from  the  drunkenness 
and  crime  which  are  prevalent  in  other  populous  com- 
munities. Messrs.  Cadbury  have  not  confined  their  bene- 
factions to  Bournville.  The  magnificent  Friends'  Institute 
on  the  Moseley  Road,  erected  at  a  cost  (inclusive  of  land 
and  equipment)  of  nearly  50,000/.,  and  the  similar  insti- 
tutes at  Selly  Oak  and  Northfield,  the  splendid  cafi  at  the 
Rednau  Hill,  the  gift  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Cadbury,  of 
Moseley  Hall,  as  a  convalescent  hospital  in  connection  with 
the  Children's  Hospital,  and  other  noble  acts  of  philan- 
thropy, testify  to  the  broad  and  generous  spirit  in  which 
Messrs.  Cadbury  have  promoted  the  well-being  of  the  great 
community  in  which  they  have  lived.  Mr.  Barrow  Cadbury 
married  Mr.  A.  Southall's  eldest  daughter. 

A  visit  of  Conference  members  to  Bournville,  could  it  have 
been  arranged,  would  have  been  most  instructive,  even  had 
it  been  confined  to  what  is  to  be  seen  outside  the  factory, 
while  inside  are  some  of  the  most  interesting  processes 
known  to  the  chemist.  Messrs.  Cadburys  import  more  than 
a  third  of  the  raw  cocoa  brought  to  this  country,  and  as  the 
annual  consumption  of  cocoa  is  about  1  lb.  per  head  of  the 
population,  and  Messrs.  Cadburys'  roasters  deal  with  a  ton 
at  a  time,  some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  gigantic  nature  of 
their  business. 

Wholesale  Drug-trade. 
As  a  centre  of  the  drug-trade  and  its  closely  allied 
branches  Birmingham  has  decided  interest  for  chemists  and 
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druggists,  and  a  few  notes  about  the  mere  important  houses 
may  be  given,  although  these  do  not  pretend  to  be  exhaus- 
tive, as  we  have  had  opportunities  in  the  past,  and  may 
still  have  others,  of  dealing  with  the  firms  individually. 

The  business  of  wholesale  druggists,  manufacturing  che- 
mists, etc.,  of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd., 
Lower  Priory,  Birmingham,  was  founded  in  1820  by  Thomas 
Southall  and  his  brother  William,  two  exceptionally  com- 
petent retail  pharmacists,  whose  reputation  in  that  capacity 
brought  them  a  wholesale  connection  that  was  not  in  1861, 
when  Mr.  Thomas  Barclay  joined  them  as  manager  of  the 
department,  to  prevent  him  travelling,  and  seeing  to  the 
despatch  of  the  orders  when  he  came  home  from  his  journey. 
The  firm  name  at  that  time  was  Southall,  Son  &  Dymond. 
Mr.  Barclay  was  admitted  a  partner  in  1866,  and  in  1871 
the  style  of  the  firm  was  changed  to  Southall  Bros.  &  Bar- 
clay. The  wholesale  connection  steadily  extended  in  the 
Midlands  and  beyond,  and  the  warehouse  grew  accordingly, 
with  due  regard  to  pharmaceutical  progress.  Thus  in  1873 
the  firm  put  down  pill-machinery,  and  in  1886  and  1887  con- 
siderable extensions  to  the  pill  department  had  to  be  made. 
In  1876  Mr.  Barclay  went  to  the  Lofotens  to  investigate  the 
manufacture  of  cod-liver  oil,  with  the  result  that  his  firm 
established  their  own  factory  there.  In  1879-80,  as  the 
result  of  a  number  of  experiments  carried  out  in  association 
with  the  late  Professor  Gamgee  with  absorbent  cotton-wool, 
Gamgee's  surgical  and  obstetrical  absorbent  pads,  burn- 
sheets,  etc.,  were  invented.  As  an  outcome,  the  firm  in 
1880  obtained  a  patent  for  the  manufacture  of  the  sanitary 
towel  with  which  their  name  is  associated.  In  1885  they 
opened  a  scientific-apparatus  department,  and  1890  saw  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  the  factory  for  the  manufacture 
of  distilled  water ;  and  five  years  later  a  department  for 
druggists'  sundries  and  shop-fittings  was  opened.  In  1898 
the  business  was  turned  into  a  limited  company,  with  the 
nominal  capital  of  200,000/.,  afterwards  increased  to 
260.000/.  In  1903  there  was  another  big  step  forward, 
when  the  premises  in  Lower  Priory  were  still  further  ex- 
tended, especially  along  Dalton  Street,  and  the  growths  of 
years  were  converted  into  a  uniform  organisation,  all 
departments  being  co-ordinated  in  a  perfect  manner.  This 
extension  was  greater  than  appeared  to  the  eye  of  the  out- 
sider, for  up  to  this  time  the  manufacture  of  sanitary  towels 
had  been  carried  on  at  Lower  Priory ;  but  the  company  had 
built  a  factory  at  Alum  Rock  Road,  Saltley,  for  this  depart- 
ment alone,  and  they  are  also  manufacturers  of  most  sur- 
gical fabrics,  Mr.  T.  Barclay,  jun.,  being  the  manager  of 
these  offshoots.  The  present  directors  are  Mr.  Thomas 
Barclay  (chairman),  Mr.  A.  William  Southall,  Mr.  Wilfred 
F.  Southall,  Mr.  Gilbert  Southall,  and  Mr.  T.  Barclay,  jun. 

Messrs.  Blackwell,  Hayes  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists and  manufacturing  chemists,  trace  their  origin  back  to 
1782,  when  Mr.  Samuel  Adkins  opened  premises  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  at  32  Bull  Street,  where  his  son,  Mr.  Henry 
James  Adkins,  was  born,  and  after  his  father's  death  carried 
on  the  business  till  1881,  when  he  died.  Mr.  Josiah  Black- 
well,  Ph.C,  managing  director  of  the  present  company, 
was  then  carrying  on  the  business  commenced  by  Messrs. 
John  Clark  &  Sons,  and  purchased  Mr.  Adkins's  business, 
making  extensive  alterations  in  the  premises.  But  he  was 
not  allowed  to  remain  in  peace  for  many  years,  for  Messrs. 
Lewis  commenced  building-operations,  and  the  sandy  nature 
of  the  soil  in  the  locality  caused  the  side  walls  of  the  pre- 
mises to  give  way.  This  matter  having  been  amicably 
settled,  Mr.  Blackwell  purchased  another  eld  drug-business 
in  the  same  street,  which  had  been  carried  on  for  fifty  years 
by  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Humphreys;  and  in  1887  Mr. 
Joseph  Hayes,  who  had  represented  Phi*— p  Harris  &  Co. 
for  some  years,  was  taken  into  partnership  and  the  whole- 
sale side  was  largely  extended.  In  1896  the  business  was 
removed  to  buildings  at  the  corner  of  Moor  Street  and 
Albert  Street,  which  were  fitted  up  in  accordance  with 
modern  ideas. 

The  business  of  Messrs.  Phillip  Harris  &  Co.  was  estab- 
lished by  P.  Harris  in  1817,  the  premises  being  where  the 
present  museum  now  stands  in  Park  Street.  \'Ir.  Harris 
removed  to  9  Bull  Ring  about  fourteen  years  afterwards, 
and  later  took  his  nephew,  Arthur  Heeley,  as  pupil,  to 
whom  he  afterwards  resigned  the  business  in  1860.  with  a 
wish  that  his  fellow-pupil,  James  Aston,  should  join  him 
-in  partnership.    These  two  gentlemen  conducted  the  busi- 


ness until  1886,  when  it  was  taken  over  by  Messrs.  H.  Bur- 
man  Lowe,  who  transformed  it  into  a  limited  company, 
witn  a  qualified  pharmacist  at  the  head  of  each  department. 
In  the  earlier  days  the  business  was  noted  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  acetic  acid,  which  was  sold  in  large  quantities  at  6d. 
per  lb.  Hydrofluoric  was  another  staple  article  for  which 
the  firm  had  a  great  reputation.  This  firm  was  instrumental 
in  laying  to  rest  the  Whitehead  dynamite-factory,  which 
struck  terror  throughout  the  land  in  the  year  1883.  The 
accomplished  chemist  and  pharmacist,  Mr.  A.  E.  Robinson, 
F.C.S.,  whose  name  is  well  known  to  pharmacy  by  his  racy 
communications  to  the  Conference  at  Aberdeen  in  1886  and 
elsewhere  and  his  research-work  on  phosphorus-making  by 
electric  methods,  was  for  many  years  engaged  with  this 
firm.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Walter  Grice,  F.C.S.,  who 
resigned  in  1888  to  proceed  to  India,  where  he  has  made  at 
Calcutta  a  high  reputation  and  a  fortune.  In  1889  the 
company  built  large  premises  in  Edmund  Street  and  Corn- 
wall Street,  where  they  have  since  carried  on  a  large  manu- 
facturing business  in  chemicals,  galenicals,  and  physical  and 
scientific  apparatus.  In  recent  times  the  whole  superin- 
tendence of  the  business  has  devolved  upon  Mr.  H.  S. 
Shorthouse,  F.C.S.,  who,  with  highly  trained  coadjutors 
and  160  employes,  have  enough  to  do  to  complete  com- 
fortably each  day's  task. 

The  business  of  Messrs.  Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co.,  surgical- 
dressing  manufacturers,  Birmingham  and  Oldbury.  was 
founded  at  Wednesbury  in  1878  by  Mr.  R.  D.  Gibbs,  Ph.C, 
and  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  J.  Cuxson.  In  1885  the  business 
was  transferred  to  a  new  factory  at  Oldbury,  and  in  1897 
Mr.  Gibbs  withdrew  from  the  concern,  starting  a  box- factory 
near  by.  Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard,  Ph.C,  of  University  Col- 
lege Hospital,  London,  joined  Mr.  Cuxson  in  active  partner- 
ship, and  the  firm  became  Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co.  In  1901 
they  took  premises  at  Crown  Buildings,  Corporation  Street, 
Birmingham,  and  the  commercial  staff  was  transferred  from 
Oldbury.

Must  prove'  Intent. — Massachusetts  has  recently  passad 
an  interesting  law  regarding  the  adulteration  of  drugs.  A. 
maximum  penalty  is  provided  of  $500,  but  it- is  stipulated 
that  no  pharmacist  or  other  dealer  may  be-  convicted  unless 
an  intent  to  deceive  or  to  adulterate  is  proved. 

Nearly  Through^— During  its  closing  hours  the  New 
York  State  Legislature  passed  a  Bill  giving  grocers  and 
merchants  in  the  smaller  villages  and  towns  the  right  to 
sell  a  considerable  list  of  medicaments.  The  druggists  of 
the  State  had  fought  the  Bill  in  vain.  Carrying  their  fight 
to  the  Governor,  however,  they  succeeded  in  prevailing  upoa 
him  to  veto  the  Bill.  It  was  the  so-called  Lupton  measure, 
and  was  similar  to  one  which  had  been  introduced  annually 
in  the  New  York  Legislature  for  many  years. 

Home-grown  Drugs.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Pharmacy  on  May  16,  Professor  Henry  Kraemer 
exhibitsd  twenty-five  samples  of  crude  drugs  from  plants 
grown  in  the  United  States  by  Dr.  Rodney  H.  True,  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  specimens  included  ser- 
pentaria,  echinacea,  convallaria,  belladonna,  digitalis, 
conium,  pyrethrum-flowers,  etc.  The  specimens  presented 
a  fine  appearance,  for  the  most  part,  and  showed  what  can 
be  done  by  cultivation  and  care  in  collection. 

Advertisement  Agencies. — In  America  it  is  quite  cus- 
tomary for  druggists  in  the  larger  cities  to  act  as  agerits 
for  the  newspapers  in  receiving  orders  for  "liner"  ads, 
The  commission  granted  by  .the  newspapers  is  usually  un- 
satisfactory to  pharmacists,  and  the  subject  is  a  matter  of 
much  agitation  in  different  cities.  In  Philadelphia  the 
druggists  have  succeeded  in  getting  a  25-per-eent.  coiMnis- 
sion  from  two  of  the  papers,  and  have  declared  that  they 
will  do  business  with  no  periodical  which-  does  not  mes4 
this  figure. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Alpers,  who  is  well  known  im  America  as-  a 
pharmacist  of  the  ethical  and  professional  feypej-Bas  recently 
sold  his  establishment  in  New  York  City  to  the  Caswell- 
Massey  Co.  This  is  a  new  concern  organised  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  and  operating  a  chain  of  ten  or  a  dozen- store?

Reciprocity. — Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  United  States  in  the  movement  for  inter-State  reci- 
procity of  registration-certificates.  The  following  eleven 
active  members  of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  are  now  prepared  to  exchange  certificates  with 
each  other  under  certain  restrictions  and  conditions  :  South 
Dakota,  Louisiana,  Florida,  Georgia,  Ohio,  Arizona, 
Alabama,  Indiana,  Oregon,  Indian  Territory,  and  Ken- 
tucky. Others  will  doubtless  be  added  to  this  list  from 
time  to  time  as  fast  as  uniformity  of  requirement  is  obtained. 
At  least  three  State  pharmacy  laws  have  been  modified 
during  the  last  year  in  such  manner  as  to  permit  the  Boards 
«5f  Pharmacy  to  exchange  certificates  with  other  boards  when 
this  could  be  done  with  perfect  propriety. 

Meetings, — This  is  the  season  <?f  the  year  when  the  phar- 
maceutical associations  of  the  different  States  hold  their 
annual  meetings.  Twenty  or  thirty  of  them  have  been  held 
during  the  past  few  weeks,  and  it  is  significant,  that  in  a 
number  of  instances  higher  'educational  requirements  formed 
the  chief  topic  of  debate.  The  Minnesota  Association 
decided  to  enact  a  graduation  law  to  go  into  effect  in  1912, 
thus  following  in  the  foot-jteps  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
and  Wisconsin.  The  New  Jersey  Association  decided  to 
take  the  same  step  within  the  next  year  or  two.  At  the 
meeting^ '0?  the  Nebraska  Association  it  was  resolved  to  in- 
crease the  severity  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  examinations. 
Incidentally  it  may  he  stated  also  that  at  a  number  of  the 
State  meetings  efforts  were  made  toward  the  early  enact- 
ment -of  more  rigik  anti-narcotic  ifcXvs  than  now  exist  in  the 
different  State's.

The  most -sensational  feature  of  the 'BVll, 
however,  tj  a  labelling  •clause  proviclteg  that  any  medica- 
ment must  state  on  the,  la%el  the  ccnttent  of  alcohdl,  'mor- 
phine, opidm,  cocaine.,  herons,  alpha  or tfet'a  eucaine,  chloro- 
form, cannabis  indica,  clileral  hydrate,  acetanilid,  or  any 
derivative  or  preparation  <di  these.

Chemists'  assistants  in  Germany 

(From  a  Special  Correspondent.) 

ALTHOUGH  during  the  past  twenty  years  various  com- 
binations of  traders  have  been  formed  for  protective 
purposes,  no  special  organisation  has  existed  in  Germany 
for  qualified  chemists'  assistants.  Almost  every  town  of 
importance  has  its'chemists'  association,  it  is  true,  but  these 
concern  themselves  with  matters  of  general  interest,  and 
have  never  been  of  use  to  assistants.  Some  eighteen  months 
ago  a  serious  effort  was  made  to  found  an  association  especi- 
ally for  qualified  assistants,  and  thanks  to  the  perseverance 
of  Dr.  Ehrlich,  of  Leipzig,  this  is  now  accomplished.  It 
may  seem  an  easy  matter  to  form  such  a  union,  but  the 
difficulties  are  greater  than  would  appear  at  first  sight. 
The  German  character  has  in  it  a  certain  amount  of  dog- 
matism and  obstinacy  which  are  very  different  from  the 
unselfishness  and  perseverance  essential  to  make  an  associa- 
tion a  success.  A  comparison  between  English  and  German 
political  parties  illustrates  this  trait.  In  England  three 
parties  suffice,  but  in  Germany  there  are  about  twenty 
political  organisations. 

Dr.  Ehrlich,  the  Secretary  of  the  new  union,  has  devoted 
much  time  to  the  Association,  and  has  travelled  from  town 
to  town  interviewing  assistants.  The  Association  was 
founded  on  December  17,  1905,  at  Leipzig,  delegates  from  all 
parts  of  Germany  attending.  The  day  was  probably  unique 
in  the  annals  of  chemists'  assistants'  organisations.  The 
objects  of  the  Association  are  to  preserve  the  interests  of 
its  members,  to  promote  the  scientific  and  practical  educa- 
tion of  chemists,  and  to  improve  the  social  position  of  mem- 
bers. Local  branches  of  tke  Association  have  been  formed 
in  various  parts  of  Germany,  and  once  a  year  a  general 
meeting  is  to  he  held  attended  by  delegates  from  the 
branches.  All  -qualified  assistants  are  eligible,  the  entrance- 
fee  being  three  marks  and  the  yearly  subscription  twelve 
marks.  Proprietors  of  pharmacies  and  junior  assistants 
can  be  elected  as  associates,  but  have  no  voting-power. 
Difficulties  of  shop-hours  and  pay  are  to  be  settled  by  con- 
ference between  masters  and  men.  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  power  of  the  Association  will  not  be  overlooked  in 
cases  where  mutual  concessions  require  to  be  made.  The 
special  ohject  of  the  Association  at  present  is  to  obtain 
Sunday  rest  for  assistants  by  closing  pharmacies  for  a  few 
honrs  'can  ftaaday.
